Growth  in  the  exportation  of  chemicals,  medicinal  products, 
and  those  goods  generally  handled  by  druggists  and  pharma- 
cists abroad  contribute  well  to  our  increasing  export  business. 
It  is  good  business,  and  to  a  large  extent  comes  through  the 
export  merchant  shippers  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
C.  &  D.  of  March  14  is  to  be  circulated  to  these  important 
buyers  and  fillers  of  indents.  This  will  be  a  good  opportunity, 
not  only  of  getting  into  touch  with  them,  but  of  getting  a 
share  of  the  export  trade,  by  special  efforts  on  the  part  of  our 
manufacturers  and  merchants  to  advertise  their  goods  well  in 
the  Export  Merchant  Shippers'  Issue.  The  Publisher  will  be 
glad  to  give,  on  application,  any  information  about  the  issue 
that  may  be  desired.

We  learn  on  high  authority  that  the  Government  have 
decided  to  introduce  a  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  into  the 
House  of  Lords  at  an  early  date.  The  Earl  of  Crewe  will 
take  charge  of  it  (p.  222). 

We  recall  here  that  last  Session's  Bill  of  six  clauses  and  a 
revised  poison  schedule,  proposed  to  regulate  the  sale  by 
retailers  other  than  chemists  of  poisonous  substances  for 
agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes,  provided  for  quali- 
fied management  of  branch  shops,  gave  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  power  to  impose  a  curriculum,  and  placed  restrictions 
on  the  sale  of  certain  mineral  acids. 

The  decision  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  this  week  to 
"  lie  low  "  was  arrived  at  without  full  information  of  the 
Government's  intentions,  but  there  is  ample  time  to  meet  the 
Government  proposals,  as  the  Bill  may  not  reach  the  House 
of  Commons  before  the  end  of  February.  We  discuss  the 
matter  on  p.  224.

The  price-changes  which  we  announce  in  our  Trade  Report 
this  week  are  fewer  than  usual,  while  business  is  somewhat 
disappointing.  Citric  acid,  castor  oil,  new  Norwegian  cod- 
liver  oil,  copper  sulphate,  yellow  prussiate  of  potash,  strych- 
nine, cocoa-butter,  petroleum,  and  shellac  are  all  easier  or 
lower.  Caraway  oil  is  dearer,  and  carbolic  acid  is  firmer. 
Cocaine  will  probably  be  lower,  as  the  convention  is  to  be 
dissolved  at  the  end  of  the  month  (p.  237). 

Our  Legal  Reports  this  week  are  of  exceptional  trade 
interest,  and  include  decisions  in  regard  to  assistants'  agree- 
ments, returns  of  empties,  and  notice  to  travellers.  The 
"John  Bull"  and  "Viking"  trade-marks  have  been  before 
the  High  Court.  C.  E.  Fulford.  Ltd.,  are  sued  for  10,000?.  by 
the  proprietor  of  Davidson's  Bile  Beans,  and  a  Dunoon  hair- 
dresser has  been  fined  for  selling  vaseline  without  a  medicine- 
vendor's  licence  (p.  217).

This  section  first  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
May  15,  1863,  when  it  was  "  decided  to  offer  every  month  a 
standard  Scientific  Book,  or  something-  equally  appropriate, 
as  a  Prize  to  be  competed  for  by  assiduous  students."  The 
"Corner"  was  conducted  in  the  first  instance  by  Mr.  J. 
Cargill  Brough,  F.C.S.,  then  for  over  thirty  years  by  Mr. 
Richard  Moss,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  Dublin,  one  of  the  first 
prizemen,  and  latterly  by  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin,  of  Edin- 
burgh, who  also  as  a  student  was  a  first  prizeman. 

For  many  years  two  book  prizes  (value  10s.  6(7.  and  5s.) 
have  been  awarded  every  month,  besides  three  prizes  (value 
two  guineas,  one  guinea,  and  half  a  guinea),  with  parchment 
certificates  to  those  who  have  secured  most  marks  in  the  six 
competitions  comprising  the  Winter  Tournament.  All 
-tudents  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy  are  eligible  to  compete, 
and  may  entor  for  the  monthly  prizes  at  any  time. 

The  exercises  are  usually  in  the  qualitative  analysis  of  a 
mixture  of  two  or  three  salts,  samples  of  which  are  sent  to 
students  wh<  apply  for  them  on  a  date  generally  published  in 
the  third  issue  of  the  month.  The  reports  by  Dr.  Dobbin  are 
published  in  the  last  issue  of  the  month.

Food  and  Drug  Analysis. 
In  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Staffordshire  County  Coun- 
cil, Mr.  E.  W.  T.  Jones,  F.I.C.,  states  that  of  seven  samples 
of  gentian  root  examined  during  the  past  three  months  one 
was  adulterated  with  15  per  cent,  of  almond  shells,  bean 
meal,  etc.,  and  of  twenty-eight  samples  of  tartaric  acid 
three  contained  lead — J  gr.,  £  gr.,  and  \  gr.  per  lb. 
respectively;  one  contained  j*s  gr.  arsenic  per  lb.,  and  one 
contained  \  gr.  of  lead  and  ^  gr.  of  arsenic  per  lb. 

In  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Durham  County  Council, 
the  analyst  states  that  the  analyses  of  samples  of  "  demul- 
cent glycerin  and  blackberry  pastilles"  and  "black- 
currant gums  "  showed  that  the  former  did  not  contain 
■any  of  the  tissues  of  the  blackberry  and  were  devoid  of 
any  sensible  proportion  of  glycerin.  They  were  made  of 
gum  and  sugar  coloured  with  cochineal.  The  latter  did 
not  yield  either  the  tissues  or  the  colouring  matter  of 
blackcurrant,  but  contained  sugar,  starch,  and  gelatin, 
.coloured  with  vegetable  black  and  flavoured  with  an  agent 
which  was  probably  artificial. 

The  Public  Analyst  of  Bethnal  Green  (Dr.  A.  W. 
Stokes)  reports  that  twenty  samples  of  drugs  were 
examined  during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  only  one  of 
these  was  found  to  be  adulterated.  At  Wimbledon  three 
samples  of  crearn  of  tartar  were  found  to  be  adulterated, 
but  no  proceedings  were  instituted  as  they  were  not  taken 
with  the  formalities  required  under  the  Act.  The  War- 
wickshire County  Analyst,  commenting  on  the  fact  that  a 
sample  of  "tincture  of  quinine"  taken  was  found  to  be 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  while  another  of  "cam- 
phorated oil"  was  found  to  be  carbolic  oil,  states  that  a 
somewhat  remarkable  defence  was  brought  forward.  It 
was  contended  that  as  these  articles  were  used  for  the  same 
purpose  as  those  demanded,  there  was  no  real  offence  com- 
mitted in  the  substitution  of  them. 


Brevities. 

Ann  Stewart,  an  aged  Workington  widow,  was  burned  to 
death  on  February  3  by  the  ignition  of  a  celluloid  comb  in 
her  hair. 

On  January  31  the  dead  body  of  Mr.  Samuel  Hollings- 
worth,  manager  of  the  Gerald's  Bridge  Chemical  Works  of 
the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  discovered  floating  in  the 
St.  Helens  and  Sankey  Canal. 

The  question  of  the  use  of  preservatives,  like  boric  acid 
and  salicylic,  acid,  in  foods  and  drinks  is  exhaustively  dealt 
with  in  a  report  recently  issued  by  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  Bermondsey  Borough  Council. 

An  exhibition  is  being  held  at  the  house  of  the  Royal 
Photographic  Society,  66  Russell  Square.  London,  W.C.,  of 
the  works  of  Mr.  F.  H.  Evans,  to  which  the  public  are 
admitted  on  presentation  of  visiting  card. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  and  District  Branch  of  the 
National  Association  of  Medical  Herbalists,  held  on 
January  30.  Mr.  F.  Rowley,  of  Doncaster,  gave  a  report  on 
"  Infant  Mortality,"  and  a  discussion  followed. 

His  Majesty  the  King,  who  is  Patron  of  the  Society  of 
Arts,  has  granted  permission  to  the  Society  to  prefix  to  its 
title  the  term  "Royal."  and  the  Society  will  consequently 
in  future  be  known  as  the  "  Royal  Society  of  Arts." 

A  runaway  horse  attached  to  a  cab  dashed  into  the  plate- 
glass  window  of  the  shop  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Toplis,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Chesterfield.  Considerable  damage  was  done  to 
the  premises,  and  the  cabman  was  seriously  injured. 

At  Thames  Police  Court  on  January  31,  Harold 
Whittaker  (21),  chemist's  assistant,  was  bound  over  under 
probation  for  two  years  for  attempting  to  obtain  chloro- 
form by  false  pretences  (C.  tL-  D.,  February  1,  p.  175). 

The  Blackpool  Town  Council  have  granted  a  lease  of 
premises  in  St.  John's  Market  to  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd., 
for  twenty-one  years,  at  a  rental  of  900/.  per  annum  for 
the  first  ten  years,  and  1,000/.  per  annum  for  the  remainder 
of  the  lease. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Wells,  one  of  Blackburn's  best-known  medical 
men  and  a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society,  died  on  Feb- 
ruary 1  from  tuberculosis,  said  to  have  been  caused  by 
experimenting  with  pigs  and  other  animals  affected  with 
tuberculosis. 

Isidore  Ziefert,  the  Russian  druggist,  of  Broad  Street. 
Golden  Square,  Soho,  who  is  charged  with  causing  the  death 
of  Jane  Farvish  by  administering  cocaine  (0.  <l-  1>.,  Feb- 
ruary 1.  p.  180),  was  again  remanded  on  bail  at  Marlborough 
Street  Police  Court  on  February  3. 

It  was  decided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Reform 
party  of  the  London  County  Council  held  at  Spring  Gardens 
on  February  3  that  the  Hon.  W.  Peel  be  the  new  leader 
of  the  party  in  succession  to  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  who  is  to 
be  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  Council  for  the  coming  year. 

John  Buttermere,  a  Liverpool  labourer,  has  been  sen- 
tenced to  four  months'  imprisonment  for  breaking  a  window- 
in  the  Scotland  Road  Branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.  At  the  same 
court  two  labourers,  named  Maher  and  Dunn  respectively, 
were  each  sentenced  to  fifteen  months'  hard  labour  lor 
breaking  into  the  shop  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  and  stealing  a 
quantity  of  goods. 

A  livery  dinner  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Comany  was 
held  at  the  Carpenters'  Hall,  London,  E.C,  on  January  29. 
Among  those  present  were  Mr.  W.  H.  E.  Thornthwaite 
(past  Master);  Professor  S.  P.  Thompson,  Dr.  H. 
Trentham  Maw,  Mr.  G.  Bennett.  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff,  Mr.  J.  J. 
Hicks,  Dr.  G.  Lindsay  Johnson,  Mr.  J.  Raphael,  Mr.  W.

"Cow-itch"  in  the  City. 
Some  time  ago  the  assistant  medical  officer  of  the  General 
Post  Office  directed  the  attention  of  Dr.  Collingridge, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  of  London,  to  the 
serious  results  following  on  the  application  of  "bottled 
torture  "  sold  by  a  novelty  dealer  in  the  City.  This,  of 
course,  is  our  old  friend  cowhage — the  stinging  hairs  of 
the  pod  of  Mucuna  pruriens — and  the  Post  Office  doctor 
pointed  out  that  the  victims  of  practical  jokers  with  this 
substance  suffered  extreme  irritation  of  the  skin  almost 
amounting  to  cellulitis.  Accordingly  Dr.  Collingridge  com- 
municated with  the  novelty  dealer,  who  immediately 
destroyed  his  stock,  and  the  wholesale  firm  of  novelty 
dealers  who  supplied  him  at  once  discontinued  its  sale. 
Four  retail  dealers  in  other  parts  of  London  also  destroyed 
their  stocks.

Chemists'  Licences. 

On  February  3,  at  the  Borough  Licensing  Sessions  at 
Guildford,  the  wine  licence  lately  held  by  the  Sussex  Drug 
Co.  at  13  High  Street,  Guildford,  was  taken  by  Mr.  W. 
Massey,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co. 

At  the  Salford  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  3,  the 
Bench  granted  the  application  of  Mr.  James  H.  Hoseason, 
pharmaceutical  and  manufacturing  chemist  (of  Hough, 
Hoseason  &  Co.),  for  the  transfer  of  his  licence  from  Kirkley 
Street  to  Holland  Street,  Pendleton. 

At  Hastings  on  February  4  the  Licensing  Bench  refused 
an  application  by  Mr.  Charles  George  Skyrme,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  trading  as  "  Neve  &  Co.,"  for  an 
off  wine-licence  at  28  Norman  Road,  and  Sedlescombe  Road 
South,  the  Chief  Constable  opposing  on  the  ground  that 
the  present  was  an  inopportune  time  to  increase  the  number 
of  off-licences  in  the  town. 

At  the  Brighton  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  4,  the 
Chief  Constable  specially  called  the  attention  of  the  Licens- 
ing Justices  to  36  St.  George's  Road,  premises  in  the 
occupation  of  the  "Lion  Drug-stores,"  which,  he  raid,  was 
an  ordinary  chemist's  shop,  but  where  wines  other  than 
medicated  wines  were  exposed  for  sale.  If  this  were 
allowed,  he  urged,  the  grant  of  a  licence  to  a  chemist  would 
mean  the  practical  conversion  of  the  premises  into  an 
ordinary  off  wine-licence  ;  but  he  thought  these  licences 
were  granted  by  the  Bench  on  the  understanding  that  none 
but  medicated  wines  were  sold.  He  recommended  that  this 
licence  be  renewed  only  on  an  undertaking  being  given  to 
that  effect.  As  a  result,  the  Bench  refused  to  renew  the 
licence  to  the  "Lion  Drug-stores,"  reserving  it  until  the 
adjourned  sessions  in  March,  on  the  ground  that  wines  other 
than  medicated  wines  were  being  sold  there.  That,  said 
the  Chairman,  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Magistrates. 
If  in  the  meantime  an  undertaking  was  given  that  nothing 
but  medicated  wines  would  in  future  be  sold  the  Magis- 
trates would  be  prepared  to  renew  the  licence. 


Liverpool  Notes. 
Mr.  H.  R.  Jensen.  B.Sc.,  who  has  passed  the  Institute 
of  Chemistry's  Intermediate  examination,  served  an  ap- 
prenticeship with  Messrs.  Richardson  &  Son,  Ullet  Road, 
and  during  that  time  qualified  as  chemist  and  druggist.  To 
those  who  knew  him  well  Mr.  Jensen  gave  early  promise  of 
the  distinguished  career  to  which  he  is  moving. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Association,  which 
was  held  on  Thursday  evening,  January  30,  may  prove  to 
be  of  historical  interest.   A  reform  party  has  been  gradually 
making  its  influence  felt  in  the  Association,  and  a  series  of 
amendments  to  the  constitution  and  rules  had  been  drafted 
for  this  occasion.    For  these  it  is  understood  that  Messrs. 
J.  H.  Robinson,  Tithebarn  Street;  G.  V.  C.  Last,  Lodge- 
Lane;  and  T.  F.  Percival,  41  Osborne  Road,  Tue  Brook, 
were  responsible.    At  all  events,  before  the  meeting  they 
issued  a  circular  about  the  proposed  amendments  to  the 
rules  of  the  Association,  in  the  course  of  which  they  said  : 
The  rapidly  developing  difficulties  under  which  we,  as 
chemists  and  druggists,  conduct  our  business  affairs,  seem 
to  indicate  the  paramount  necessity  for  a  much  closer  unity 
in  our  ranks  than  what  has  hitherto  obtained.  Combination 
for  protective  and  administrative  purposes  is  the  order  of 
the  day  :  alike  among  manufacturers,  traders,  and  work- 
people.   Almost  alone  among  these,  the  chemist  and  drug- 
gist by  his  ingrained  individualism  remains  helpless  against 
any  organised  attack  either  from  outside  or  inside  his  craft. 
The  weakness  of  the  position  is  so  apparent  that,  giving  one 
illustration  only,  the  owners  of  proprietary  goods  dictate 
to  us  whatever  onerous  conditions  they  choose  to  impose. 
This  attitude  would  be  much  modified  if  a  strong  combina- 
tion had  to  be  faced.    In  our  opinion  we  have  lying  to  our 
hand  an  organisation  which,  if  given  your  generous  and 
enthusiastic  support,  might  be  easily  constituted  a  powerful 
agency  in  advancing  the  professional,  commercial,  and 
social  welfare  of  every  chemist  in  the  district.    This  or- 
ganisation is  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  of  which 
most  of  you  are  passive  adherents.    For  causes,  which  it  is 
beside  the  question  to  herein  discuss,  this  Association  seems 
to  have  drifted  beyond  the  stream  of  sympathy  of  most  of 
its  members. 

The  reformers  went  about  the  resolution  in  a  careful  manner. 
Their  principal  proposal  was  to  unseat  half  of  the  present 
members  of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Percival.  who  took  charge 
of  the  amendments,  spoke  temperately  and  well,  outlining 
the  directions  in  which  a  thoroughly  organised  association 
might  be  of  service  to  its  members.  He  was  supported  by 
Mr.  Last  and  Mr.  Robinson,  a  thoroughly  good  debate 
ensuing.  The  whole  talk  was  of  a  practical  nature,  amicable 
yet  firm.  The  numerical  reduction  of  the  Council  was  the 
point  which  there  was  most  doubt  about,  and  the  reform 
party  were  willing  that  a  Committee  of  Inquiry  should 
report  on  the  matter  before  a  decision  was  come  to;  but  the 
meeting  apparently  recognised  the  reform  as  inevitable,  and 
by  a  small  majority  the  amendments  were  passed. 

Manchester  Notes. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd,  Secretary  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  has  for  some  time  been  conducting 
classes  in  optics,  and  had  eighteen  candidates  at  the  last 
Spectacle-makers'  Company's  examination,  and  fifteen 
passed  both  the  General  and  the  Sight-testing  examinations. 

Local  pharmacy  indeed  seems  in  a  social  mood  at  present. 
Stockport  Association  invited  members  of  the  Manchester 
Association  to  join  them  in  hearing  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  speak 
on  "Pharmacy  Prospects."  and  now  the  Manchester  Asso- 
ciation has  arranged  a  "  smoker."  to  which  members  of  the 
Chemical  Club  are  invited.

Chemists  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 
Two  years  ago  Mr.  Wm.  Jamison,  M.C.P.S.I.,  on  his 
election  to  the  presidency  of  this  Society,  inaugurated  a 
memorial  to  the  late  Sir  James  H.  Haslett,  M.P.,  who  had 
been  President  of  the  Society  for  nearly  twenty  years.  An 
appeal  was  made  to  the  chsmists  and  druggists  of  Ireland 
for  funds  to  institute  a  gold  medal,  to  be  awarded  annually 
to  the  candidate  obtaining  highest  marks  at  the  examina- 
tion for  registered  druggists.  The  first  medal  (for  1907)  has 
been  awarded  to  Eyrie  Suche,  Doon,  Limerick,  who  passed 
the  examination  in  July  last.  He  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  the  late  Mr.  P.  M.  Cooke,  Enniscorthy,  and  after- 
wards acted  as  assistant  in  Sir  Thos.  Robinson's  pharmacy, 
Kingstown;  was  two  and  a  half  years  in  the  Medical  Hail, 
Kavanagh  &  Sons,  Kingstown;  and  later  he  returned  to 
Limerick,  where  he  acted  as  assistant  in  Mr.  J.  Laird's 
establishment.  The  photograph  of  the  medal  which  we 
reproduce  is  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Hogg,  Belfast.    The  jewel  is  of 


Celtic  design  ;  on  the  obverse  it  bears  the  inscription, 
"  Sir  James  H.  Haslett  Memorial  Medal,"  and  on  the  re- 
verse, "  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Society,  Ireland  ;  awarded 
to  Mr.  Eyrie  Suche,  1907."  Much  satisfaction  is  expressed 
locally  at  the  excellent  manner  in  which  Mr.  Jamison  and 
the  committee  have  carried  out  the  scheme,  but  it  may  be 
said  that  the  memorial  fund  still  lemains  open,  and  the 


first  medal  has  been  made  from  interest  which  has  accrued. 
The  medal  was  presented  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society  held 
at  the  rooms,  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  on  January  29. 
Mr.  Wm.  Jamison  in  the  chair.  In  presenting  the  medal 
Mr.  Jamison  referred  to  the  work  which  the  late  Sir  James 
Haslett  had  done  for  the  Irish  drug-trade,  and  he  hoped 
the  giving  of  the  medal  would  have  the  effect  of  raising 
considerably  the  standard  of  examination.  It  was 
arranged  in  the  course  of  the  evening  to  hold  the  annual 
business  meeting  on  February  25,  and  the  annual  social  on 
the  27th  inst. 

Pure  Drugs. 

At  Belfast  City  Council,  on  February  3.  Mr.  Robert 
Barklie,  city  analyst,  reported  that  during  the  quarter  ended 
December  31  he  analysed  440  samples  for  the  officers,  fifteen 
of  which  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  All  the  samples  of 
drugs  (fifteen)  were  found  pure. 

Price  Co-operation. 

The  Belfast  Grocers'  Association  have  decided,  on  the 
suggestion  of  the  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  to  in- 
crease the  retail  price  of  Robinson's  Prepared  Barley  and 
Prepared  Groats  to  5(/.  and"3(Z.  per  tin.  The  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation are  appreciative  of  this  step,  and  say  that  "the 
druggists  always  set  an  example  as  regards  a  fair  margin 
of  profit  on  proprietary  goods,  and  deserve  every  encourage- 
ment in  their  endeavour  to  lift  prices  to  a  remunerative 
level." 

Anti  Laria. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  Irish  Law  Courts,  Messrs. 
Wheeler  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  aerated  water  manufacturers,  Belfast, 
had,  last  week,  an  action  for  trial  against  a  Greencastlo 
trader  named  Kavanagh  for  selling  as  "Anti  Laria"  a 
beverage  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  make.  The  defendant  sub- 
mitted to  a  perpetual  injunction  and  paid  all  the  costs  of 
the  action. 

The  Empties  Difficulty. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Baltinglass  Board  of  Guardians 
Messrs.  Boileau  and  Boyd  wTote,  enclosing  a  statement 
showing  the  balance  outstanding  for  packages  not  returned. 
The  communication  stated  that  they  had  already  pointed 
out  the  inconvenience  and  loss  involved  in  not  sending  back 
empties  promptly.  The  firm  were  prepared  to  pay  any 
reasonable  expense  for  packing  and  delivery  to  the  nearest 
railway  station.  It  was  decided  to  inform  Messrs.  Boileau 
and  Boyd  that  the  packages  of  empties  are  waiting  removal 
to  the  railway  station.

Aberdeen.

After  a  few  weeks  of  comparative  quiet  trade  chemists 
in  Aberdeen  and  the  north  are  now  very  busy.  The  influenza 
••epidemic,  which  is  raging  just  now,  is  said  to  be  the  most 
severe  that  has  occurred  for  a  number  of  years.  "It's  an 
ill  wind  that  blaws  naebody  guid  "  is  a  common  phrase 
among  the  local  pharmacists  at  present. 

Chemists  and  their  doings — or  rather  misdoings — are  being 
kept  well  before  the  public  by  the  local  newspapers.  "  Serious 
•charge  against  a  druggist "  was  how  one  of  them  headed  its 
.report  of  the  Isidore  Zeifert  case.  This  immediately  brought 
forth  a  letter  from  one  of  the  divisional  secretaries  painting 
•  out  that  the  accused  was  neither  a  chemist  nor  a  druggist. 
In  its  report  of  the  impersonation  case  at  Inverurie  the  same 
.paper  stated  that  the  examination  was  held  by  "  the  College 
of  Preceptors  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  but  again  the 
Society  man  was  on  their  track ;  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  of  Peter- 
head, corrected  them  in  the  latter  case. 

Impersonation  at  the  Preceptors'  Examination. 

At  the  Aberdeen  Sheriff  Court  on  January  31,  before 
•Sheriff  Henderson  Begg,  James  Thomas  Thome  Garden, 
lately  residing  at  Mill  Bank  Lane,  Aberdeen,  and  now  an 
assistant  with  a  chemist  in  the  north  of  London,  and 
William  Shewan  Pirie,  school  teacher,  Muirkirk,  Ayr- 
shire, pleaded  guilty  to  the  crime  of  falsehood,  fraud, 
and  wilful  imposition,  in  so  far  as  Garden,  being  in  the 
course  of  qualifying  by  examination  as  a  chemist  and  being 
a  candidate  for  the  second-class  or  junior  certificate  of  the 
College  of  Preceptors,  in  geometry,  French,  and  Latin 
at  the  examination  held  at  Inverurie,  in  June  1907,  con- 
ceived a  fraudulent  scheme  to  obtain  the  certificate  with- 
out himself  passing  the  examination,  and  induced  Pirie  to 
•do  the  examination  for  him,  which  he  did.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Hendry,  who  appeared  for  the  accused,  pointed  out  that 
they  were  companions  in  Aberdeen,  and  Garden's  employer 
being  on  holiday  he  could  not  attend  the  examination  him- 
self. Mr.  Hendry  further  pleaded  that  this  was  not  the 
final  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  Gar- 
den before  qualifying  was  bound  to  appear  before  the  Board 
•of  Examiners  personally.  Mr.  Thomas  MacLennan  (Pro- 
curator Fiscal  Depute),  admitted  that  Garden  made 
no  secret  of  the  impersonation.  The  matter  was  discovered 
by  an  anonymous  letter  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  College 
of  Preceptors.  It  was  put  before  the  Lord  Advocate,  who 
ihad  instituted  the  prosecution.  The  certificate  had  been 
'handed  back.  The  Sheriff  said  he  could  not  let  the  accused 
off  with  a  mere  admonition.  They  would  each  be  fined  51. 
■or  go  to  prison  for  thirty  days.    The  fines  were  paid.

Her 
hair  was  completely  gone  excepting  a  fringe  in  front,  and 
one  of  the  combs  was  fixed  firmly  to  her  scalp.

After  the 
business  had  been  closed  there  was  an  adjournment  for 
supper,  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  new  captain ;  and 
after  the  loyal  toasts  had  been  proposed  and  honoured, 
the  company  settled  down  to  enjoy  song  and  stosy.  During 
the  evening  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  proposed  the  toast  of 
the  Club,  which  the  Chairman  acknowledged.  The  pro- 
gramme included  recitations  by  Messrs.  Murray  and 
Jackson,  songs  by  Messrs.  Nesbit  and  Wood,  and  a 
mandoline  solo  by  Mr.  J.  Sanderson. 

A  Big  Fire. 

A  fire  resulting  in  the  destruction  of  property  to  the 
extent  of  between  3,000/.  and  4,000/.  occurred  early  on 
Wednesday  morning,  February  5,  at  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
Harkness,  Beaumont  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists  and  manu- 
facturing chemists,  15  Ballantyne  Road,  Leith.  A  passing 
workman  observed  flames  and  smoke  coming  from  the  build- 
ing, and  at  once  took  means  to  inform  the  fire-brigade.  The 
building,  consisting  of  three  storeys,  including  the  base- 
ment, is  flanked  on  each  side  by  business  premises,  and 
densely  populated  tenements  of  dwelling-houses  stand  on 
the  other  side  of  the  narrow  street,  and  also  behind.  The 
fire  appears  to  have  originated  in  the  boiler-house  in  the 
basement,  and  had  spread  to  the  ground  floor  before  being 
observed,  and  very  quickly  afterwards  the  gas-meter  ex- 
ploded, and  the  gas-flames  ejected  from  the  melting  lead 
pipes,  together  with  the  inflammable  chemicals,  created 
a  conflagration  with  which  it  was  difficult  to  cope.  The 
firemen  devoted  their  energies  to  saving  the  surrounding 
property  as  far  as  possible,  and  in  this  they  were  successful. 
The  offices,  laboratories,  and  oil-cellars  of  the  firm  were 
only  partially  damaged  by  fine  and  water,  and  the 
machinery  was  also  saved  to  a  large  extent.  The  roof  of 
the  building  fell  in  about  an  hour  after  the  first  discovery 
of  the  fire,  and  the  interior  was  practically  gutted.  Little 
or  no  damage  was  done  to  the  surrounding  property,  and 
although  the  fire  created  a  great  deal  of  excitement  among 
the  neighbours,  they  suffered  no  greater  inconvenience 
than  the  heat  of  the  burning  building.  The  damage  is 
partially,  if  not  wholly,  covered  by  insurance.  The  pro- 
prietary articles  manufactured  by  the  firm  have  all  been 
destroyed,  but  it  is  fortunate  that  the  laboratories  and 
machinery  are  intact.  Already  the  partners  have  almost 
secured  temporary  premises,  and  hope  to  be  in  working 
order  in  a  few  days,  so  that  little  or  no  inconvenience  will 
be  experienced  by  their  customers.  Unfortunately  both 
Mr.  Harkness  and  Mr.  Beaumont  have  been  ill,  and  the 
former  was  only  able  to  get  out  of  bed  to  lcok  on  at  the 
burning  building. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

An  open  surgery  in  Dumbarton  Road,  Whiteinch,  has 
been  closed. 

Mr.  W.  Forgie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Crow  Road,  Par^ 
tick,  has  now  almost  recovered  from  his  severe  illness.

Road,  and  Govan,  is  about  to  take  a  partner  into  his 
business. 

An  old  woman  who  was  run  over  by  a  motor-car  at  the 
Botanic  Gardens  on  February  4  was  taken  to  the  shop  of 
Messrs.  John  McMillan,  Ltd.,  Great  Western  Road,  where 
she  received  attention  until  medical  aid  arrived. 

The  Chemist's  End. 
On  January  31  the  dead  body  of  Mr.  Robert  Marshall 
Hume,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bainsford,  Falkirk,  was 
found  floating  in  the  River  Carron  near  Grangemouth. 
Mr.  Hume  went  amissing  about  a  week  previously  (sea 
C.  <L-  D.,  February  1,  p.  177).  and  left  a  note  behind  him 
intimating  that  his  body  would  be  found  either  in  the 
River  Carron  or  the  River  Forth.  The  deceased  gentle- 
man, who  acquired  about  twelve  months  ago  the  business 
in  Bainsford  which  formerly  belonged  to  Mr.  McNiven, 
was  thirty  years  of  age.  He  had  been  in  India  for  some 
time,  and  is  stated  to  have  suffered  from  ague  and  malarial 
fever  while  there.    Mr.  Hume  belonged  to  Duns.

The  Societe  de  Medecine  Publique  celebrated  the 
thirtieth  anniversary  of  its  foundation  on  January  24. 

The  Franco-American  Commercial  Treaty. — A  pre- 
liminary treaty  was  signed  between  France  and  America  at 
Washington  on  Saturday  last,  and  a  mixed  commission  of 
three  Americans  and  three  Frenchmen  is  to  study  further 
reductions  in  the  tariffs  between  the  two  countries. 

The  Franco-Canadian  Commercial  Treaty. — M.  Jules 
Siegfried,  deputy  for  Havre,  has  presented  to  the  French 
Parliament  a  report  on  the  Franco-Canadian  Treaty  of 
September  19.  The  report  recommends  the  ratification  of 
the  treaty.  It  is  believed  that  both  countries  will  benefit 
'>v  the  reductions  and  concessions  mutually  made,  though 
France  promises  no  permanency. 

Arsenic  in  Agriculture. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Medicine  last  week,  Prof.  Cazeneuve,  of  Lyons, 
read  a  paper  on  the  use  of  arsenic  in  agriculture  and  its 
effect  on  the  public  health.  He  referred  especially  to  the 
practice  which  has.  developed  in  recent  years  of  French  wine- 
growers using  arseniate  cf  lead  as  a  means  of  destroying 
disease  of  the  vine  as  well  as  insects.  According  to  the 
professor's  statement,  traces  of  lead  ;  s  well  as  arsenic  have 
been  detected  in  cheap  wines  from  vineyards  that  had  been 
treated  with  these  chemicals.  Prof.  Cazeneuve's  state- 
ment aroused  a  warm  discussion.  The  professor  had  his 
partisans,  while  other  members  of  the  Academy  refuted  the 
statement  that  such  small  quantities  of  arsenic  or  lead  in 
wine  could  be  really  deleterious  to  the  system ;  but  the 
Academy  was  none  the  less  much  impressed  by  the  paper, 
and  decided  to  discuss  the  subject  further  at  its  meeting 
Liiis  week. 

"The  Old  Order  Chanceth." — The  Pharmacic  Cadet 
Gassicourt  (recently  alluded  to  in  the  C.  <L  D.  as  "the 
oldest  pharmacy  in  Paris")  has  just  been  closed,  the 
business  being  amalgamated  with  that  of  the  Grande  Phar- 
macie  Commerchlc  du  Pont-Ncuf,  at  the  corner  of  the 
rue  de  Rivoli.  (The  Pont-Neuf,  or  "New  Bridge,"  as 
every  Frenchman  knows,  has  retained  its  original  name, 
although  it  is  the  oldest  bridge  in  Paris.)  Cadet  founded 
the  establishment  in  the  reign  of  Louis  XV.,  and  his  son 
and  successor,  Cadet  de  Gassicourt,  showed  a  strange 
family  resemblance  to  the  reigning  family,  which,  like 
his  posts  of  Court  Pharmacist,  President  of  the  Academy 
of  Medicine,  etc.,  etc..  was  ascribed  by  the  indiscreet  to  a 
royal  romance — the  pharmacy  being  but  a  stone's-throw 
from  the  Monarch's  residence.  Cadet  de  Gassicourt  became 
chief  pharmacist  to  Napoleon  I.  during  the  1809  campaign, 
and  in  1818  was  President  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Phar- 
macy. In  1S58  M.  Bretonneau  (who  had  taken  over  the 
business)  removed  from  the  historic  site,  103  rue  St. 
Honore,  to  the  rue  de  Marengo,  where  his  sen  carried  on 
the  pharmacy  until  quite  recently. 


Pharmaceutical  Education. — The  reply  received  from 
the  Montpellier  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  to  the  cir- 
cular issued  by  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  inviting 
comment  on  this  subject,  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : 
Apprenticeship  might  be  advantageously  reduced  to  one 
year  and  the  attendance  at  the  school  extended  to  four 
years.  The  curriculum  for  these  years  of  study  (which 
would  precede  the  apprenticeship)  would  be  as  follows  : 

First  Year. — Galenicals,  inorganic  chemistry,  mineralogy, 
physics,  and  zoology  as  applied  to  pharmacy. 

Second  Yoar. — Chemical  pharmacy,  organic  chemistry, 
botany,  materia  medica,  physics,  and  chemical  analysis. 

Third  Year. — 'Ihe  first  four  subjects  as  above,  also  toxico- 
logy and  hydrology. 

Fourth  Yoar. — Pharmacy  (galenical  and  chemical)  in  its 
special  and  more  modern  developments,  also  hygiene,  phar- 
maceutical legislation,  forensic  chemistry,  special  quantita- 
tive analysis,  cryptogamy,  and  bacteriology. 

During  the  three  first  years  an  annual  examination  at  the 
close  of  the  twelve  months'  study.  The  fourth  year  an 
examination  would  seem  unnecessary,  but  one  would  bo 
held  at  the  end  of  the  year's  apprenticeship.  The  five 
years  thus  passed  by  the  pharmaceutical  student  in  qualify- 
ing for  his  diploma  would  practically  correspond  with  the 
term  (one  year  "  P.C.N.,"  four  years  at  the  Faculty)  spent 
by  the  graduate  who  aims  at  the  French  M.D.  degree.

The  Commonwealth. 

Proprietary  Medicines. — The  cost  of  printing  Mr. 
Beale's  report  in  connection  with  patent  medicines  was  487/. 
On  December  13  the  Premier  stated  that  the  medicai 
members  of  the  House  had  consulted  and  had  agreed  to  the 
omission  of  three  paragraphs  and  of  a  passage  in  small  print, 
but  that  the  balance  of  the  report  should  be  printed.  The 
House  agreed  to  that  course. 

New  South  Wales. 

The  Pure  Foods  Bill  is  to  be  considered  thoroughly  next 
Session.  The  terms  of  it,  so  far  as  drugs  and  disinfectants 
are  concerned,  were  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  January  18,  p.  76. 
As  regards  foods,  the  terms  are  akin  to  those  of  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  (U.K.),  with  certain  special  pro- 
visions as  to  labelling.  The  details  of  the  measure  will 
have  to  be  looked  into  by  exporters  at  home,  and  they  will 
find  full  particulars  in  the  "Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
Australasia." 

Western  Australia. 

Proprietary  Medicines. — The  second  reading  of  the  Con- 
solidated Health  Bill,  dealing  with  proprietary  medicines, 
was  taken  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  December  3,  1907, 
having  come  up  from  the  Council  (see  C.  ct-  1).,  December  28, 
1907,  and  January  18).  The  Minister  for  Mines,  in  moving 
the  second  reading,  said  that  the  Bill  as  originally  framed 
provided  that  all  patent  medicines  should  be  registered 
with  the  Central  Board  of  Health,  and  constituent  in- 
gredients disclosed,  before  they  could  be  sold  in  Western 
Australia.  But  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Council  had 
amended  this,  giving  the  Board  of  Health  full  power  to  refuse 
to  allow  any  patent  medicine  to  be  put  on  the  market  if  con- 
sidered unwholesome  or  injurious,  the  sale  to  be  absolutely 
prevented.  In  the  discussion,  Mr.  Bath  said  he  was  satis- 
fied that  no  person  who  manufactures  and  puts  up  a  patent 
medicine  should  have  any  reason  for  being  afraid  to  make 
its  composition  known.  If  any  manufacturers  refused  he 
would  prohibit  the  importation  of  their  goods,  and  if  any 
drugs  or  patent  medicines  were  found  by  the  Health  De- 
partment to  be  injurious  he  would  absolutely  stop  them  at 
the  port  of  entry. 
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Colonial  ano  foreign  IRcws. 


Messrs.  Roberts  &  Co.,  the  English  chemists,  of  Florence 
and  Rome,  have  opened  a  branch  at  Naples  this  winter. 

Greater  stringency  is  to  be  observed  in  future  by  the 
Bombay  Customs  Authorities  in  the  application  of  the 
Merchandise-marks  Act. 

Tax  on  Aerated  Waters. — The  latest  idea  proposed  in 
Germany  for  "raising  the  wind"  is  a  tax  on  artificial 
mineral  waters,  "  as  the  price  of  the  latter  is  often  so  high 
as  to  justify  a  further  increase  in  the  form  of  a  tax." 

Indian  Spirit  Duty. — It  is  announced  that  5-10  rs.  per 
gallon  London-proof  is  the  duty  to  be  paid,  on  and  from 
April  1,  1908,  on  country  spirit  manufactured  at  Rosa, 
United  Provinces,  or  in  Calcutta  or  its  suburbs,  for  con- 
sumption in  Calcutta  or  suburbs. 

The  Proposed  Bergen-  Exhibition  recently  alluded  to  in 
these  columns  has  been  postponed  until  1910,  owing  to  the 
present  uncertainty  regarding  the  completion  of  the  Chris- 
iiania  and  Bergen  Railway.  Foreign  firms  will  be  allowed 
to  exhibit  through  Norwegian  agents,  and,  in  some  special 
branches,  not  yet  decided  on,  in  their  own  names. 

Child-like  and  Bland. — Lee  Wai  Tong  was  sentenced  to 
one  month's  imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  $50  at  Shanghai, 
on  December  27,  1907,  for  having  stolen  medicines,  per- 
fumes, etc.,  to  the  value  of  $70  from  the  establishment  of 
Mr.  P.  O'Brien  Twigg,  chemist.  In  evidence  Mr.  Twigg 
stated  that  the  accused  and  others  of  his  staff  had  been 
under  suspicion  for  a  considerable  time. 

The  New  Medical  Laboratories  at  Queen's  University, 
Kingston,  Ont.,  were  opened  last  month.  The  ceremonies 
were  held  in  the  old  Convocation  Hall.  Among  those  present 
for  the  event  were  the  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne,  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion for  Ontario;  Dr.  Barker,  of  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, Baltimore;  Dean  Reeve  and  Professor  McCallum,  of 
Toronto  Medical  College ;  and  Drs.  Wesley  Mills  and 
Adami,  of  McGill  University,  Montreal. 

Poisons  in  Madras. — The  Government  of  Madras  has 
issued  rules  framed  under  Section  2  of  the  Indian  Poisons 
Act  for  regulating  the  possession  and  sale  of  certain  poisons 
within  the  limits  of  all  municipalities  and  cantonments  in 
the  Madras  Presidency.  Although  the  list  does  not  include 
all  the  poisons  used  in  the  Presidency,  it  is  sufficiently  wide 
to  include  poisons  generally  used  and  hitherto  procurable 
in  the  bazaars  in  almost  unrestricted  quantities. 
.  In  Difficulties. — The  assignment  of  the  Dominion  Phar- 
macal  Co.,  of  Toronto,  is  announced.  The  failure  is  said  to 
be  due  to  the  extravagance  of  the  late  management,  and 
because,  owing  to  the  present  financial  stringency,  enough 
ready  cash  was  not  obtainable  to  continue  the  business 
without  an  arrangement  with  the  creditors.  The  company 
was  organised  in  June  last,  with  Mr.  H.  W.  Brick,  who  was 
connected  with  the  business  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  K.  Wampole, 
as  president,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Kcllock,  an  old-time  drug- 
gist, of  Perth,  Ont.,  as  secretary-treasurer.  These  men 
severed  their  connection  with  the  concern  in  December.  The 
liabilities  amount  to  about  $15,000,  and  assets  total  some 
$18,000. 

Turpentine  Operators  Meet. — A  conference  of  turpen- 
tine operators,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  united  action  for 
mutual  protection,  was  held  at  Albany,  Georgia,  towards  the 
close  of  November.  The  conference  unanimously  decided 
that  it  was  imperative  there  should  be  an  immediate  curtail- 
ment of  the  prcduction  of  spirit  of  turpentine  and  resin, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  none  of  the  members  present  would 
cut  more  "  boxes  "  than  necessary  to  provide  employment  to 
labourers  unable  to  secure  other  employment.  It  is  asserted 
that,  while  the  cost  of  labour  is  higher  than  ever  before, 
and  charges  made  by  timber  owners  for  turpentine  privileges 
are  also  higher,  resin  has  steadily  declined  from  $4.50  per 
barrel  a  few  years  ago  to  $2.80,  while  spirit  of  turpentine 
has  also  declined  from  69c.  to  41c.  per  gal. 

Trade-marked  Preparations. — A  somewhat  interesting 
case  arose  in  connection  with  the  inclusion  of  "  Tannalbin  " 
and  "  Tannigen  "  in  the  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia  and  Supple- 
ment. The  President  of  the  Dutch  Pharmaceutical  Society 
recently  inquired  at  the  "  Bureau  for  Industrial  Property  " 


whether  pharmacists  were  now  at  liberty  to  sell  any  prepara- 
tions corresponding  to  the  demands  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
for  these  remedies.  The  reply  was  "  that  in  consequence  of 
their  incorporation  in  this  work  these  preparations  had  lost 
their  character  of  protected  names,  and  could  now  be  con- 
sidered usual  designations  for  certain  substances."  That 
this  decision  would  not  be  to  the  liking  of  the  holders  of  the 
trade-marks  in  question  was  a  matter  of  course,  and  in  pro- 
ceedings recently  taken  against  a  pharmacist  in  Apehloorn 
in  connection  with  these  preparations,  the  Court  decided 
that  they  were  duly  registered  trade-marks  and  condemned 
the  apotheker  for  infringement  of  the  law. 

The  German  Assistants'  Union  have  scored  quite  a  re- 
markable success  in  Saxony  in  the  shape  of  an  admission 
from  the  Government  that  their  demands  are  justified,  and 
this  will  doubtless  have  a  far-reaching  effect  in  influencing 
the  Governments  of  the  other  "  countries."  They  requested 
in  a  petition  presented  to  the  Saxon  Parliament  the  right 
to  be  represented  on  the  official  Pharmaceutical  Board.  The 
Government's  reply  was  to  the  effect  "  that  it  fully  recog- 
nised the  fact  that  the  conditions  in  pharmacy  were 
peculiar,  as  the  owner  of  a  concession  is  really  only  to  a 
certain  extent  independent,  and  the  assistants,  in  conse- 
quence of  their  education,  enjoy  a  different  position  from  that 
of  other  business  employes.  The  Government  acknowledges 
further  that  the  interests  of  pharmacy  owners  and  assistants 
are  often  opposed,  and  cannot  be  safeguarded  by  a  common 
representative  body."  As  the  pharmaceutical  question  is 
pending  imperial  regulation,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
await  further  developments — at  all  events,  the  petition  is 
reserved  by  the  Government  for  future  consideration. 

Russian  Items. — A  St.  Petersburg  circular  announces  a 
decline  in  the  prices  of  aH  platinum  preparations,  opium  and 
preparations,  etc.,  and  a  rise  in  the  price  of  all  patent 
medicines  is  anticipated  in  view  of  increased  cost  of  produc- 
tion. Substitution  is  becoming  a  great  feature,  and  the 
"  Russkiya  Viedomosti "  says  the  tenth  Dirogoff  Congress 
is  forming  a  select  committee  with  the  object  of  improving 
the  pharmacy  situation  in  Russia,  one  of  its  special  points 
being  the  struggle  with  "  falsification  in  medicines,  which 
has  recently  assumed  large  dimensions." — The  Caucasian 
Pharmaceutical  Products  Trading  Co.  made  a  profit  of 
7,328/.  in  1906,  and  will  pay  a  dividend  of  16  per  cent.  The 
Russian  Pharmaceutical  Trading  Co.  proposes  to  increase  its 
capital  from  1.000.000  roubles  to  1.300,000  roubles.  The 
Moscow  Pharmaceutical  Products  and  Chemicals  (K.  Ennaus 
&  Co.)  Manufacturing  Co.  made  5.360/'.  in  its  eighth  (1906) 
working  year,  and  the  dividend  paid  was  6  per  cent. — The 
"  Kharko'ff  Histok  "  has  a  complaint  from  a  correspondent 
that  local  pharmacists  do  not  observe  secrecy  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  illnesses  of  patients  who  get  their  medicines  made  up 
in  their  shops  and  that  they  speak  openly  of  them  to  all  their 
friends.  This  the  "  Pharmats  Journal  "  looks  on  as  a  very 
serious  matter,  even  though  pharmacists  are  not  bound  like 
medical  men  to  professional  secrecy.

Transvaal. 

Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board.— The  first  meeting  of  the 
reconstituted  Pharmacy  Board  was  held  at  Johannesburg 
on  January  12,  the  following  being  present  :  Messrs.  B. 
Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.,  and  J.  R.  Jones,  Government 
nominees;  Messrs.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  C.  Keir  and  R. 
Butters,  elected  members;  Dr.  J.  van  Niekerk,  represen- 
tative on  Board  of  the  Transvaal  Medical  Council ;  and 
the  secretary,  Mr.  W.  A.  J.  Cameron.  Dr.  van  Niekerk 
occupied  the  chair  in  the  first  instance  until  the  President 
was  elected.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Butters,  seconded  by 
Mr.  J.  R.  Jones,  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  was  unanimously 
elected  President  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  Mr.  Jones 
then  took  the  chair,  and  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  mem- 
bers for  the  honour  they  had  done  him  in  electing  him 
President,  an  honour  which  he  greatly  appreciated  and 
hoped  to  be  able  to  justify.  The  arrangement  hitherto 
existing  between  the  Board  and  the  Medical  Council  re- 
garding the  appointment  of  a  joint  secretary  was  confirmed, 
Dr.  Niekerk  reporting  that  it  was  also  the  wish  of  the 
Council  that  the  arrangement  should  continue.  The  re- 
maining business  was  discussed  in  committee. 

The  New  President. — Since  Mr.  Jones  is  a  member 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  his  appointment  to  the  chair 
will  do  much  for  pharmacy  in  the  Transvaal,  as  he  will 

be  able  to  usa  his  dual 
position  lo  further  the  in- 
terests of  the  trade.  Mr. 
Jones  is  not  so  well  known 
in  South  African  colonies 
outside  the  Transvaal  as 
Mr.  Butters,  but  it  should 
not  take  him  long  to  get 
acquainted.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Dinwoodie,  F.C.S.,  who  is 
retiring  from  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Board,  is 
very  popular  in  his  own 
colony,  but  was  misunder- 
stood outside  it.  There 
is  no  secret  about  the  fact 
that  the  Transvaal  Phar- 
macy Board  and  the  Cape 
Colony  Board  have  never 
hit  it  together.  Phar- 
macy in  South  Africa 
must  have  suffered  ac- 
cordingly. When  Mr.  Dinwoodie  took  office  as  first 
President  of  the  Board  he  had  to  establish  precedents  and 
arrange  practically  a  new  system.  The  pioneering  work 
which  he  has  done  during  his  three  years  of  office  makes  the 
way  much  easier  for  his  successor.  While  politically  Mr. 
B.  Owen  Jones  may  be  somewhat  pessimistic  about  federat- 
ing South  Africa,  pharmaceutical^  his  utmost  support  may 
be  looked  for.  Of  his  qualities  as  a  speaker  London  chemists 
had  a  taste  last  year,  and  next  to  him  his  colleague  on  the 
Board.  Mr.  Charles  Keir.  is  one  of  the  best  speechmakers  in 
drug  circles  in  the  Transvaal.  Mr.  Owen  Jones's  election 
has  given  satisfaction  to  all  concerned. 

"  Tariff  Interpretations.  " — A  Johannesburg  subscriber 
points  out  that  Ayer's  Sarsaparilla  and  Aver's  Cherry 
Pectoral  come  under  the  tariff  No.  53,  and  therefore  pay 
25  per  cent,  ad  vol.,  and  not  15  per  cent.,  as  stated  in  our 
issue  of  December  21  (p.  950).

"  Lu.n'gsava." — At  Johannesburg,  on  January  11,  Dr. 
Rhodes  was  fined  2QL,  or  one  month's  imprisonment,  for 
contravening  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance.  The 
case  arose  out  of  the  sale  of  a  preparation  called  "  Lungsava," 
recommended  for  miners'  phthisis  The  magistrate,  in 
passing  sentence,  said  that  the  evidence  of  one  of  the  part- 
ners in  the  business  showed  that  the  mixture  simply  con- 
sisted of  methylated  spirit  and  Kaffir  root. 

Business  Changes. — Mr.  Cave  Lewis  is  opening  a  new 
chemist's  business  at  Germiston. — Two  other  new  businesses 
will  shortly  be  opened,  one  at  Bellevue  East  and  the  other 
at  New  Clare,  a  station  on  the  West  Rand. — Messrs.  Peter- 
sen, Ltd.,  have  acquired  the  business  at  Doornfontcin, 
formerly  carried  on  by  Mr.  J.  W.  White. — Messrs.  Warren 
Bros.,  chemists,  Rosettenville,  have  taken  over  the  Central 
Pharmacy,  Eloff  Street,  Johannesburg. — The  business  of 
Sive  Bros.,  wholesale  druggists,  43  Market  Street,  W., 
Johannesburg,  has  been  turned  into  a  limited  company 
under  the  title  of  Sive  Bros,  and  Karnovsky,  Ltd.  The 
directors  are  Messrs.  A.  and  L.  Sive  tnd  H.  L.  Karnovsky. 
The  managing  director  is  Mr.  Karnovsky,  who  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board.

Yolkmar  Klopfer,  Dresden,  has  recently  been  examined  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  iodine  is  in  per- 
manent combination,  and  the  results  show  that  it  is. 

Antirheumol  is  a  salicylic  ester  of  g'yoerin.  It  forms  a. 
white  crvstalline  powder,  melting  at  71°,  and  has  the  com- 
position CH^O.COi.C.H.OHJ.CHfOHl.ClLfOIl).  It  is  recom- 
mended as  a  substitute  for  salicylates  in  rheumatism  and' 
similar  affections. 

Paratoxln,  a  so-called  liver-antitoxin,  has  been  recommended 
by  Gerard  and  Lemoine  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
This  new  treatment  is  based  on  the  supposition  that  the  liver 
exercises  an  important  and  antitoxic  effect  on  bacteria  and 
toxins.  Paratoxin  is  obtained  from  bile  through  the  influence- 
of  various  unspecified  chemicals,  has  been  used  subcu- 
taneously  and  also  inwardly  for  tuberculosis,  ana  is  said  to 
have  produced  good  results. — Dcutsch.  Mid.  \Y ochsr.hr. 

Dlethy  lbarbaturic  Acid.—  This  compound,  produced  at  the-

Trade  Law. 

Assistants'  Agreements.— In  the  case  of  the  General 
TBillposting  Co.,  Ltd.,  v.  Atkinson,  it  was  decided  by  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  on  February  1  that  employers  dismissing 
•without  notice  an  employe  who  has  entered  into  an  agreement 
•with  them  not  to  go  into  similar  business  within  a  certain 
area,  break  the  contract,  and  cannot  enforce  the  restraining 
agreement  against  the  employe. 

The  Return  of  Empties.— The  question  as  to  the  duty  of 
returning  empties  came  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith  at  the 
City  of  London  Court  on  January  30.  Messrs.  Kearley  & 
Tonge,  Ltd.,  Mitre  Square,  E.C.,  in  their  weekly  price-list 
say  :  "  All  charged  empty  packages  are  allowed  for  at  the  same 
rate  as  charged  when  returned  in  good  condition.  Credit 
note  will  be  issued  for  empties  when  received,  and  no  deduc- 
tions from  accounts  will  be  recognised  until  credit  note  has 
been  issued."  Their  vanmen  are  in  the  habit  of  collecting 
empties  from  customers.  One  of  the  latter  was  sued  for  a 
balance  of  an  account,  and  her  defence  was  that  the  sum 
represented  the  value  of  empties,  which  the  plaintiffs  could 
get  if  they  called  for  them.  It  was  not,  she  said,  her  duty  to 
return  them,  seeing  that  they  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking 
them  away.    The  Judge,  however,  ruled  to  the  contrary. 

Commercial  Traveller's  Uotice.-In  the  City  of  London 
Court  on  January  30,  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  and 
a  jury,  Mr.  Alfred  J.  Warner,  commercial  traveller,  29  Lud- 
gate  Hill,  E.C.,  sought  to  recover  311.  3s.  against  the  Sandell 
Gray  Figure  Trainer  Co.,  Ltd.,  5  Wells  Court,  Oxford  Street, 
W.,  as  damages  for  wrongful  dismissal.  Mr.  de  Flerbert, 
who  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  said  that  the  defendants  dealt 
in  an  appliance  for  developing  the  figure,  and  in  the  middle  of 
last  year  they  engaged  plaintiff  as  a  commercial  traveller  to 
■call  on  chemists.  He  was  to  arrange  for  exhibits  in  chemists' 
windows,  and  was  engaged  at  21.  a  week,  and  commission 
and  expenses,  for  a  period  of  probation  of  two  or  three 
months.  At  the  end  of  that  time  he  was  kept  on,  and  after 
some  months  he  was  dismissed  with  a  week's  notice.  All  com- 
mercial travellers  were  entitled  to  three  months'  notice  unless 
there  was  an  agreement  to  the  contrary,  and,  therefore, 
plaintiff  now  claimed  three  months'  salary  in  lieu  of  notice. 
The  plaintiff  in  evidence  supported  this  statement.  He  said 
that  he  had  been  in  the  drug-trade  for  twenty  years,  and  a 
traveller  for  fifteen  years  for  the  Vinolia  Co.,  and  in  various 
proprietary  articles.  Mr.  Poyser,  for  defendants,  contended 
that  the  plaintiff  could  not  rely  on  the  alleged  custom,  as  his 
engagement  was  only  of  a  temporary  character.  The  plain- 
tiff, in  cross-examination,  said  it  was  not  true  that  while  he 
was  in  the  service  of  the  defendants  he  was  actuallv  travelling 
in  other  goods  for  other  firms.  It  was  unreasonable  to  expeot 
him  to  attend  at  the  defendants'  office  every  morning  at  y  30 
as  was  suggested.  That  was  the  best  time  for  catching  many 
•chemists,  when  customers  were  few  and  when  he  was  able  to 
push  the  defendants'  interests.  He  made  many  calls  on 
•chemists  when  defendants  seemed  to  think  he  ought  to  be  call- 
ing and  seeing  them  (defendants).  Since  he  had  left  the  defen- 
dants he  had  been  working  for  Davidson's  bile  beans.  On 
November  16  last  the  C.  &  D.  inserted  a  notice  stating  that  he 
had  opened  an  office  in  London  for  the  furtherance  of  those 
commodities.  He  had  not  been  able  to  do  much  with  the  bile 
beans.  Up  till  the  present  he  had  only  made  Is.  bd.  out  of 
them.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  de  Herbert  said  he  had  three  wit- 
nesses to  support  the  plaintiff's  case  as  to  the  custom,  but  only 
cal  ed  one-viz.,  Mr.  Wilson-who  said  he  had  been  a  commer- 
cial traveller  in  the  chemists'  business  for  thirty  years.  He 
had  sometimes  had  an  agreement  for  three  months'  notice,  and 
at  other  times  he  had  simply  taken  a  situation  on  the  terms 
that  he  would  accept  what  was  reasonable.  Recently  he  had 
worked  for  a  firm  where  they  would  not  give  him  three 
sakrv8  WhCe-  f?6

High  Court  Cases. 

"  Henry  Squire." 
The  case  of  in  re  Henry  Squire,  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd. 
(Mends  &  Co.),  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Eve  in  the  Chancery 
Division  on  Tuesday,  February  4,  by  way  of  motion  for 
judgment  in  default  of  defence.  It  was  a  debenture-holder's 
action,  the  plaintiff,  the  holder  of  1,000/.  debentures,  alleg- 
ing jeopardy  to  the  security.  His  Lordship  entered  the 
usual  debenture-holder's  judgment. 

A  Saccharin"  Case. 
In  Mr.  Justice  Barton's  Court,  Chancery  Division,  Home 
Courts,  Dublin,  on  February  3,  the  case  of  Saccharin  Cor- 
poration, Ltd. ,  v.  McClune  and  another  was  mentioned.  The 
plaintiff  company  applied  for  an  order  putting  the  defendants 
upon  terms  to  leave  at  least  ^  lb.  of  saccharin  in  bond  at  the 
Custom  House,  Belfast,  until  further  order,  to  enable  the 
plaintiffs  to  obtain  a  sample  of  same  if  the  Court  should 
order  such  sample  to  be  given  as  sought  for  by  notice  of 
motion  dated  October  30,  1907.— Mr.  S.  L.  Brown,  K.C., 
for  the  plaintiff  company,  read  affidavits  to  the  effect  that 
there  is  now  no  succharin  in  bond  in  Belfast. — Mr.  John 
Donaldson,  for  the  defendants,  asked  Judge  Barton  to 
refuse  the  plaintiffs'  motion  with  costs. — Mr.  Justice  Bar- 
ton said  he  would  make  no  rule  on  the  motion,  and  re- 
served the  question  of  costs  until  the  interrogatives  had 
been  answered. 

"John  Bull"  as  a  Trade-mark. 
In  the  Choicery  Division  on  January  31  Mr.  Justice  Eve 
heard  a  mo'  ion  on  behalf  of  John  Macintosh,  Ltd.,  Halifax, 
toffee-man ufacturers.  seeking  to  rectify  the  register  of 
trade-marks  by  striking  out  the  mark  of  "John  Bull"  as 
applied  to  malt-powder  and  malt-extract,  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  not  applicable  to  the  class  (42)  in  which  it  was 
registered.  Mr.  P.  Ogden  Lawrence,  K.C.,  appeared  for 
the  applicants,  and  stated  that  when  Messrs.  Macintosh 
applied  to  have  their  trade-mark,  "John  Bull,"  registered 
for  toffee  they  then  found  that  Messrs.  Paine  &  Co.,  the 
defendants,  had  a  similar  trade-mark  for  their  malt-extracts 
and  malt-powders.  Counsel  contended  that  malt-extracts 
were  medicines  and  chemical  products,  and  that  the  trade- 
mark applying  to  those  articles  ought  not  to  be  held  to 
cover  sweetmeats  and  confectionery.  So  far  as  he  could 
judge  by  the  affidavits,  the  defendants  relied  upon  the  fact 
that  malt-extract  was  sometimes  used  to  flavour  toffee. 
The  whole  question  in  issue  at  present  was  whether  this 
stuff  could  be  called  either  a  sweetmeat  or  confectionery. — 
Mr.  W.  Taylor  appeared  for  the  respondents,  and  he 
contended  that  the  product  was  a  sweetmeat,  though  it  could 
not  be  said  to  be  confectionery,  it  having  become  usual 
to  eat  it  at  breakfast  with  slices  of  bread.  He  was,  however, 
on  behalf  of  his  clients,  quite  willing  to  limit  his  trade- 
mark so  as  to  exclude  confectionery  from  it. — His  Lordship 
thought  that  ought  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  appli- 
cants, and  that  compromise  was  ultimately  agreed  to.  His 
Lordship  did  not  think  that  the  application  was  unreason- 
able, and  said  the  respondents  must  pay  the  costs. 

Viking  Preparations. 
An  action  was  commenced  on  January  31,  before  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Joyce,  in  which  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  trading  as 
the  Viking  Food  and  Essence  Co.,  and  having  several  trade- 
marks, in  which  a  Viking  is  a  prominent  feature,  sought 
an  injunction  to  restrain  the  Viking  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd., 
Hackney,  London,  N.,  from  infringing  their  trade-marks, 
and  from  using  the  word  "  Viking  "  in  connection  with 
their  goods. — Mr.  Younger,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  ex- 
plained the  nature  of  their  trade-marks  and  their  products. 
The  latter  include  "  Viking  "  rennet  tablets.  In  June  1907 
the  defendants  began  to  largely  advertise  Viking  Rennet 
Tablets  made  by  themselves.  Defendants  were  communi- 
cated with,  but  they  claimed  the  right  to  call  themselves 
the  Viking  Co.,  and  said  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not 
registered  for  rennet.— Mr.  Colefax,  who  appeared  with 
Mr.  Hughes,  K.C.,  for  the  defendants,  stated  that  their 
case  was  that  the  plaintiffs  were  only  registered  in  a  class 
for  chemical  substances  prepared  for  use  in  medicine  and 
ph  armacy,  and  in  another  class  for  extracts  and  essences 
of  meat,  preserved  soups,  and  food.  Rennet  did  not  come 
within  either  of  these  classes,  and  the  defendants  at  present 
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had  no  intention  whatever  of  manufacturing  anything  but 
rennet  under  the  name  Vik'ng. — Evidence  for  the  plaintiffs 
was  given  by  Mr.  Edwin  ZL.  Bishop,  one  of  the  directors, 
after  which  the  case  was  adjourned  until  Monday,  when 
counsel  for  parties  had  a  consultation,  after  which  Mr. 
Younger  intimated  that  they  had  agreed  upon  an  order,  and 
that  his  Lordship  would  not  be  further  troubled  with  the 
case. — The  terms  of  settlement  were  not  announced  in  Court. 

Scotch  Bile  Beans  Case. 
An  action  came  before  Lord  Salvesen  in  the  Court  of  Ses- 
sion, Jlainburgh,  on  Jj'e  -.ruary  5,  brought  by  George  Graham 
Davidson,  trading  under  the  style  of  Davidson  &  Co.,  14 
Queen  Street  and  Toll  Cross,  Edinburgh,  against  C.  E. 
Fulford,  Ltd.,  Greek  Street,  Leeds,  in  which  he  claims 
payment  of  10,000/.  for  alleged  slander.  The  pursuer,  in  his 
statement,  recalls  the  incidents  of  the  litigation  against 
him  in  1906  by  the  defendant  company,  in  the.  course  of 
which  he  alleges  that  they  adopted  a  series  of  malicious  and 
fraudulent  devices  with  the  view  of  ruining  his  reputation, 
credit,  and  business.  They  conspired  to  stop  the  sale  of 
his  bile  beans  in  England  by  preventing,  by  means  of 
threats  of  litigation,  the  insertion  of  his  advertisements  in 
newspapers,  by  making  false  representations  to  pursuer's 
customers  regarding  him,  and  by  inducing  some  of  these  cus- 
tomers to  break  their  contracts  with  him,  and  thiow  unsold 
stocks  of  his  bile  beans  back  upon  his  hands  by  means  of 
false  statements  and  threats  of  costly  legal  proceedings. 
He  says  that  scheme  has  been  carried  out  since  February 
last,  and  is  still  being  carried  out  by  them.  P.  rsuer  states 
an  instance  how  a  contract  was  broken  by  a  newspaper, 
and  also  an  instance  in  which  a  chemist  was  intimidated 
and  led  to  forfeit  his  stock  of  pursuer's  bile  beans  to  them, 
which  resulted  in  pursuer  asking  all  his  English  customers 
to  return  their  stocks  to  him  till  the  appeal  was  decided. 
Pursuer  further  alleges  that  since  the  withdrawal  of  the 
appeal  his  agents  in  England  have  been  hampered  in  their 
business  on  account  of  defenders  informing  chemists  that 
it  is  illegal  to  sell  his  bile  beans  in  England,  and  that  his 
goods  are  worthless  and  good  for  nothing,  and  a  list  of 
names  of  those  to  whom  these  statements  were  made  is 
given.  They  also  represented  that  the  judgment  of  the 
Scottish  Court  was  not  applicable  in  England.  He  states 
that  he  has  raised  this  action  to  vindicate  his  rights  in 
carrying  on  his  legitimate  business  in  England  and  eke- 
where,  and  to  recover  damages  for  the  loss  he  has  already 
sustained.  The  defenders  say  on  their  own  behalf  that 
there  is  no  connection  between  the  Bile  Beans  Manufac- 
turing Co.  and  its  partners  and  them.  The  statements 
made  by  the  company  in  the  note  of  suspension  and  inter- 
dict referred  to  were  made  in  good  faith  and  in  vindica- 
tion of  what  they  conceived  to  be  their  true  and  legitimate 
rights.  Pursuer's  business,  they  say,  was  a  small  one,  and 
was  not  likely  to  compete  seriously  with  theirs,  but  they 
considered  it  their  right  and  duty  to  protect  their  pro- 
perty and  prevent  the  public  being  supplied  with  an  article 
different  from  what  they  desired.  In  any  event  the  pre- 
sent defenders  were  not  the  authors  of  the" statements,  and 
at  no  time  homologated  them  or  were  responsible  for  them, 
neither  were  they  responsible  for  the  statements  made  in 
the  House  of  Lords  appeal.  They  further  denv  all  the 
.-^legations  made  by  the  pursuer  in  connection  with 
threatening  newspapers  or  terrorising  chemists  in  England 
and  they  ask  that  they  should  be  assoilzied  from  the  con- 
clusions of  the  action. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

The  Second  Time. 
At  the  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court  on  Januarv  31.  David 
McDowall,  374  Paisley  Road  West,  Govan,  who,  on  July  19, 
was  mulcted  in  two  penalties  of  21.  10s.  each  for  infringe- 
ment of  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  Act,  was  again  charged°at 
the  instance  of  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge,  secretary  and  re- 
gistrar of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  two"  offences, 
viz.  (1)  selling,  on  December  13,  1907,  a  quantity  of 
gall  and  opium  ointment,  and  (2)  taking,  using,  or  exhibit- 
ing the  name  "chemist"'  in  the  chop  window,  on  a  dis- 
pensing screen,  labels  and  envelopes.  Ho  tendered  a  plea 
>>f  guilty.— Mr.  John  B.  Somerville,  writer,  stated  in  bis 
behalf  that  there  were  peculiarities  in  the  cr.:c  which  raited 


I  it  above  the  ordinary.  Mr.  .McDowall  was  a  chemist  prac- 
tising for  some  years  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  and  up  till  two  years  ago  he  never  deemed  it  necessary 

I  to  register.  Since  then  he  had  approached  several  people 
with  the  view  of  securing  their  signatures  to  the  declaration 
which  required  a  magistrate  or  J. P.  to  affirm  that  to 
their  knowledge  Mr.  McDowall  had  practised  before  the  Act. 

,  was  passed.  He  ultimately  secured  a  magistrate's  certi- 
ficate, but,  unfortunately,  that  gentleman  died.  With 
regard  to  the  name  of  "  chemist"  being  exhibited,  he  had 
to  say  that  no  one  could  see  the  word  from  the  street.  The 
sign  was  merely  a  part  of  the  furniture.  With  regard  to 
the  labels,  shortly  before  last  July  Mr.  McDowall  spent  a 
sum  of  20/.  in  getting  new  labels  printed.  Unfortunately, 
in  this  case  he  did  not  delete  the  word  "chemist." — Mr. 
James  Barrie,  who  prosecuted,  said  the  same  statement  was. 
made  in  July,  and  the  fact  remained  that  Mr.  McDowall  had 
not  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  notwithstand- 
ing the  severe  words  passed  by  his  Lordship  last  July.  He 
had  made  no  suppression  of  the  word  "  chemist  "  or  mode 
of  carrying  cn  his  business.  This  was  a  very  bad  case,  Mr. 
McDowall  having  been  duly  warned  as  to  the  danger  he  was 
in,  and  he  had  evidently  taken  no  steps  to  bring  himself 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  He  asked  his  Lordship  to 
impose  the  full  penalty. — Sheriff  Mackenzie  said  that  the 
respondent  could  net  go  on  disregarding  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  that  was  what  he  was  doing. — His  Lordship  said 
his  duty  was  to  impose  a  fine  which  he  hoped  would  have 
the  effect  of  enforcing  the  Act.  The  penalty  would  be  in 
this  case  3/.  10s.  for  each  offence,  the  alternative  being  ten 
days'  imprisonment. — The  fine  was  paid. 


Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

Sale  of  Vaseline  ey  an  Unlicensed  Vendor. 
At  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  Court,  Dunoon,  on  February  5, 
Marco  Mallozzi,  hairdresser,  Church  Street,  Dunoon,  was 
charged,  at  the  instance  of  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities, 
with  having  sold  a  bottle  containing  vaseline  without  having 
a  licence,  the  said  preparation  being  considered  a  medicine 
under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act.  1802,  and  subsequent  amend- 
ing Acts.    The  accused  was  fined  7s.  6d. 

[Vaseline  being  the  subject  of  letters  patent,  and  being  used 
as  a  medicine,  may  only  be  sold  by  chemists,  medical  prac- 
titioners, and  persons  licensed  to  sell  stamped  medicines.  Tho 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  permit  the  sale,  however,  of  penny 
boxes  of  vaseline  by  unlicensed  vendors,  and  the  above  case 
shows  that  they  are  strictly  limiting  the  concession  as  regards 
bottles  of  vaseline. — Editor  C.  «G  P.] 

County  Court  Case. 

Sal-ammoniac  Dispute. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  February  4,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  Mr.  Martin  Zoll, 
of  Bockenheim,  Frankfort-on-Main,  Germany,  to  recover

drug-trade.  It  is  forty- 
seven  years  since  Mr. 
Oldfield  entered  their 
counting-house,  but  he 
had  not  been  long 
there  when  the  firm 
made  him  a  town 
traveller.    After  eleven 

years'  experience  in  London  he  went  to  Manchester  to 
take  charge  of  the  drug-department  of  the  late  Mr. 
William  Mather,  and  after  his  death  the  drug  portion  of 
the  business  was  taken  over  by  the  present  firm  of  Old- 
field,  Pattinson  &  Co.,  who  commenced  at  37  Long  Mill- 
gate,  in  May,  1880.

Mr.  Sedgwick  served  his  apprenticeship 
at  Blackpool  with  Mr.  Sharpies,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Central  Beach,  and  he  subsequently  carried  on  business  on 
his  own  account  in  the  town  for  about  eighteen  years. 

Shenstone. — At  Polurrian,  Mullion,  South  Cornwall,  on 
Februarv  3,  Mr.  William  Ashwell  Shenstone,  F.R.S., 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Ph.C,  Senior  Science  Master  Clifton  Col- 
lege, Bristol,  aged  fifty-eight.  Mr.  Shenstone  was  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  chemists  of  the  present  time  who  after 
qualifying  in  pharmacy  have  made  a  name  for  themselves 
in  chemical  science.  He  was  a  descendant  of  the  poet 
Shenstone  and  the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  James  B.  B.  Shenstone, 
chemist,  Colchester.  After  his  education  at  the  Colchester 
Grammar  School  and  his  apprenticeship  he,  in  1871,  com- 
peted for  the  Bell  Scholarship.  Three  candidates  were 
honoured  that  year  (a  unique  circumstance),  Mr.  R.  H. 
Davies  being  first,  Mr.  Shenstone  second,  and  Mr.  Edward 
Rammell  third.  At  the  "  Square  "  Mr.  Shenstone  did  well 
in  an  exceptionally  good  school.  Among  his  class  fellows 
were  Mr.  R.  A.  Crisp  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Hanbury.  Mr.  Shen- 
stone took  certificates  of  honour  in  botany  and  materia 
medica,  and  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and  was  silver 
medallist  in  practical  chemistry.  His  likings  were  towards 
the  last  subject,  and  while  at  the  Square  he  competed  in 
our  "  Corner  for  Students,"  and  obtained  the  first  prize 
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in  March  1872.    Writing  to  us  a  few  years  ago  about  the 

matter,  he  said  : 

I  was  one  of  the  prize-winners  in  your  Students'  Corner 
when  I  was  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  So,  I  think,  was  my  old 
friend  R.  H.  Davies  in  the  same  year  [May  1872].  I  think 
we  only  tried  onee  or  twice  each,  and  then  stood  out,  think- 
ing- we  had  extra  good  advantage,  and  that,  having  scored 
a  win  each,  we  ought  to  be  satisfied.  I  remember  very  well 
being  much  gratified  by  the  success,  and  I  am  sure  it  did 
me  good  and  gave  me  some  encouragement.  I  have  always 
thought  your  Students'  Corner  a  capital  institution,  and 
helpful  to  a  class  who  do  not  get  too  much  help  or  encourage- 
ment, alas  !  I  hope  you  will  keep  it  going.  I  am  sure  it  is 
good  work,  and  worth  the  doing  [C.  tt-  D.,  March  SO,  1901]. 

Mr.  Shenstone  had  passed  the  Minor  examination  before 
going  to  the  Square  (November  16,  1870),  these  being  the 
days  when  the  age  limit  was  not  fixed,  and  the  Major  he 
passed  in  June  1872,  following  this  up  in  July  by  taking  the 
Pereira  medal.  He  remained  at  the  Square  as  demon- 
strator to  Professor  Attfield  until  1875,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed Science  Master  at  Taunton  College,  where  he 
remained  for  two  years,  then  took  up  a  similar  appoint- 
ment at  Exeter  School.  In  1880  he  succeeded  another 
Pereira  medallist,  Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden,  as  Senior  Science 
Master  at  Clifton  College,  and  held  that  appointment  at  his 
death.  While  he  remained  in  pharmacy  Mr.  Shenstone  con- 
tributed to  it  a  number  of  papers  which  were  the  result 
of  research.  He  was  a  splendid  experimentalist,  and  one 
of  the  best  glass-blowers  in  this  country.  To  his  talents 
in  these  respects  he  owed  his  fellowship  of  the  Royal 
Society,  to  which  he  was  elected  soon  after  his  communica- 
tions to  the  Chemical  Society  on  a  hydrogen  and  oxygen 
research  which  resulted  in  his  demonstrating  that  if  these 
gases  are  perfectly  dry  they  do  not  combine  when  sparked. 
The  work  which  led  up  to  this  demonstration  was  laborious, 
and  involved  the  construction  of  one  of  the  most  intricate 
pieces  of  glass-blowing  which  was  ever  exhibited  at 
Somerset  House.  Moreover,  Mr.  Shenstone  and  his  assis- 
tant personally  conducted  the  experiments  for  six  months, 
day  and  night,  without  intermission,  it  taking  that 
time  to  free  the  gases  completely  from  water.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
We  are  informed  on  the  highest  authority  that  the  Earl 
of  Crewe,  as  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  will  shortly 
introduce  in  the  House  of  Lords  a  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  on  behalf  of  the  Government.  It  may  be  remembered 
that  last  Session  the  Bill  was  brought  forward  in  the  House 
of  Commons  by  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  Parliamentary  Under- 
Secretary  for  the  Home  Department,  but  was  withdrawn  on 
July  26.  This  change  of  venue  is  believed  to  be  the  out- 
come of  the  desire  so  frequently  expressed  by  the  Opposi- 
tion in  the  Upper  House  that  their  lordships  should  not  be 
left  in  a  state  of  comparative  idleness  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  Session,  and  then  within  a  few  weeks  of  the  pro- 
rogation they  should  be  simply  inundated  with  measures 
from  the  House  of  Commons  which,  in  view  of  the  advanced 
period  of  the  Session,  they  are  quite  unable  adequately  to 
discuss. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
So  far  there  is  no  indication  of  the  introduction  of  this 
measure.  Mr.  Winfrey  obtained  two  places  (fifteenth 
.and  thirty-fifth)  in  the  ballot  for  private  members'  Bills, 
and  is  to  use  them  for  a  Bights  of  Way  Bill  and  a  Copyhold 
Enfranchisement  Bill.  1  understand  that  he  and  Mr.  Idris 
are  to  meet  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
Wednesday  in  order  to  discuss  the  prospects  of  the  Bill. 
Neither  Mr.  Goddard  Clarke  nor  Mr.  Idris  obtained  places 
in  the  ballot  for  Bills. 

Merchandise-marks  Bill. 
Sir  Howard  Vincent,  who  secured  twenty-sixth  place 
in  the  ballot,  has  reintroduced  his  Merchandise-marks 
Bill.  This  will  differ  slightly  from  the  Bill  of  last  Session, 
;uid,  as  presented  to  the  House,  is  in  the  form  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trade.  The  supporters  of  the  Bill  are  Mr. 
Austen  Chamberlain,  Mr.  Evelyn  Cecil,  Mr.  Middlemore, 
Sir  F.  C.  Rasch,  Sir  J.  Benjamin  Stone,  Mr.  Parks,  Sir  F. 
Lowe,  and  Mr.  Field.  The  second  reading  is  set  down  for 
Friday,  February  7.  The  text  of  the  Bill  shows  that 
instead  of  such  indications  of  origin  as  "  Made  in  Germany," 
the  words  "  Not  British  "  will  be  required.  Eight  blocking 
motions  stand  against  the  Bill. 

SHors  Bill. 

Sir  Charles  Dilke,  who  secured  tenth  and  forty-sixth 
places  in  the  ballot  for  private  members'  Bills,  has  given  the 
premier  position  to  his  Bill  to  amend  the  law  relating  to 
•■hops,  which  is  identically  the  same  as  the  measure  of  last 
Session.  The  Bill  is  backed  by  Mr.  Seddon,  Mr.  Bower- 
man,  Mr.  T.  Davies,  Mr.  A.  Henderson  (Chairman  of  the 
Labour  party),  Mr.  McCrae,  Mr.  Nannetti,  Mr.  A.  Scott, 
Mr.  Shackleton,  Mr.  Tennant,  and  Mr.  Wedgwood.  The 
second  reading  is  fixed  for  May  1. 

London  Port  and  Docks  Bill. 
A  Bill  "to  make  provision  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Port  of  London,  and  to  impose  rates  on  goods  imported  in 
ihe  said  Port;  and  for  other  purposes"  has  been  read  a 
first  time  and  referred  to  the  examiners  of  petitions  for 
private  Bills.  Mr.  McKinnon  Wood  asked  Mr.  Lloyd 
<  leorge  if  he  had  received  any  answer  from  the  London 
County  Council  as  to  whether  the  Council  was  willing  to 
assist  the  Port  of  London  authority  by  guaranteeing  the 
new  stock,  but  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in 
a  printed  answer  replied  that  he  did  not  think  the  Council 
had  yet  discussed  the  matter. 

Milk  Supply. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  Mr. 
Victor  Cavendish  asked  the  Prime  Minister  if,  in  view  of 
the  widespread  anxiety  existing  in  many  parts  of  the 
country,  he  would  cause  a  full  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the 
question  of  the  supply  of  milk  in  relation  to  public  health 
before  any  legislation  is  introduced.  Mr.  John  Burns,  who 
replied,  said  the  Oovcrnment  is  desirous  that  there  should 


be  legislation  in  regard  to  the  milk  supply  of  the  country 
during  the  present  Session,  but  could  not  promise  further 
inquiry  before  the  introduction  of  a  Bill  on  the  subject. 
Railway  Collection  and  Delivery. 

Sir  Maurice  Levy  has  in  a  question  called  Mr.  Lloyd 
George's  attention  to  the  fact  that  several  railway  companies 
have  recently  airtailed  the  hours  duiing  which  they  collect 
and  deliver  goods  conveyed  by  passenger  trains.  In  his 
reply  Mr.  Lloyd  George  indicated  that  he  would  look  into 
the  matter,  but  he  added  that  collection  and  delivery  of 
goods  are  not  obligatory  on  railway  companies. 

Mildew  and  Black  Scab. 

Mr.  Gwynn  has  down  a  question  asking  the  Vice-President 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  (Ireland)  what  steps  are 
being  taken  to  deal  with  the  American  gooseberry  mildew 
under  the  Destructive  Insects  Act ;  if  the  Board  will  publish 
returns  showing  the  injury  being  done  by  this  pest  in  various 
counties;  and  whether  the  Board  are  taking  steps  to  prevent 
the  introduction  into  Ireland,  by  the  import  of  diseased' 
seed  potatoes,  of  the  new  potato  disease  known  as  black  scab 
(67/  rysophlyctis  endobiotica. ) 

Indian  Opium. 
Mr.  John  Morley,  replying  to  Sir  Henry  Cotton,  states 
that  in  1904-5  the  acreage  for  the  Bengal  and  Behar  opium 
agencies  was  587,140,  and  47,855  chests  of  provision  opium 
were  exported  ;  in  1905-6,  613,996  acres  and  48.833  chests  ; 
and  in  1906-7,  553,697  acres  and  53.588  chests.  '

The  Ethics  of  Prices 

were  suggested  but  not  exhaustively 
treated  in  the  libel  action  recently  brought  against  the 
"Lancet."  That  journal  had  quoted  statements  made  at 
an  isquest  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Tucker,  the  plaintiff  in  the 
case,  was  selling  a  certain  asthma  inhaler  at  3/.  3s.  and  a 
bottle  of  inhalant  at  8s.,  and  then  added,  "  Dr.  Waldo,  the 
coroner,  rightly  stigmatised  this  kind  of  dealing  as  a  fraud." 
[It  is  only  fair  to  interpose  the  remark  here  that  the  asthma 
cure  mentioned  at  the  inquest  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
death  which  was  being  investigated.]  To  the  casual  reader 
it  would  appear  from  the  sequence  of  the  sentences  that  to 
the  writer  of  the  "Lancet's"  paragraph  the  fraud  charged 
was  deduced  from  the  prices.  The  expression  was,  in  fact, 
to  some  extent  justified  on  this  ground  in  the  course  of  the 
defence.  It  was  alleged  that  an  instrument  as  good  as  the 
Tucker  inhaler  could  be  bought  for  7.s.  6d.,  and  Dr.  Willcox, 
who  analysed  the  fluid,  asserted  that  the  actual  cost  of  the 
ingredients  of  the  8s.  bottle  would  be  about  3tf.  So  far  as 
can  be  gathered  from  the  eighty-three-page  report  of  the 
proceedings  published  in  last  week's  "  Lancet,"  these  figures 
do  not  seem  to  have  been  seriously  challenged  by  the  plain- 
tiff, nor,  curiously,  did  they  form  a  prominent  feature  of  the 
case  for  the  defence.  The  "Lancet's"  brilliant  galaxy  of 
witnesses  one  and  all  rested  their  conviction  of  the  justice 
of  the  allegation  of  fraud  on  the  consideration  that  the 
remedy  was  offered  as  a  cure  for  asthma,  which  they  said 
the  proprietors  must  have  known  it  was  not.  Possibly  these 
high-priced  medical  and  legal  gentlemen  felt  that  a  labour- 
and-wages  problem  was  rather  thin  ice  for  them.  It  may 
be  worth  pursuing  briefly,  however,  as 

A  Casuistic  Question. 

How  much  profit  is  it  legitimate  to 
make  ?  No  definite  answer  could  be  given  to  cover  any 
two  cases.  Where  competition  comes  in  and  has  free  play 
moralists  need  not  much  concern  themselves.  But  when 
capital  corners  competition  in  an  article  of  general  con- 
sumption, we  all  feel  there  is  something  wrong.  We  do  not 
complain  of  monopolies  in  products  of  pure  luxury.  A 
beautiful  painting,  for  example,  is  outside  the  range  of  our 
ordinary  standards  of  value.  We  say  it  is  priceless.  Profit, 
too,  in  some  cases  is  only  another  term  for  wages.  Adam 
Smith  argued  that  an  apothecary's  profit  of  a  thousand  per 
cent,  on  a  stock  of  forty  pounds'  worth  of  drugs  might  not 
be  unreasonable.  It  was  only  an  indirect  way  of  paying 
him  for  his  skill  and  attention.  The  law  gives  judges  power 
to  declare  certain  money  bargains  "  unconscionable,"  and  to 
cancel  them.  On  the  other  hand,  it  grants  a  fourteen  years' 
monopoly  to  inventors,  and  no  one  will  think  an  atom  the 
worse  of  Mr.  Marconi  if  he  makes  a  million  out  of  his 
insight  into  the  mysteries  of  electric  waves.  But  when 
we  come  to 

Medical  Discoveries 

we  get  into  a  different  atmosphere.  On 
the  face  of  it  a  person  who  discovers  anything  which  tends 
to  relieve  suffering  is  a  labourer  as  well  worthy  of  his  hire 
as  one  who  invents  a  new  gun  or  a  flying-machine.  But 
somehow  we  do  not  like  to  see  him  insisting  on  his  reward 
in  cash.  In  the  medical  profession  itself,  to  its  honour  be  it 
said,  such  a  demand  is  branded  as  disgraceful.  And  occa- 
sionally, but  not  very  consistently,  the  public  endorses  that 
view.  If,  to  suppose  an  extreme  case,  someone  were  to 
discover  a  certain  cure  for  cancer,  he  would  be  regarded  as 
little  short  of  a  fiend  if  he  were  to  attach  to  it  the  highest 
price  which  he  thought  could  be  wrung  from  sufferers. 


"  All  that  a  man  hath  will  he  give  for  his  life,"  said  Satan  ; 
but  there  seems  something  satanic  in  founding  a  business  on 
that  maxim.  Last  week  the  secret  of  the  midwifery  forceps 
exploited  by  the  Chamberlen  family  was  alluded  to,  and 
the  justification  of  their  conduct  offered  by  one  of  them 
was  qv;oted.  We  are  no  more  under  an  obligation  to  give- 
to  the  world  the  result  of  our  ingenuity  than  a  draper  is  to 
give  his  cloth  to  clothe  the  naked,  was  the  substance  of  it. 
That  was  logical,  but.  it  shocks  us.  And  yet  the  medical 
discoverer  ought  to  get  his  due  reward  ;  and  there  have  been 
some  very  valuable  medicines  introduced  as  nostrums.  In 
old  times  Governments  saw  to  this.  Nero  rewarded  Andro- 
machus,  the  composer  of  the  famous  electuary;  Marcus 
Aurelius  patronised  Galen ;  Louis  XIV.  bought  the  secret 
of  ipecacuanha  from  Helvetius;  that  of  the  male  fern  for 
tapeworm  from  Madame  Noufflers ;  cinchona-wine  from 
Sir  Robert  Talbor;  one  of  Glauber's  antimony  panaceas 
from  a  doctor  to  whom  it  had  descended ;  and  others. 
Charles  II.  was  also  a  connoisseur  in  formulas,  and  in  1759 
the  British  Government  paid  Mrs.  Stephens  5.000/.  for  the 
receipt  of  her  remedy  for  the  stone. 

The  Presentation  of  his  Portrait 

to  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  by 
2G7  of  his  coadjutors  in  the  company  over  which  he  pre- 
sides is  a  notable  illustration  of  the  remarkable  develop- 
ment of  the  wholesale  drug  trade  in  the  great  cities  of  the 
United  Kingdom  outside  London.  When  Mr.  Woolley 
entered  on  the  management  of  the  business  which  has  grown 
so  wonderfully  under  his  control  fifty  years  ago  the  whole 
sale  drug  trade  of  England  and  Wales  at  least  was  almost 
entirely  concentrated  in  London,  and  the  singular  thing 
that  a  prophet  at  that  time  who  foresaw  the  extension  of 
communications  which  would  link  up  the  kingdom  would 
have  been  likely  to  predict  that  these  would  have  ensured 
the  retention  of  the  business  in  the  metropolis.  The  drug- 
houses  of  London  have  been  continuously  growing  during 
this  past  half-century,  but  it  is  not  very  hazardous  to- 
guess  that  they  have  been  passed  in  the  race  by  the  drug- 
houses  of  the  provinces  in  the  aggregate,  and  individually 
by  a  few  particular  firms.  Now,  remembering  that  the 
retail  chemists  of  the  country  are  said  to  be  fewer  than 
they  were,  and  some  say  doing  less  business  than  they  did, 
and  that  some  of  the  multi-shop  companies  are  their  own 
wholesalers,  the  problem  is,  whence  comes  all  the  demand 
which  has  made  this  expansion  in  both  London  and  the 
provinces  possible? 

X.Y.Z.'s  Charge  of  Inconsistency 

against  me  looks  specious, 
but  there  are  extenuating  circumstances.  He  correctly 
attributes  to  me  the  statement  that  a  person  certified  to  be 
ph^rm?.ceutically  competent  in  New  South  Wales  ought  to- 
be  regarded  as  similarly  competent  in  Great  Britain.  But 
X.Y.Z.  further  notes  that  I  had  some  time  ago  written 
something  against  the  suggestion  that  persons  certified  to 
be  competent  to  act  as  assistants  to  apothecaries — "legally 
qualified  to  sell  in  the  shop  of  an  apothecary  "  is  X.Y.Z.'s ... 
poetical  way  of  expressing  it — ought  to  be  similarly  re- 
garded as  qualified  to  sell  poisons  in  a  chemist's  shop. 
The  parallel  is  not  quite  so  exact,  however,  as  X.Y.Z. 
makes  it  appear.  The  apothecary's  assistant's  certificate 
was  not  authorised  for  the  same  purpose  as  that  which 
the  Act  of  1868  contemplated.  If  X.Y.Z.  thinks  it 
authorises  him  to  sell  poisons  in  an  apothecary's  shop  he 
is  making  a  risky  mistake.  The  New  South  Wales  Cer- 
tificate, on  the  other  hand,  is  professedly  the  exact  equi- 
valent of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  certificate,  and  in  one 
Empire,  where  one  language  and  the  same  customs  prevail, 
these  certificates  ought  to  be  interchangeable.

JEtntorial  Comments, 


The  Burning  Question. 

Mr.  John  Rymer  Young,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  assured  chemists  of  the  Potteries  last  week  that  the 
Widows'  Clause  is  the  burning  question  of  the  day.  This  is 
an  ominous  utterance — almost  a  danger  signal,  if  it  indi- 
cates that  Mr.  Young's  colleagues  are  meddling  with  one 
of  the  most  valuable  assets  of  the  retail  drug-trade — 
viz.,  the  privilege  of  continuing  the  business  of  a  chemist 
after  his  death,  provided  it  is  "  bona  fide  conducted  by  a 
duly  qualified  assistant."  This  was  a  most  necessary  pro- 
vision for  a  business  which  until  1868  had  no  restriction  of 
qualification  put  upon  it,  and  then,  even  in  less  degree  than 
now,  consisted  of  shopping  transactions  so  intimately  inter- 
woven with  the  professional  service  controlled  by  the  Act  as 
to  be  economically  or  commercially  inseparable.  The  State, 
when  imposing  a  statutory  qualification  upon  chemists  in 
1868,  recognised  that  they  were  interfering  with  bequeath- 
able  property,  and  they  conserved  the  value  of  that  property 
(so  far  as  it  is  possible),  and  at  the  same  time  protected  the 
public,  by  the  Section  16  provision.  Had  that  not  been  done 
what  should  we  have  had?  Forced  sales  of  valuable  pro- 
perties. Picture  it !  Every  time  a  registered  chemist  died 
after  1868,  his  widow  or  executors  would  have,  say  within 
twelve  months  of  his  death,  been  harassed  by  actions  under 
Section  15  until  they  were  forced  to  sell  the  business  for 
what  they  could  get  for  it.  There  would  be  wreckers  wait- 
ing for  the  sale,  and  the  business  would  bring  about  half  its 
market  value.  Probably  the  widow  had  largely  helped  her 
late  husband  to  build  up  the  connection,  and  now  in  the 
time  of  need  she  would  see  snatched  from  her  a  property 
bringing  in,  say,  300J.  or  400?.  a  year.  That  comfortable 
income  must  be  sacrificed  for  a  capital  sum  which,  invested 
in  a  sound  security,  would  yield  about  a  tenth  of  that 
amount.  This  is  no  fancy  sketch.  It  would  have  occurred 
hundreds  of  times  since  the  Act  was  passed  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  Widows'  Clause.  The  day  has  long  gone 
past  when  the  sacrifice  of  this  precious  privilege  would  be 
of  the  slightest  possible  good  to  retail  chemists  in  their 
efforts  to  legislate  on  the  company  question.  The 
objection  to  the  Widows'  Clause  arose  when  lawyers  and 
judges  found  that  it  gave  colour  to  the  pretension  that  com- 
panies may  carry  on  a  chemist's  business  if  they  employ 
registered  chemists  to  do  it  for  them,  as  in  the  manner  of  a 
deceased  chemist's  business.  But  the  Courts  never  so  ruled. 
They  said  that  companies  are  outside  Sections  1  and  15. 
Whatever  ill  the  Widows'  Clause  may  have  done  it  was  only

an  evil  so  long  as  it  was  desired  to  prohibit  altogether 
company  trading  in  pharmacy,  and  as  soon  as  the  attempt 
was  made  to  bring  companies  into  line  with  individuals, 
by  ensuring  proper  management  of  their  shops,  the  pretence 
that  the  Widows'  Clause  is  a  stumbling-block  ceased.  In 
the  light  of  these  facts  we  cannot  understand  what  the 
President  means  by  stating  that  the  Widows'  Clause  is  the 
burning  question. 

*  *  * 

Since  the  foregoing  was  written  slight  illumination  has 
come  from  Stockport,  where  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  addressed 
chemists  last  week.  The  speakers,  after  hearing  Mr.  Gif- 
ford speak  from  his  knowledge  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council's  Bill,  agreed  that  legislation  on  companies  should 
be  on  the  principle  of  the  Widows'  Clause.  There  is  nothing 
new  in  this,  except  that  it  means  that  companies'  businesses 
will  be  bona  fide  conducted  by  qualified  assistants.  We 
•earnestly  trust  that  it  does  not  mean  any  reduction  of  the 
power  at  present  given  by  Section  16  of  the  1868  Act.

it is  difficult  to  gather  much  from  the  discussion  at 

the  Pharmaceutical  Council-meeting  on  Wednesday,  except 
that  last  Session's  Bill  has  been  abandoned  and  another 
has  been  drafted,  which  may  or  may  not  be  introduced  into 
Parliament  this  Session.  Reading  between  the  lines  of  the 
discussion,  it  appears  that  the  Council  have  gone  into  the 
matter  ab  initio,  and  the  result  is  a  rough  draft  of  a  Bill 
which  is  not  yet  ready  to  be  placed  before  the  country.  Mr. 
Lord  Gifford  and  Mr.  Hobbs  were  the  principal  advocates 
of  the  view  that  the  Council  might  reasonably  publish  the 
Bill  forthwith  as  a  draft  requiring  revision  by  expert  par- 
liamentary draftsmen,  but  a  rather  strenuous  majority  of 
the  Council  decided  not  to  take  the  country  into  their  con- 
fidence at  present.  We  should  think  the  majority  would 
have  been  on  the  other  side  if  the  Council  had  been  better 
posted  on  the  intentions  of  the  Government.  The  same  day 
that  the  Council  met  we  learnt  on  high  authority  that  the 
Earl  of  Crewe  is  to  introduce  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  into  the  House  of  Lords  at  an  early  date,  and,  we 
suppose,  if  the  Council  had  known  that  a  different  tale 
would  have  been  told  at  Bloomsbury  Square.

Mr.  Winfrey's  two  places  in  the  House  of  Commons  ballot 
have,  we  understand,  been  reserved  by  him  for  two 
measures  of  rural  interest.  Mr.  Idris  got  no  place  in 
the  ballot.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  prospects  of 
progress  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Bill  are 
far  from  brilliant  at  present,  and  that  chemists  might 
profitably  concentrate  their  power  by  attacking  the  Govern- 
ment Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords ;  but  if  there  is  any  chance 
of  the  Government  appointing  a  Select  Committee  of  Peers 
to  take  evidence  on  its  own  Bill,  a  hearing  for  chemists 
should  be  ensured.  We  cannot  say  whether  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council's  Bill  should  also  be  before  such  a  com- 
mittee or  not  until  it  is  made  public,  but  on  general  prin- 
ciples it  ought  to  be,  it  being  necessary  that  the  whole  case 
for  amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  should  be  considered, 
and  not  merely  the  portion  that  the  Privy  Council  advise. 


Weights  and  Measures  Errors. 

In  our  issue  of  January  4,  p.  17,  we  printed  a  new  scale  of 
charges  for  the  verification  and  stamping  of  weights, 
measures,  and  scales,  which  came  into  force  in  the  United 
Kingdom  on  Saturday  last.  We  have  since  received,  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Standards  Department  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  a  copy  of  an  order  in  Council,  passed  on  Decem- 
ber 21,  1907,  which  defines  the  amount  of  error  to  be  toler- 


ated in  local  standards  when  verified  or  reverified  by  the 
Board  of  Trade.  This  revokes  orders  made  on  June  29, 
1882,  and  March  15,  1893,  and  substitutes  for  the  amounts 
of  error  tolerated  therein  larger  amounts.  These  errors 
are  of  indirect  interest  to  traders,  but  we  put  alongside 
them  the  amounts  of  error  which  are  tolerated  in  traders' 
weights  and  measures  submitted  to  local  inspectors  for 
verification  and  stamping.  L.S.  means  local  standards  as 
verified  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  Tr.  traders'  weights  and 
measures  submitted  to  local  inspectors  :

It  is  not  possible  to  give  a  comparison  of  the  errors  per- 
mitted in  imperial  apothecaries'  graduated  glass  measures, 
as  approximate  internal  diameters  in  cylindrical  and  conical 
shapes  (and  not  capacity)  are  the  basis  for  error  in  excess  or 
in  deficiency.  Thus  in  a  measure  4  in.  diameter,  the  error 
permitted  is  25  minims;  in  2-in.  diameter,  11  minims;  and 
in  1-in.,  4  minims.  It  will  be  observed  that  very  properly 
a  greater  latitude  is  permitted  for  traders'  weights  and 
measures  than  for  local  inspectors'  standards. 
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Tucker  v.  Wakley. 

This  case  is  at  an  end,  the  "  Lancet"  having  decided  not 
to  appeal.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  first  editorial 
in  its  last  issue  is  as  follows  : 

We  come  now  to  ourselves.  We  have  had  many  urgent 
recommendations  to  appeal  against  the  verdict.  Our  legal 
advisers  bn\e  not  heen  wholly  adverse  to  such  a  course,  and 
many  kind  friends  have  suggested  the  institution  of  a  sub- 
scription as  a  guarantee  against  further  expenses.  But 
despite  all  this  we  decided  not  to  appeal.  The  paragraph 
as  written  contained  an  indefensible  inaccuracy,  but  it  was 
impossible  for  this  to  be  explained  in  our  columns  without 
the  extension  to  the  methods  of  the  plaintiff  of  a  considera- 
tion which  we  were  quite  unable  to  give.  Hence  the  action 
for  libel  became  inevitable,  and  our  admitted  error  would 
in  the  case  of  a  new  trial  have  remained  as  an  embarrass- 
ment to  us  in  discussing  the  really  important  features  of  the 
case.  Hampered  in  this  manner  the  verdict  might  be  up- 
held against  us,  even  if,  as  seems  probable,  we  should  have 
had  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  certain  different  readings  of 
the  law.  It  was  our  duty,  as  we  conceived  it  then  and  con- 
ceive it  now,  to  say  some  of  the  things  which  we  said.  It 
will  be  our  duty  to  go  on  saying  them,  whatever  the  cost. 
Our  contemporary  gives  a  verbatim  report  of  the  hearing, 
from  which  anyone  with  leisure  may  gather  interesting 
points. 

The  Chemist's  Profit. 

The  old  gibe  of  the  chemist's  profit  of  ICO  per  cent,  dies 
hard,  and  many  in  the  trade  thoughtlessly  keep  the  fiction 
alive.  This  is  illustrated  by  a  paragraph  from  a  weekly 
paper  circulating  in  several  North  London  suburbs,  which 
has  been  sent  to  us,  and  which  runs  as  follows  : 

A  friend  of  mine  in  the  trade  tells  me  that  (wholesale) 
small  liver-pills  can  be  procured  at  three  dozen  for  a  penny, 
and  he  gave  me  a  list  of  other  chemical  sundries  sold  at  a 
similar  alarming  rate.  He  told  me  of  a  chemist  selling  the 
liver-pills  at  four  a  penny  in  a  box,  and  of  an  oilman  nearly 
next  door,  who  let  them  go  at  a  penny  for  a  tube  of  nine. 

.Without  troubling  to  ascertain  the  correctness  or  otherwise 
of  the  statement,  the  unthinking  lay  reader  immediately 
seizes  upon  this  as  another  proof  of  the  grasping  character 
of  the  ordinary  chemist,  for  the  "friend  of  mine  in  the 
trade  "  did  not  explain,  apparently,  that  the  act  of  selling 
•was  not  itself  accomplished  without  cost.  Moreover,  it 
behoves  members  of  the  drug-trade  to  be  wary  of  giving 
wholesale  prices  to  the  general  public. 

Consumption  and  Sanatoria. 

There  have  recently  been  published  two  important  Govern- 
ment reports  dealing  with  consumption.  The  first  is  a  large 
'Blue-book  constituting  Volume  II.  of  the  report  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Commission,  which  deals  with  the  experiments 
on  the  communicability  of  animal  tuberculosis  from  cows  to 
•■other  animals  and  vice  versa.  Another  report  is  on  sana- 
toria for  consumption  and  certain  other  aspects  of  the  tuber- 
•culosis  question.  This  has  been  issued  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  the  report  having  been  ordered  as  long 
ago  as  1902,  when  Mr.  Walter  Long  was  President  of  the 
Board.  Dr.  T.  Bulstrode,  one  of  the  medical  inspectors, 
has  during  the  interval  been  continuously  engaged  on  the 
work,  and  has  visited  every  public  sanatorium  in  England 
and  Wales.  In  this  report  the  nature  of  tuberculosis  is  dis- 
cussed, and  the  reporter  then  goes  on  to  deal  with  the 
mortality  from  consumption,  the  communicability  of  the 
disease,  the  value  of  sanatoria,  the  after-results  of  treat- 
ment, and  other  sections  of  the  subject,  concluding  with  the 
need  of  organisation.  The  value  of  the  sanatorium  in  the 
treatment  of  consumption  is  regarded  as  doubtful  except  in 
early  cases,  as  the  after-results  are  so  largely  a  matter  of 
environment. 

Imported  Foods. 

A  report  issued  by  the  medical  department  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  the  wholesomeness  of  certain  im- 


ported foods  is  not  pleasant  reading.  Data  were  collected 
by  the  department  in  regard  to  imported  boneless  scrap 
meat,  imported  pork  and  imported  tripe,  tongues  and  kid- 
neys. It  appears  that  frozen  scrap  meat  is  imported  for 
the  manufacture  of  sausages,  and  the  objection  to  the 
importation  of  this  form  of  meat  is  that  owing  to  its 
cheapness  it  is  probably  derived  from  unwholesome  sources, 
such  as  the  healthy-looking  portions  of  tuberculous  animals. 
The  form  of  meat  is  also  one  which  favours  rapid  decomposi- 
tion on  thawing.  It  is  suggested  that  the  importation  should 
be  prohibited.  In  regard  to  imported  pork,  it  is  suggested 
that  whole  carcases  should  retain  thj  head  and  lymphatic- 
glands  about  the  throat,  so  that  tho  presence  of  tuber- 
culosis co  lid  be  detected,  or  if  the  meat  is  imported  in 
portions  these  should  be  sent  in  packages  sealed  by  some 
official  mark,  which  would  be  considered  an  efficient  guar- 
antee that  thz  contents  were  from  healthy  animals.  The 
complaint  about  imported  tripe,  tongues,  and  kidneys  is 
that  they  are  heavily  dosed  with  preservatives  from  the 
practice  of  preserving  them  in  boron  liquids.  "Patent 
pickle,"  strong  solution  of  borax  and  boric  acid,  with  or 
without  sulphites,  is  much  used,  and  the  form  of  the  meat 
favours  the  absorption  of  exceptionally  large  quantities  of 
the  preservatives.  It  is  probable  that,  as  a  result  of  the 
investigation,  the  Local  Government  Board  will  issue  re- 
gulations prohibiting  the  importation  of  tripe,  tongues  and 
kidi  eys  containing  any  preservatives.  The  Baud  have 
ample  powers  to  do  this  under  the  Public  Health  (Regula- 
tions as  to  Food)  Act,  1907. 

The  Parent  Plants  of  Chinese  Rhubarb. 

Professor  Tschirch,  of  Bern,  writes  in  "Arch,  der  Phar." 
in  regard  to  the  paper  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Wilson  (communicated 
to  the  C.  &  D.,  September  1,  1906,  p.  371),  in  which  he 
stated  from  personal  observation  that  Chinese  rhubarb  is 
only  produced  from  one  source,  viz.  Rheum  officinale.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  Wilson  sent  seeds  of  the  rea) 
rhubarb  plant  to  Kew.  and  plants  were  obtained  from  these 
which  the  botanists  of  Kew  Gardens  declared  to  be  Rheum 
officinale.  That  seemed  to  be  an  end  of  the  matter,  especially 
as  the  plants  regarded  in  the  Hupeh  mountains  as  real 
rhubarb,  and  sent  to  London  by  Henry  in  1888.  were  also 
found  on  examination  to  be  Rheum  officinale.  Where  did 
Wilson  and  Henry  gather  this?  asks  Professor  Tschirch. 
Both  travelled  in  Hupeh  and  Szetschwan,  two  provinces  of 
South  China  which  lie  along  the  middle  and  upper  course  of 
the  Yang-tze-kiang.  Wilson  stayed  in  the  mountainous 
district  which  stretches  along  the  southern,  western,  and 
northern  parts  of  the  Szetschwan  province  bordering  on  East 
Thibet,  and  which  shuts  off  this  province  in  the  north  to- 
wards Kansu  and  Shensi.  Professor  Tschirch  says  that  no 
rhubarb  comes  from  this  district.  Przewalski  states  that  a 
good  deal  of  rhubarb  is  gathered  round  about  Kuku-noor. 
which  is  much  further  north  in  the  Nanschan  and  Kansu 
provinces,  and  Dr.  Rutishauser.  one  of  Professor  Tschirch's 
pupils,  informs  him  that  a  lot  of  rhubarb  is  brought  from  the 
above-mentioned  northern  provinces  over  the  pass  into  the 
Han  valley,  and  thence  to  Han-kou,  the  largest  market  for 
rhubarb.  Two  years  ago  Professor  Tschirch  obtained  from 
Dr.  Tafel,  who  had  stayed  in  the  Kuku-noor  district,  seeds 
of  the  plant  which  yields  rhubarb  in  that  district.  The 
gardener  of  the  Botanical  Gardens  in  Bern  grew  a  dozei> 
plants  from  these,  and  the  leaves  are  not  those  of  Rheum 
officinale,  but  have  all  the  peculiarities  of  the  It.  pclmalum 
var.  tanguticum.  He  therefore  concludes  that  "southern" 
Chinese  rhubarb  from  Szetschwan  is  obtained  fr»m  It. 
officinale,  and  the  "  Northern "  from  Kuku-noor  is  the- 
produce  of  It.  palmatum  var.  tanguticum. 
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COUNCIL 

AT  first  glance  the  agenda  of  Wednesday's  Council  i 
Meeting  did  not  seem  to  promise  much  more  than  | 
routine  work,  but  towards  the  end  some  difficulties  arose 
as  to  the  Parliamentary  procedure,  which  prolonged  the 
proceedings.  It  appears  that  on  the  previous  night  the 
Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes  Committee  had 
before  them  a  draft  Pharmacy  Bill,  into  which  a  new 
clause  was  inserted.  As  there  was  not  time  to  consider 
fully  its  effect  upon  the  draft  Bill  it  was  at  that  meeting 
decided  to  withhold  the  publication  of  the  Bill,  but  it  was 
arranged  that  the  President  should  make  a  statement  on 
the  matter  in  open  Council.  When  the  subject  was 
reached,  Mr.  Gifford,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hobbs,  moved 
that  the  report  be  taken  in  open  Council,  which  was  agreed 
to  after  considerable  argument.  The  report  recommended 
that  the  draft  Bill  be  not  published,  whereupon  Mr. 
Gifford  proposed  a  motion  that  that  particular  clause  of 
the  report  be  not  accepted,  intending  to  follow  it  up  with 
a  motion  that  the  Bill  be  published.  The  first  motion  was, 
however,  lost,  so  the  world  of  pharmacy  is  still  in  the 
dark  as  to  the  intentions  of  the  Council.  The  other  matters 
that  came  before  the  meeting  were  condolences  by  the 
President  on  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Shenstone  and  Mr. 
E.  B.  Stamp.  The  Registrar  presented  his  annual  report, 
and  157/.  was  voted  from  the  Benevolent  Fund.  The 
Treasurer  drew  from  the  President  a  promise  that  a 
general  report  on  the  effect  of  the  organisation  meetings 
should  be  laid  before  the  Council  on  the  conclusion  of  the 
series.  The  London  examiners  reported,  and  suggested 
amendments  in  regard  to  the  proposed  alterations  in  the' 
regulations  for  the  registration  of  students ;  but  the  Scot- 
tish Board  have  not  yet  sent  in  a  report. 


The  Council  Meeting  took  place  on  February  5,  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square.  London,  W.C.  There  were  present 
the  President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young),  the  Vice-President  (Mr. 
J.  F.  Harrington),  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and 
Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  A.  C.  Campkin,  M.  Carteighe,  W.  G. 
Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon, 
J.  Harrison,  A.  E.  Hobbs,  C.  J.  Park,  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
A  Southall,  E.  White,  and  A.  C.  Wootton. 

Deaths. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  dis- 
posed of, 

The  President  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  A. 
Shenstone  (Bristol),  the  President  stating  that  he  first 
made  Mr.  Shenstone's  acquaintance  in  1871,  when  he  was 
a  Bell  scholar  of  the  Society.  He  also  referred  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Stamp  at  the  ripe  age  of  75.  Mr. 
Stamp,  he  said,  had  been  a  useful  member  of  the  craft 
and  of  great  service  to  the  Society.  The  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  letters  of  condolence  to  the  relatives. 

It  was  mentioned  that  letters  of  appreciation  for  sym- 
pathy had  been  received  from  the  executors  or  relatives  of 
the  late  Sir  A.  B.  Garrod.  Mr.  G.  S.  Taylor,  Mr.  Joseph 
I  nee,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Bowen.. 

Elections. 

Members  and  student-associates  were  elected,  and  some 
were  restored  to  their  former  position  in  the  Society. 
Four  names  were  also  restored  to  the  Register  on  pay- 
ment of  the  customary  fee  of  one  guinea. 

The  Secretary  reported  that,  pursuant  to  Statute,  he 
announced  that  Messrs.  Carteighe,  Harrington,  Harrison, 
Hobbs,  Park,  Southall,  and  Young  would  retire  from  the 
Council  in  May  next. 

Annual  Report. 
The  Secretary  next  presented  his  annual  report,  which 
showed  the  state  of  the  registers  and  membership  of  the 


MEETING. 

Society  on  December  31,  1907.  There  were  16,110  names 
on  the  Register,  compared  with  15,948  at  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1905 — 13,990  chemists  and  2,120  pharma- 
ceutical chemists.  In  regard  to  the  annual  subscribers  to 
the  Society,  the  number  of  members  on  December  31  stood 
at  6,043,  against  5,969  at  the  end  of  1906  ;  and  the  student- 
associates  439,  against  482  in  1906.  Life  compounders 
numbered  555,  against  537  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 
An  analysis  of  the  examinations  for  1907  was  also  given, 
from  which  it  appears  that  266  students  were  registered, 
against  291  in  1906,  and  out  of  72  major  candidates  exactly 
half  passed.  For  the  minor  there  were  1,126  candidates 
(1.164  in  1905),  and  of  these  411  passed,  against  400  in 
the  previous  year.  The  erasures  from  the  Register  were 
274  (against  451  last  year),  additions  437  (against  446)— 
a  net  increase  of  163.  Following  these  statistics,  the 
Registrar  gave  particulars  of  the  cases  of  alleged  infringe- 
ment of  the.  Pharmacy  Acts  investigated  during  1907,  the 
following  being  a  summary  of  the  200  cases  :

In  sixteen  other  cases  of  alleged  infringement  which 
had  been  reported  at  Birmingham  (4),  Burnley  (2), 
Cardiff,  Leeds  (2),  Leicester  (3),  Marylebone,  Nor- 
manton  (2),  and  Plymouth,  it  was  found  upon  analysis 
that  the  poison  asked  for  had  been  omitted  from  the 
articles  purchased,  and  proceedings  could  not,  therefore, 
be  taken  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  Hagon  referred  to  the  satisfactory  nature  of  the 
report,  and  emphasised  the  fact  that  the  membership  of 
the  Society,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  chemists  in, 
business,  is  not  small  as  has  been  stated.  The  Council 
could  not  expect  to  get  a  large  number  of  assistants  to 
join.  From  inquiries  in  the  office  he  found  that  the  esti- 
mated number  of  chemists  in  business  is  between  8,000 
and  9,000,  whilst  an  advertising  agency  gives  it  at  8,390. 
From  these  figures  he  considered  that  the  Society  has  the 
(  great  majority  of  chemists  in  business.  Mr.  Hagon  re- 
ferred to  a  statement  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Association  about  "the  paltry  membership  of 
the  Society,"  and,  characterising  it  as  a  piece  of  insolence, 
said  he  was  surprised  that  no  member  of  the  Society  pre- 
sent had  the  courage  to  repudiate  the  assertion.  Mr. 
Hagon  suggested  that  the  Organisation  Committee  should 
look  after  the  wandering  sheep,  this  being  his  designation 
of  those  who  have  not  renewed  their  subscriptions.  There 
are,  he  said,  277  guineas  waiting  to  be  collected.  He  also 
'  wished  the  Registrar  would  give  a  summary  of  the  num- 
I  ber  of  prosecutions  of  chemists  who  had  ceased  member- 
ship for  using  the  letters  M.P.S. 

The  President  reminded  Mr.  Hagon  that  the  report 
was  merely  a  recital  of  fact,  and 

Mr.  Gifford  said  it  was  evidence  of  the  urgency 
of  the  need  for  an  organising  secretary,  at  which 

The  President  said,  "  I  think  we  have  heard  you  say 
that  before." 

Mr.  Southall  asked  if  the  officers  knew  the  actual  num- 
ber of  chemists  in  business. 
The  Secretary  :  No,  it  is  not  known. 

The  President  said  he  did  not  wish  it  to  go  forth  that 
it  was  improper  for  chemists  not  in  business  for  themselves 
to  belong  to  the  Society. 
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Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  membership  of  the  Society  could 
be  made  greater.  He  did  not  share  in  the  view  that  the 
Council  could  not  expect  assistants  and  apprentices  to  join 
the  Society. 

Mr.  Hagon  added  that  his  point  was  that  the  proportion 
of  chemists  in  business  should  be  borne  in  mind  when 
analysing  the  membership. 

The  report  was  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes.

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
port, mentioned  that  11.  lis.  6d.  had  been  received  as  a 
donation  from  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  then 
taken  in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Cross,  in  moving  its  adoption,  mentioned  that  nine 
grants  amounting  to  157^.  had  been  made,  this  including 
201.  to  the  Secretary's  casual  fund. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee. 

The  Treasurer  next  presented  the  report  of  the  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee,  which  included 
the  approval  of  Messrs.  Parkinson's  bill  for  37/.  9s.  6d. 
for  work  done  during  the  month.  No  delegate  is  to  be 
appointed  to  attend  the  annual  Congress  of  the  Royal  Sani- 
tary Institute. 

Mr.  Gifford  inquired  about  the  work  done  by  Messrs. 
Parkinson,  about  which  no  details  were  given  in  the  report. 

The  President  explained  that  in  a  big  establishment 
there  are  always  repairs  requiring  attention. 

The  Treasurer  said,  as  far  as  he  remembered,  the  account 
was  for  routine  work,  such  as  cleaning  out  pipes  and  closets, 
and  window-cleaning.  He  added,  amid  laughter,  that  he 
was  rather  grieved  that  Mr.  Gifford  had  taken  up  the  role 
of  Dr.  Symes  in  the  matter  of  this  account. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation. 

The  report  of  the  Organisation  Committee,  which  came 
on  next,  referred  to  meetings  to  be  held  at  Chester,  Birming- 
ham, and  Sunderland  during  the  month.  The  President  is 
to  go  to  Chester  and  Birmingham  and  the  Vice-President 
to  Sunderland.  The  Secretary  had  added  a  note  to  the 
report  that  the  last-named  meeting  completed  the  series, 
with  the  exception  of  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  Wales. 

Mr.  Gib  ford  said  it  was  fair  to  his  colleagues  to  mention 
that  the  meetings  brought  out  the  necessity  of  an  organising 
secretary. 


The  President  :  I  think  you  have  mentioned  that  before. 
(Laughter.) 

The  Treasurer  inquired  whether,  now  that  the  series 
was  nearly  completed,  it  was  contemplated  making  a 
general  report  as  to  the  effect  of  the  meetings. 

The  President  said  that  the  suggestion  was  useful,  and 
would  be  acted  upon. 

Examinations. 
The  report  of  the  examinations  held  in  January  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Boards  of  Examiners.  This  report  showed 
that  266  candidates  were  examined  for  the  Minor  (196  in 
London  and  70  in  Edinburgh)  and  that  105  passed  (76  in 
London  and  29  in  Edinburgh).  Certificates  were  received 
from  eighty  persons  desirous  of  registration  as  apprentices 
or  students.  The  Board  for  England  and  Wales  con- 
sidered the  result  from  the  Council  on  the  subject  of  the 
regulations  for  the  registration  of  pharmaceutical  students 
and  recommended  the  Council  to  consider  the  advisability  of 

(a)  retaining  the  existing  conditions  requiring  students 
to   have   passed   in    a   modern    foreign    language,  and 

(b)  omitting  for  the  present  from  the  list  of  approved 
certificates  the  junior  school  certificate  of  the  London  Uni- 
versity, on  the  ground  that  the  examination  for  such  certifi- 
cate is  of  such  recent  foundation  that  adequate  experience 
of  its  standard  is  not  yet  available. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
outlined  the  steps  that  led  up  to  the  suggested  alterations 
in  the  regulations  for  admission  of  Preliminary  certificates, 
and  added  that,  as  the  Scottish  Board  had  not  yet  reported, 
the  matter  could  not  be  gone  into.  The  recommendations 
of  the  English  Board  would,  however,  go  before  the 
Examinations  and  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Allen  asked  whether  there  would  be  any  further  dis- 
cussion on  the  recommendations. 

The  President  said  the  committee  would  report  to  the 
Council,  when  there  would  be  an  opportunity  for  discussion.

Parliamentary  Matters. 

The  President  proposed  that  the  "  Journal  "  Committee's 
report  be  taken  in  committee,  and  was  about  to  propose  the 
same  treatment  for  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and 
General  Purposes  Committee,  which  he  said  was  the  cus- 
tomary method,  when 

Mr.  Gifford  proposed  that  it  be  taken  in  open  Council. 
It  is,  he  added,  obviously  necessary  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Hobbs  :  I  second  that.    It  is  quite  necessary. 

The  President  said  he  hoped  the  mover  and  seconder 
realised  the  step  they  were  taking  in  departing  from  the 
usual  practice. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  it  was  not  the  general  practice  to 
take  this  report  in  committee.  Sometimes  there  were 
reasons  for  doing  so,  but  it  was  not  general. 

The  President  said  on  almost  every  occasion  the  report 
is  taken  in  committee. 

Mr.  Campkin  thought  it  better  to  follow  precedent, 
which  was  to  take  part  of  the  report  in  committee. 

The  President,  in  putting  Mr.  Gifford's  motion,  used  the 
words  "  that  the  report  be  not  taken  in  committee  as  usual," 
which  drew  a  protest  from 

Mr.  Harrison,  who  said  that  was  not  the  proper  form. 

Mr.  Carteighe  pointed  out  that  it  would  not  be  possible 
to  discuss  the  report  if  only  part  of  it,  and  that  a  substantial 
part,  was  not  made  public. 

The  Treasurer  said  he  did  not  know  what  was  behind  the 
discussion,  and  in  that  case  he  should  be  loyal  to  his  chief, 
who  evidently  desired  the  report  to  be  taken  in  committee. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  there  was  nothing  very  serious  afoot ; 
all  that  was  wanted  was  to  inform  the  members,  who  are 
anxious  to  know,  of  what  the  Council  has  been  doing. 

The  motion  was  then  put,  nine  voting  for  it  and  six 
against  it. 
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Mr.  Gifford  :  We  want  the  whole  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  all  were  not  clear  as  to  the  voting. 
(Mr.  Gifford  :  "  I  am.")  The  previous  night,  in  committee, 
it  was  understood  that  the  President  would  make  a  state- 
ment on  a  certain  matter,  and  that  the  report  would  not 
be  read. 

Mr.  Hagon  :  We  want  the  discussion  in  public. 

Mr.  Campkin  maintained  the  superiority  of  the  Council 
over  committees. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  all  were  agreed  that  the  Council  was 
the  superior  body,  but  were  the  members  clear  on  the  issue 
of  the  previous  night's  meeting,  when  it  was  agreed  that  a 
certain  part  of  the  report  should  be  disposed  of  by  the 
President  making  a  statement? 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  committee  in  this  case 
consisted  of  the  whole  Council.  He  thought  it  a  little 
Gilbertian  to  reverse  the  decision  of  the  previous  night. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  members  of  a  committee  were  justified 
in  placing  a  matter  before  the  Council  which  might  consist 
of  more  members  or  different  members  than  were  present  in 
the  committee. 

The  Report. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  report,  which  was  that  the 
committee  considered  an  amended  draft  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  and  the  parliamentary  action  to  be  taken.  It  was 
resolved  that  the  Bill  considered  at  the  January  meeting 
and  the  amended  Bill  then  before  the  committee  be  not  pro- 
ceeded with  at  the  present  time.  It  was  also  considered 
inadvisable  to  publish  the  text  of  the  Bill.  The  report  also 
stated  that  Mr.  White  had  not  had  an  opportunity  of  re- 
porting on  secret  medicines.  The  Birkenhead  Chemists' 
Association's  suggestion  regarding  the  use  of  the  title 
"pharmacist"  by  Minor  men  was  considered,  and  it  was 
resolved  that  as  the  change  would  require  fresh  legislation 
no  action  be  taken.  In  regard  to  the  reciprocity  sugges- 
tions of  the  New  South  Wales  Pharmacy  Board,  the  com- 
mittee did  not  consider  the  proposals  feasible  at  the  present 
time. 

The  President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and 
said  that  now  it  had  been  read  it  would  not  be  necessary 
to  make  the  statement  he  had  intended. 

Mr.  Gifford  wished  the  draft  Bill  to  be  published,  and 
appealed  to  the  President  to  inform  him  how  his  objection 
to  the  clause  of  the  report  dealing  with  that  matter  could 
be  made  effective.  He  said  the  members  of  the  Society 
have  been  led  to  expect  a  draft  Bill.  It  is  known  that 
there  has  been  a  change  of  front,  that  the  essential  ideas 
of  former  Bills  have  been  abandoned,  and  a  new  line  taken. 
That  difference  is  shown  up  most  admirably  and  emphati- 
cally in  the  draft  Bill  of  the  previous  night.  It  is  merely 
constitutional  to  lay  the  Bill  before  the  members  of  the 
Society.  He  regarded  the  matter  as  one  of  the  very  first 
importance. 

Mr.  Hobbs  objected  to  the  repression  of  the  publication 
of  the  Bill,  into  which  a  great  amount  of  work  had  been 
put.  The  draft  would  indicate  to  the  country  the  line 
of  policy  which  the  Council  has  felt  bound  to  adopt.  It 
cannot  do  any  harm  to  let  this  be  known.  The  suggested 
schedule  of  poisons  would  be  useful  to  chemists  as  showing 
the  lines  upon  which  the  Council  are  working  to  bring  about 
uniformity  in  the  sale  of  poisons. 

Mr.  Campkin  suggested  that  the  decision  of  the  previous 
night  might  be  reconsidered.  He  had  heard  with  astonish- 
ment, pain,  and  regret,  that  it  was  not  contemplated  to 
proceed  with  the  Pharmacy  Bill  at  the  present  time.  If 
that  means  in  the  present  Session  of  Parliament  he  thought 
that  some  explanation  should  be  made  as  to  why  there  is  to 
be  no  Bill  before  Parliament. 

The  Treasurer  pointed  out  that  the  question  before  the 
Council  was  as  to  the  publication  of  the  draft  Bill. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  he  would  move  that  the  report  be  sent 
back  to  the  committee,  but 

Mr.  Gifford  said,  as  the  matter  was  of  some  urgency,  he 
moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  with  the  exception  of  the 
paragraph  which  withheld  the  publication  of  the  draft  Bill. 

Mr.  Allen  pointed  out  that  the  draft  Bill  had  not  been 
considered  by  the  Council  and  therefore  was  not  ready  for 
publication. 

The  resolution  having  been  reduced  to  writing, 
Mr.  Campkin  said  he  would  be  in  order  in  discussing  the 


reasons  for  the  publication  of  the  Bill.  It  is  desirable  that 
the  draft  should  be  submitted  to  the  members  to  obtain  the 
opinion  of  chemists  at  large.  The  Bill  had  his  approval 
generally,  and  it  is  necessary  that  the  Society  should  get  a 
Bill  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Commons.  He  likened  the 
state  of  the  craft  to  the  walls  of  Jerusalem,  in  which 
breaches  had  been  made,  and  said  steps  should  be  taken  to 
build  up  the  wall  again.  That  is  the  plain  duty  of  the 
Council  as  representing  the  craft. 

The  President  pointed  out  that,  if  Mr.  Gifford's  motion 
was  carried,  the  effect  would  bo  that  the  Council  would  not 
proceed  with  the  Bill. 
Mr.  Campkin  :  I  want  the  Council  to  go  on  with  the  Bill. 
Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  only  question  was  whether  it  is- 
politic  to  publish  the  Bill  in  its  present  form. 

Mr.  Harrison  commented  on  the  short  acquaintance  of 
the  Council  with  the  Bill,  which,  however,  has  not  yet  been 
shown  to  declare  a  change  of  policy.  The  Council  must 
have  regard  to  the  political  situation.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  so  many  matters  before  Parliament  of  first-class 
importance  that  a  Pharmacy  Bill  is  not  likely  to  meet  with 
consideration. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  that  the  committee  could  not  yet  agree 
among  themselves  in  regard  to  the  provisions  of  the  Bill, 
and  he  did  not  think  it  dignified  on  the  part  of  the  Council 
to  put  such  a  draft  forward.    With  this 

Mr.  Allen  agreed,  saying  it  would  be  different  if  the  Bill 
had  received  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  there  was  some  confusion  as  to  the 
voting  on  the  previous  night.  He  should  refuse  to  counten- 
ance the  repression  of  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Allen  :  It  is  not  a  Bill  yet;  it  has  not  been  approved 
by  the  Council. 

Mr.  Hagon  :  Let  it  be  discussed  by  the  members  and 
come  back  with  the  hall-mark  of  approval  upon  it. 

Mr.  Rowsell  said  that  as  a  matter  of  policy  they  should 
have  a  Bill  before  Parliament;  but  he  felt  that  the  com- 
mittee should  have  an  opportunity  of  further  discussing  the 
Bill,  which  was  practically  a  new  one. 

Mr.  Currie  said  he  thought  they  should  publish  the  Bill^ 
as  there  is  a  feeling  that  there  has  been  a  change  of  policy. 
The  President  had,  in  fact,  shown  this  in  speeches  he  had 
made  in  the  country.  The  Bill  was  discussed  in  a  way  in 
December,  and  a  few  alterations  since  made  were  not  very 
material. 

A  Voice  :  A  new  clause  was  added  last  night. 
The  President  :  That  is  a  very  serious  matter. 
The  amendment  was  then  put  to  the  vote  and  defeated, 
seven  being  for  and  nine  against. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  Did  I  not  see  one  member  vote  both 
times  ? 

The  President  :  Oh,  Mr.  Gifford !  Whatever  is  the 
matter?  (Laughter.) 

The  President  was  proceeding  to  put  the  original  motion 
that  the  report  be  adopted,  when 

Mr.  Wootton  mentioned  that  the  note  about  the  New 
South  Wales  reciprocity  suggestions  did  not  quite  convey 
the  finding  of  the  meeting.  It  was  understood  that  the 
N.S.W.  Board  was  to  be  asked  to  take  the  step  it  sug- 
gested of  communicating  with  the  New  South  Wales 
Government,  who  in  turn  would  bring  the  matter  before  the 
Colonial  Office.  He  did  not  want  it  to  appear  that  the 
Society  were  not  in  sympathy  with  the  New  South  Wales 
Board. 

Mr.  Campkin  :  Does  the  report  mean  that  we  shall  not 
proceed  to  promote  legislation  this  Session  ? 

Mr.  Gifford  (excitedly)  :  Let  us  not  play  with  words. 
The  Treasurer  :  The  point  before  the  Council  now  is 
that  regarding  the  reciprocity  proposals. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  agreed  to  alter  the  wording 
in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Wootton. 

Mr.  Hagon  asked  whether  the  names  of  those  who  voted 
for  and  against  Mr.  Gifford's  motion  could  be  taken. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  it  was  open  to  any  member  to  demand! 
a  ballot,  but  not  to  go  back  on  what  had  passed. 

Mr.  Gifford  with  some  emphasis  said  the  Bill  was  before' 
the  Council.  It  was  playing  with  words  to  postpone  the 
matter.  In  another  month  or  so  it  will  be  the  end  of  the- 
Session.  He  had  been  fighting  in  this  matter  for  ten  years, 
and  now  that  he  had  at  last  got  face  to  face  with  the  foe  he 
was  not  allowed  to  continue  the  fight.    He  could  not  agree 
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with  the  committee,  so  he  appealed  to  Caesar — the  chemists 
of  the  country. 

The  Treasurer  asked  whether  Mr.  Gifford  had  come  close 
to  his  enemies  last  night  for  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  Yes ;  last  night. 

The  Treasurer  :  Then  this  must  be  a  new  Bill. 

The  President  said  he  was  bound  to  go  by  the  findings 
of  the  committee.  He  then  put  the  motion  for  the  adoption 
of  the  report,  and  it  was  adopted — Messrs.  Campkin,  Gif- 
ford, Hagon.  and  Hobbs  dissenting. 

The  President  :  Do  you  want  the  names,  Mr.  Hagon  ? 
{Laughter.) 

Medal  Examiners. 
Messrs.  E.  H.  Farr.  F.  E.  Fritsch,  and  E.  S.  Perk  were 
appointed  examiners  for  the  Pereira  medal  and  Council 
prize  competitions  to  be  held  in  April. 

Examinations  in  Scotland. 
The  Privy  Council  sent  a  copy  of  the  Visitor's  report  on 
the  examinations  in  Scotland  during  1907.  In  this  report 
Dr.  G.  Balfour  Marshall,  after  giving  statistics,  refers  to 
the  decrease  in  the  number  of  candidates  and  the  increase 
in  the  percentage  of  passes.  The  improvement  in  the  latter 
has  been  mainly  in  practical  chemistry  and,  in  a  lesser  degree, 
in  practical  pharmacy  and  dispensing.  He,  however,  regards 
41  per  rent,  of  failures  in  the  practical  portion  of  the  ex- 
amination as  too  high,  and  due  to  inadequate  laboratory 
training.  The  examinations  in  practical  chemistry  and 
practical  pharmacy  are  not  beyond  the  capacity  of  the 
average  student,  and  as  ample  time  is  given  to  overtake  the 
problems  set  by  the  examiners,  the  candidate  should  have 
no  great  difficulty  in  passing  if  he  devoted  more  time  to 
acquiring  a  greater  familiarity  with  laboratory  work. 
There  were  no  failures  in  prescription-reading. 

Other  Letters. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western  Australia  wrote 
urging  the  Council  to  submit  to  Parliament  a  Bill  that 
would  legalise  the  acceptance  in  Great  Britain  of  Colonial 
certificates. 

The  Chester  Chemists'  Association  sent  a  resolution  of 
indignation  at  attempts  to  damage  the  Society  and  its  pro- 
perty, and  suggested  that  a  counterblast  should  be  circu- 
lated. 

Army  Dispensers. 

The  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Association  sent  a 
communication  regarding  the  status  of  dispensers  of  medi- 
cine under  the  new  Territorial  Army  scheme,  asking  the 
-Council  to  secure  adequate  recognition  of  qualified  chemists. 
The  Association  had  been  informed  by  Mr.  Currie  that  the 
■question  is  being  considered  by  the  Council,  and  in  that 
■case  desired  to  emphasise  the  view  that  regimental  dis- 
pensing should  be  in  the  hands  of  registered  chemists  and 
druggists  or  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  that  every 
qualified  person  should  rank  as  a  non-commissioned  officer. 

Mr.  Currie  said  that  Sir  George  Beatson  had  been  ap- 
pointed Principal  Medical  Officer  of  the  South  of  Scotland 
Territorial  Army,  and  it  had  been  the  intention  to  com- 
municate with  him. 

The  President  :  We  will  refer  the  matter  to  a  committee 
which  was  appointed  some  years  ago  to  go  into  the  matter. 

Mr.  Eowsell  said  it  was  important  that  chemists  should 
get  proper  recognition  at  the  start  of  the  new  scheme. 

Mr.  Currie  asked  if  it  would  strengthen  the  hands  of  the 
Society  if  the  Glasgow  Association  were  to  communicate 
with  Sir  George  Beatson. 

The  President  said  that  it  would  help,  as  the  matter 
would  then  be  referred  to  headquarters  in  London. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

— The  employment  of  eerie  salts  as  oxidising- 
agents  in  the  manufacture  of  certain  important  chemical  sub- 
stances, such  as  benzaldehyde  and  related  compounds,  has 
been  patented,  and  a  series  of  cerous  salts  of  the  organic 
acids  employed  in  pharmacy  has  been  prepared  with  the  view 
of  ascertaining  the  therapeutic  effect  of  cerium. — The  Times. 


Society  of  public  Hnalpats. 

■THE  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public 
JL  Analysts  and  other  Analytical  Chemists  was  held  at 
Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  on  Wednesday.  February  5, 
Mr.  E.  J.  Bevan,  who  on  the  death  of  Dr.  John  Clark  in 
July  last  resumed  the  office  of  President,  in  the  chair.  A 
very  satisfactory  balance-sheet  having  been  presented  by 
Mr.  E.  W.  Voelcker,  votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  the 
Treasurer,  Secretaries,  and  auditors,  after  which  Mr.  Bevan 
delivered  the 

Presidential  Address. 
Having  regard  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Society  owing 
to  the  deaths  of  Dr.  Clark.  Dr.  Dupre.  and  Messrs.  F.  J.  M. 
Page  and  Macfarlane,  Mr.  Bevan  alluded  to  the  widened 
scope  of  the  reconstituted  Society,  which,  he  hoped,  would 
induce  all  engaged  in  analytical  work  to  become  members, 
thereby  considerably  augmenting  the  membership,  which 
now  stands  at  338.  Dealing  with  the  legislation  of  last  year 
affecting  the  profession,  attention  was  drawn  to  the  very 
high  premium  of  10s.  per  cent,  required  by  the  insurance 
companies  for  the  insurance  of  assistants  under  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act.  The  premium  originally  fixed 
was  11.  per  cent.,  but,  though  it  had  been  halved,  Mr.  Bevan 
considered  it  is  still  excessive.  With  regard  to  the  im- 
portant question  of  the  addition  of  preservatives  to  foods,  it 
was  to  be  regretted,  he  said,  that  the  passage  into  law  of 
the  recommendations  of  the  Departmental  Committee  which 
inquired  into  the  subject  some  seven  years  was  so  long 
delayed,  as  the  use  of  preservatives  was  increasing,  and  tho 
amount  permissible  was  at  present  left  entirely  to  the  judg- 
ment of  each  individual  analyst.  Mr.  Bevan  finally  referred 
to  the  issue  of  the  "  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex."

Alfred  C.  Chapman  and  P.  A.  Ellis  Richards;  other 
members  of  Council,  Bertram  Blount,  Cecil  H.  Cribb, 
John  T.  Dunn,  Arthur  E.  Ekins,  John  Golding,  John  T. 
Hewitt,  A.  R,  Ling,  L.  Myddelton  Nash,  F.  W.  Richard- 
son, H.  Droop  Richmond,  G.  E.  Scott-Smith,  and  Lionel  W. 
Stansell. 

Immediately  following  the  annual  meeting,  the  ordinary 
monthly  meeting  was  held,  at  which  the  first  paper  read  was 
by  Mr.  C.  Ainsworth  Mitchell,  on 

English  Inks, 
their  composition  and  differentiation  in  handwriting.  From 
an  examination  of  a  large  number  of  samples  of  different 
makes  the  figures  were  found  to  be  very  variable,  the  total 
solid  matter  ranging  from  1.89  to  7.94  per  cent.,  and  the 
amount  of  iron  from  0.18  to  1.09  per  cent.  The  tannate  of 
iron  formed  in  the  darkening  of  inks  is  believed  to  be  repre- 
sented by  the  formula 

Fe(CuH:,0:,):, 
FetCuHoCVa 

Some  inks  can  be  differentiated  by  microscopical  examina- 
tion, but  a  large  number  of  chemical  agents  are  also  useful, 
including  oxalic  acid,  potassium  ferrocyanide,  saturated 
bromine  water,  and  titanous  chloride.  The  ink  used  in 
Germany  for  all  official  documents  is  of  the  iron  gall  type. 
In  reply  to  the  President,  Mr.  Mitchell  said  he  never  met 
with  an  ink  which  was  unaffected  by  bleaching  agents. 

The  second  paper  was  by  Dr.  Hewitt  on  "  The  Constitu- 
tion of  Indicators  used  in  Acidimetry,"  in  which  the  author 
sought  to  show  that  the  explanation  of  the  action  of  in- 
dicators probably  depends  on  a  combination  of  the  iopic  and 
the  intramolecular  theories.

Election  of  Officers. — A  ballot  was  taken  for  the  pre- 
sidency, and  resulted  in  Mr.  J.  Fletcher  being  re-elected. 
Mr.  W.  Barron  was  elected  a  Past-President,  and  Mr.

and  W.  Palmer. 

Other  Business. — The  report  of  the  Formulary  Com- 
mittee was  introduced  by  Mr.  F.  T.  Palmer.  The  com- 
mittee were  thanked  and  were  asked  to  work  out  the 
whole  detail  for  a  future  meeting.  Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas 
presented  to  the  Association  two  framed  enlarged  photo- 
graphs, one  of  Mr.  W.  Barron  and  the  other  a  group  of 
members  and  friends  on  picnic.  Mr.  A.  Hill  was  elected 
auditor,  and  Mr.  H.  Wilkins  was  thanked  for  his  services 
in  that  capacity. 


Stockport  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  County  Restaurant.  Stockport, 
on  Tuesday  evening,  January  29,  Mr.  John  Nicholson  ( Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance,  members 
having  gone  to  hear  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  of  Blackburn,  on 


Pharmacy  Prospects. 
After  a  few  preliminary  remarks  in  regard  to  the  status 
of  the  chemist — on  the  one  hand  commercial,  on  the  other 
professional — he  addressed  himself  as  to  how  this  may  be 
better  maintained.  He  considered  that  titles  are  worth 
fighting  for,  as  they  embody  a  basic  principle,  the  destruc- 
tion of  which  would  make  ridiculous  any  claim  to  profes- 
sional position.  The  title  for  which  qualification  is  demanded 
should  be  used  only  by  or  through  the  person  who  earns 
it.  To  use  Lord  Aldwyn's  simile,  no  one  must  run  the 
train  or  call  himself  an  engine-driver  but  the  qualified 
person.  To  his  mind  this  is  an  absolute  minimum,  and 
whatever  consequence  were  involved,  it  must  be  faced.  The 
direct  consequences  of  this  claim  are,  he  said,  that  neither 
people  unqualified  nor  corporate  nor  incorporate  bodies 
might  use  the  title,  and  it  should  die  with  the  individual. 
If  a  company  or  limited  partnership  might  employ  the 
person  and  the  title,  so  might  any  responsible  individuals. 
This,  he  said,  is  the  immediate  legislative  work  most 
clearly  indicated,  and  to  this  object  all  the  resources  of 
organisation  possessed  by  the  Society  should  be  directed. 
Combination,  he  continued,  must  be  the  watchword  : 

In  mutual  and  combined,  as  well  as  in  individual  effort,  lie 
our  only  chances  of  impressing  Parliament  and  the  public. 
There  is  not  the  slightest  need  for  hesitation  or  reservatioa. 
for  our  welfare  is  the  public  welfare,  our  protection  their 
protection,  our  mistakes  are  theirs — the  interests,  remem- 
ber, which  were  intended  to  be  safeguarded  by  the  State. 
The  future  of  pharmacy  is  not  on  the  knees  of  the  gods.  It 
is  in  our  hands,  in  the  hands  of  the  individuals,  who  collec- 
tively make  up  what  we  understand  as  the  profession  or 
craft  of  pharmacy. 

The  President  called  on  Mr.  James  Grier,  M.Sc,  Man- 
chester, to  open  the  discussion,  lie  said  the  administrative 
department  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  not  conducted 
in  the  businesslike  manner  it  might  be.  He  advocated  the 
changes  in  qualification  and  registration  outlined  in  his 
letter  in  the  6'.  db  D.  last  week.  Mr.  Watson  thought  that 
dispensing,  which  is  the  pharmacist's  true  work,  should  be 
confined  to  qualified  individuals,  quite  as  much  as  the 
title.  He  thought  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  does  not 
take  enough  interest  in  the  rank  and  file.  The  discussion 
was  followed  up  by  Mr.  W.  Roberts,  who  gave  statistics  of 
patients  treated  in  institutions  in  many  large  towns  ;  he  up- 
held Mr.  Watson's  views  re  institution  dispensing,  and 
thought  that  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  is  a  menace  to 
pharmacy.  Mr.  Bowden  opposed  the  unification  of  the 
two  existing  examinations,  and  Mr.  Wilson  also  spoke.  Mr. 
Gifford,  having  replied,  was  cordially  thanked  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Armfield,  seconded  by  Mr.  Bowden. 


Edinburgh  C,  A.,  and  A.  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  January  29,  Mr.  E.  0.  Rowland 
(President)  in  the  chair. 

Limits  of  Ash  in  Pills. — Mr.  James  Abernethy  read  a 
paper,  in  the  course  of  which  the  following  experimental 
results  were  given  : 
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Gelatin-coated  pills  of  the  same  make  required  the  same 
time  to  disintegrate  as  the  uncoated,  whilst  varnished 
ones  required  about  one  hour.  In  fixing  limits  for  ash  of 
pills  the  pearl-coated  type  would  be  excluded  owing  to  the 
time  they  take  to  disintegrate. 

Ash  in  Commercial  Rhubarbs. — Mr.  Bruce  McD. 
Branijr  incinerated  two  samples  of  good  Chinese  rhubarbs 
in  lump  (Nos.  1  and  2),  one  English  rhubarb  in  lump 
(No.  3),  and  two  commercial  powdered  rhubarbs  (Nos.  4 
and  5).  and  the  results  were  as  follows  : 
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These  results  show  that  the  variation  in  the  percentage 
of  ash  is  not  so  wide  as  stated  by  Greenish,  but  it  is  within 
the  limits  stated  in  the  "  B.P.  Codex."  [The  author  has 
apparently  not  examined  the  finest  qualities  of  Shensi  rhu- 
barb, which  yield  high  percentages  of  ash. — Editor 
C.  &  ZX] 

Messrs.  Currie,  Cowie,  Plendsrleith,  and  Rowland  dis- 
cussed the  papers. 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Institution  on 
Thursday  evening,  January  30,  Mr.  J.  T.  Hornblower 
(President)  in  the  chair. 

New  Members. — Messrs.  J.  G.  Driver,  Geo.  Driver,  jun., 
J.  W.  Kelly,  R.  M.  Helmsley,  S.  Adamson,  and  G.  Saunders 
were  duly  elected  members  of  the  Association. 

Miscellaneous  Communications.  —  The  President 
showed  a  sample  of  Serratifolia  buchu  which  he  had  found  in 
the  centre  of  a  bale  of  the  ordinary.  Mr.  A.  C.  Abraham  said 
he  noticed  in  some  buchu  what  seemed  to  be  seeds,  being 
small,  black,  and  about  fV  in.  in  length.  He  was  told  they 
were  flower-buds,  but  a  few  he  examined  appeared  to  be 
empty. — Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  showed  a  specimen  of  anti- 
monium  potassium  citrate  powder  which  contained  approxi- 
mately 20  per  cent,  oxide  of  antimony  and  crystallised  in 
small  hard  crystals.  He  thought  it  would  be  more  of 
theoretical  than  practical  interest. — Mr.  Harold  Wyatt 
stated  that  he  was  recently  asked  as  to  the  compatibility  of 
sodium  salicylate  and  liq.  strychnin*.  There  seemed  to  be 
an  idea  the  strychnine  would  be  precipitated,  but  so  long 
as  the  sodium  salicylate  does  not  exceed  a  drachm  in  an 
8-oz.  aqueous  mixture  no  precipitation  takes  place. 

Treasurer's  Report. — Mr.  W.  Wellings  (Hon.  Trea- 
surer) read  his  financial  statement,  duly  audited,  which 
showed  there  was  a  balance  in  hand  of  9^.  6s.  lid.  It  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  P.  H.  Marsden,  and  carried  unanimously, 
that  the  statement  be  accepted. 

Council  Election. — The  retiring  members  of  the  Council, 
Messrs.  T.  F.  Abraham,  John  Jones,  T.  H.  Swinton,  Harold 
Wyatt,  and  Dr.  Symes,  were  declared  re-elected,  there  being 
no  opposition. 

Amendments  to  Rules. — The  amendments  proposed  by 
Mr.  J.  H.  Robinson  and  the  resolution  proposed  by  Mr. 
T.  F.  Pe  rcival  as  printed  were  then  brought  forward  by 
Mr.  Percival.    These  embody  the  following  : 

The  Council  to  consist  of  ten  members,  inclusive  of  the 
President ;  three  members  to  retire  annually  in  the  years 
1910  and  1911  by  lot,  afterwards  in  rotation  each  year 
following,  and  to  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Non-attend- 
ance for  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Council  (except  in 
cases  of  illness  or  absence  from  home)  without  apology  to  be 
considered  a  resignation  of  office.  Three  members  to  form 
a  quorum. 

The  officers  to  consist  of  President,  Vice-President, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretary.  [Hitherto  two  Secretaries  have 
been  provided  for.] 

Mr.  Percival's  motion  was  :  "  It  is  necessary  for  reorgani- 


sation purposes  that  in  January  1909  the  Council  of  the 
Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  as  presently  constituted 
of  twenty-one  members,  shall  be  dissolved  ;  further,  that 
during  any  interregnum  which  may  follow,  the  affairs  of 
the  Association  shall  be  under  the  care  and  conduct  of  the 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  until 
such  time  as  a  new  Council  be  elected." 

A  long  discussion  ensued,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken  the 
amendments  were  declared  to  be  carried.

Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  was  held  at  the  Angel  Hotel,  Cardiff, 
on  the  evening  of  January  29,  Mr.  Joseph  Reynolds  (Pre- 
sident) in  the  chair.  After  the  loyal  toasts  that  of  the- 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  given  from  the  chair,  Mr.  Rey- 
nolds suggesting  that  a  Welsh-speaking  member  should  be  on 
the  Council. — Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington,  Vice-President  of  the 
Society,  in  the  course  of  his  reply  dwelt  on  some  recent 
events  within  the  Society,  and 
spoke  of  the  work  it  has  to  do. 
Mr.  A.  Hagon  also  responded, 
humorously  observing  that  he 
did  not  know  whether  the  hint 
conveyed  to  them  by  the  Presi- 
dent was  meant  to  himself  as  a 
notice  to  quit — (cries  of  "No, 
no  ") — or  whether  it  meant  they 
were  going  to  give  him  a 
Welsh-speaking  colleague  on 
the  Council.  He  hoped  the 
latter.  Touching  the  matter 
of  examinations,  he  said  it 
seemed  to  him  a  great  hardship 
that  a  Welsh-speaking  graduate 
should  have  to  take  up  a  foreign 
language  when  a  Frenchman  or 
German  could  come  to  this  country  and  simply  learn  the 
English  language.  He  took  earnest  steps  to  try  and  get 
this  remedied,  but  the  Council  told  him  it  could  not 
be  done,  as  the  by-laws  would  have  to  be  altered.  He 
persevered,  however,  and  the  Welsh  language  was  now 
no  longer  barred  by  the  words  "  a  foreign  language."  Mr. 
Hagon  commended  the  "B.P.  Codex"  to  the  attention  ofi 
the  members. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Gerhold,  Vice-President,  proposed  "  The  City 
and  Trade  of  Cardiff,"  and  in  replying  the  Lord  Mayor 
mentioned  that  his  father  intended  him  to  be  a  chemist,  and) 
the  reason  why  he  was  not  apprenticed  to  the  craft  was 
because  his  father  was  never  fond  of  making  money. 
(Laughter.)  Mr.  Councillor  J.  T.  Richards  also  responded, 
and  told  how  he  and  tho  President  had  been  at  school 
together  at  St.  Fagan's.  One  day  the  question  "What  is 
the  meaning  of  the  word  '  druggist '  ?  "  passed  down  the 
class  until  it  came  to  young  Reynolds,  when  he  replied  : 
"A  'druggist'  is  a  man  whom  my  uncle  sees  the  morning 
after  a  banquet."  (Laughter.)  The  speaker  also  referred  to 
the  valuable  assistance  given  by  Mr.  Councillor  Jones  on 
the  Health  Committee,  jokingly  remarking  that,  by  way  of 
compensation  for  the  wrongs  which  the  chemists  might  do, 
Mr.  Jones  had  also  been  put  on  the  Cemetery  Committee, 
a  point  which  he  was  sure  they  would  well  appreciate. 
(Laughter.) 

At  the  stage  of  the  proceedings  the  President,  on  behalf 
of  the  members,  presented  to  Mr.  R.  Mumford,  ex-Presi- 
dent, a  beautiniiiy  illuminated  address,  in  appreciation  oi 
the  unselfish  efforts  he  had  made  in  the  interests  of  the 
Associatioti.  The  President  said  that  Mr.  Mumford  was 
practically  the  father  of  the  Association,  and  the  work  he- 
had  done  for  it  had  been  enormous. — Mr.  R.  Mumford 
feelingly  acknowledged  the  compliment  paid  him,  and  said 
that  though  he  had  left  the  town  he  should  still  continue 
his  membership  of  the  Association,  and  would  be  pleased  to 
do  whatever  lay  in  his  power  for  its  prosperity.

The  usual  loyal  toasts  having  been  submitted  from  the 

<  hair,  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society."  In  the  course  of  a  sympathetic  speech  he  referred 
to  the  growth  of  the  unqualified  element  in  the  ranks  of  the 
trade  ;  expressed  no  regret  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  directorate 

<  lause,  and  characterised  the  "  B.P.  Codex  "  as  "  a  breath 
of  air  on  the  miasma  of  quackery." 

Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  in  acknowledging  the  toast, 
which  was  well  received,  spoke  first  about  the  curricu- 
lum clause  of  the  Bill  as  a  means  for  checking  the 
large  percentage  of  failures  in  the  minor  examinations, 
then  touched  on  the  Widows'  Clause  as  "  the  burning 
question  "  at  the  present  time,  and  proceeded  to  say  : 

During  the  past  year  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  been 
a  sort  of  mountain  in  labour  bringing  forth  a  mouse,  but  it 
had  not  been  the  Council's  fault.  Never  before  had  the 
Council  put  forth  such  strenuous  efforts  in  the  interests  of  the 

<  raft,  and  never  had  it  been  so  near  the  possibility  of  success. 
They  knew  nothing  about  the  Government's  Agricultural 
Poisons  Bill.  They  had  endeavoured,  but  they  had  not  yet 
succeeded,  in  drawing  the  authorities  on  this  "point.  If  the 
Poisons  Bill  was  brought  before  the  country  it  would  bo 
necessary  that  the  Society  should  also  have  a  Bill  before  the 
House  to  consider  in  conjunction  with  the  Government's  Bill. 
They  must  remain  on  the  alert,  and  the  Society  were  already 
considering  what  they  should  do  when  the  Government  Biil 
was  presented.  He  thought  they  had  demonstrated  pretty 
clearly  that  they  were  strong  enough  to  prevent  adverse  un- 
easiness in  Parliament.  The  tendency  nowadays  was  not  to 
grant  more  monopoly  to  the  Pharmaceutical"  Society,  but 
rather  to  take  from  them  some  of  what  they  had.  To  this 
•.hey  as  pharmacists  must  present  a  united  front.  And  in  this 
matter  local  associations,  such  as  the  North  Staffs  Chemists' 
Association,  were  of  the  greatest  value.  When  real  crises 
arose  and  it  became  necessary  that  every  M.P.  should  be 
approached,  then  it  was  that  the  real  value  of  such  Assccia- 

ions  came  in. 

In  concluding,  the  President  put  in  a  good  word  for  the 
"B.P.  Codex,"  and  Alderman  W.  Gowen  Cross  (Shrews- 
bury) also  responded. — Mr.  J.  Averill,  in  giving  the  toast 
of  "The  President  of  the  N.S.C.A.,"  spoke  of  the 
magnificent  work  done  for  the  Association  by  Mr. 
Edmund  Jones.  The  President  having  acknowledged. 
Mr.  Weston  Poole  proposed  "  The  Visitors,"  and 
Mr.  M.  R.  Warner  (Wolverhampton)  replied.  The 
toast,  of  "The  Medical  Profession"  was  acknowledged 
by  Dr.  Walker  and  Dr.  Broadbent,  the  latter  remark- 
ing that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  every  dispenser  was  a 
qualified  man.  It  would  take  a  great  responsibility  from 
the  shoulders  of  the  medical  men.    If  one  had  a  dispenser 


who  was  not  a  qualified  man,  one  was  sometimes  on  pins  and 
needles  as  to  whether  the  medicine  was  all  right  or  not. — 
Alderman  Gowen  Cross  proposed  "The  N.S.  Chemists' 
Association,"  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Blades,  in  reply,  declared  that 
the  title  question  was  the  vital  point  in  their  armour. — The 
Rev.  A.  R.  Ezard  gave  "The  Local  Governing  Bodies"  in 
a  humorcus  speech,  and  Mr.  Ernest  Mellor  proposed  "  The 
Ladies,"  which  was  acknowledged  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Kenys, 
Mr.  W.  Tipper,  and  Mr.  E.  Corner. 

Dining  at  Oldham. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  members  of  tho  Oldham  and 
District  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  cn  January  28, 
afc-thc  Oriental  Cafe,  Oldham,  .Mr.  J.  Lees  (President) 
in  the  chair.  There  was  a  moderate  attendance. 
The  royal  toast  having  been  musically  honoured, 
"The  Pharmaceutical  Society"  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
C.  Jones,  of  Royton,  and  Mr.  H.  Bagshaw,  Divisional 
Secretary,  replied.  Mr.  E.  Walters  then  submitted  "  Our 
Worthy  President,"  tho  company  heartily  responding  by 
singing  "For  He's  a  Jolly  Good  Fellow."  In  reply;  Mr. 
Lees  thanked  the  members  for  their  appreciation,  and  said 
he  was  afraid  there  was  a  danger  of  too  many  associations 
being  formed.  He  thought  the  Society's  organisation  schema 
was  the  one  most  likely  to  do  good.  He  regretted  that 
Oldham  was  not  more  fully  represented  at  the  B.P.  Con- 
ference in  Manchester,  and  said  they  had  missed  a  great 
opportunity  besides  a  great  pleasure.  He  agreed  with  Mr. 
Bagshaw  that  the  "Codex"  was  a  credit  to  the  Society. 
The  past  year  was  barren  as  regards  legislation,  the  Act  of 
1868  being  still  the  last  word.  The  Poisons  Schedule  was 
unsuited  to  modern  requirements,  and  there  was  no  need 
for  a  new  Act,  as  a  Privy  Council  order  was  quite  sufficient. 
He  suggested  that  there  should  be  some  gradation  in  tho 
labelling  of  poisons  to  distinguish  very  strong  poisons  from 
almost  harmless  liniments.  Mr.  W.  Yates,  of  Shaw,  pro- 
posed "Our  Guests,"  and  Messrs.  T.  Davis,  Vallance,  and 
Arnfield  replied.  Mr.  Vallance  said  there  was  no  reason 
why  such  towns  as  Oldham  should  not  invite  the  B.P.C., 
as  it  was  not  necessary  to  reproduce  the  Manchester  pro- 
gramme ;  what  was  required  mostly  was  a  heart}'  welcome, 
and  Oldhamers  were  second  to  none  in  that  respect.  After 
the  talking  came  the  singing,  etc.,  and  while  Xicotiana 
tabacum  was  undergoing  destructive  distillation  and  physio- 
logical tests  were  being  applied  to  various  beverages,  the 
company  was  regaled  with  songs,  etc.,  contributed  by  Messrs. 
M.  Stoddart,  Swinburne  (Allen  &  Hanburys),  Vallance, 
Isaac  Lees,  and  Kirby  (pianist).  Mr.  F.  Newby  gave  two 
recitations,  and  a  most  enjoyable  evening  terminated  with 
the  singing  of  "  Auld  Lang  Syne."

(John  Bell  &  Co.),  and  W.  F.  Senior  (Secretary).  After 
the  loyal  toasts  and  that  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
the  toast  of  "  The  Association  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  P.  S. 
Smith,  and  the  President,  in  responding,  said  that  it  was 
thirty-five  years  since  he  denned  the  apron  as  an  apprentice, 
and  he  had  still  keen  recollections  of  his  first  important 
pharmaceutical  operation,  which  was  the  making  of  a  batch 
of  pil.  asafoetida  co.  Proceeding,  he  gave  a  brief  sketch  of 
the  history  of  chemists'  business-places  in  the  town,  com- 
mencing with  the  year  1840,  when  there  were  six  established. 
About  two  of  these — Messrs.  Baker  and  Champley — a  good 
tale  is  told.  They  occupied  premises  within  sight  of  one 
another,  but  on  opposite  sides  of  the  street.  A  certain 
amount  of  jealousy  existed,  and  neither  was  willing  to  close 
at  night  before  his  neighbour.  Matters  reached  such  a  pitch 
that  when  the  apprentices  arrived  one  morning  they  found 
that  their  respective  masters  had  kept  open  shops  all  night. 
The  Secretary  also  replied  to  the  toast.  After  "The  Visitors" 
had  been  honoured,  Mr.  Mendly  commented  on  the  papers 
written  by  the    competitors  in  the  recent  examination 
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arranged  by  the  Association.  The  first  prize  (Remington's 
"Pharmacy")  was  presented  by  the  President  to  Mr. 
Oliver  Lawrence,  while  a  copy  of  1'nce'c  "  Latin  Grammar  " 
was  given  to  Mr.  W.  E.  Cole,  whose  paper  was  awarded  the 
second  place.  The  musical  portion  of  the  programme  was 
most  enjoyable. 

Whist. 

A  very  pleasant  evening  was  spent  on  January  30  by  the 
members  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  at 
73  Newman  Street,  London,  W.,  a  whist-drive  giving 
place  to  the  usual  business  meeting.

tlbe  Week's  poisoninos. 

rPHE  fatalities  from  poisoning  reported  during  the  past 
-L  week  number  six,  four  being  misadventures. — Henry 
Graham,  a  Falkirk  irondresser,  was  found  in  a  field  at 
Carronside  suffering  from  laudanum-poisoning,  and  he  died 
shortly  afterwards. — Laudanum,  in  accidental  overdose,  was 
taken  by  Samuel  Willis,  a  Manchester  silversmith,  in  order- 
to  ease  asthmatic  pains.  The  laudanum  was  obtained 
from  the  establishment  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Gilbert,  chemist  and 
surgeon-dentist,  234  Oldham  Road.  The  bottle  was  shown 
to  the  jury  at  the  inquest  on  February  3,  and  it  was  simply 
labelled  with  an  ordinary  label  bearing  the  name  and 
address  of  the  vendor.  The  word  "Poison"  was  printed 
on  the  label,  and  all  the  letters  were  in  red  ink,  but  the 
Coroner  said  it  was  not  a  proper  poison  label,  and  he  should 
make  further  inquiry  about  it. — At  an  inquest  held  at 
Birkenhead  on  the  body  of  William  Rowlands  (61),  an 
insurance  agent,  it  was  stated  that  deceased  had  complained 
of  influenza  before  being  found  dead  in  bed.  Dr.  Pearson 
made  a  post-mortem  examination,  and  said  death  was  due 
te  carbclic-acid  poisoning.  In  a  drawer  was  found  a  bottle 
containing  crystals  of  the  acid,  and  also  a  piece  of  paper, 
on  which  was  written  :  "  For  influenza  ;  24  drops  diluted." 
This,  Dr.  Pearson  said,  was  a  poisonous  dese.  The  Coroner 
said  the  prescription  on  the  bottle  was  insufficiently 
worded,  otherwise  deceased  would  never  have  taken  such  a 
large  dose.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "Death  from 
misadventure.'' — An  unknown  man  poisoned  himself  in  a 
Covent  Garden  coffee-house  with  some  substance  the  nature 
of  which  was  not  ascertained. — Edward  Leaver  (62),  of 
Clayton-le-Moors,  drank  caustic  soda  in  mistake,  and  his 
mouth,  throat,  and  stomach  were  so  injured  that  he  died 
from  starvation.— William  Miller  (87),  of  Mile  End,  drank 
nearly  a  whole  bottleful  of  cough-mixture,  and  died  as 
a  result. 


Society  of  Chemical  3noustn>. 


LONDON  SECTION. 

AN  exceptionally  large  company  of  the  members  of  the 
Chemical  Industry  Club  dined  at  the  Criterion  Res- 
taurant on  Monday  evening,  February  3,  before  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  section.  Dr.  Lew  kowitsch  presided,  and  the 
guests  of  the  club  were  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  (Treasurer  of  the 
Society),  Sir  H.  N.  Barlow,  Sir  Fredk.  Nathan,  and  Mr.  W. 
Rintoul,  each  of  whom  was  called  upon  to  speak  later  when 
their  healths  were  drunk.  Among  others  who  were  present 
we  noticed  Messrs.  C.  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  T.  D.  Morson,  Ed- 
mund White  (A.  White  &  Sons),  D.  Lloyd  Howard,  Geoffrey 
How^ard,  and  others  connected  with  pharmaceutical 
chemistry.  There  was  an  exceptionally  large  contingent  of 
analysts,  and  the  top  table  was  occupied  by  distinguished 
leaders  in  the  Society. 

The  proceedings  which  subsequently  took  place  at  Bur- 
lington House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  we*-e  a  little  late  in  com- 
mencing. The  room  was  quite  full,  some  members  being 
unable  to  find  seats.  Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch,  in  taking  the 
chair,  explained  that  Mr.  R.  J.  Friswell,  the  chairman  of 
the  section,  was  still  suffering  from  pneumonia — in  fact,  the 
report  on  his  condition  has  been  less  favourable  within  the 
past  fortnight,  enteric  fever  having  been  diagnosed.  Dr. 
Lewkowitsch  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Shen- 
stone,  of  Bristol,  which  occurred  that  day,  and  briefly 
sketched  that  gentleman's  career,  specially  mentioning  his 
aptitude  at  glass-blowing  and  the  construction  of  silica 
vessels. 

The  Manufacture  of  Nitro-Glycerix. 
The  Chairman  then  called  on  Lieut. -Col.  Sir  Frederick 
Nathan  to  read  a  paper  by  himself  and  Mr.  W.  Rintoul  on 
"  Nitro-Glycerin  and  its  Manufacture."  Sir  Frederick,  who 
was  well  received,  began  by  referring  to  the  discovery  of 
nitro-glycerin  by  f-'obrero  in  1847.  and  he  quoted  from  the 
Transactions  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Turin  Sobrero's 
account  of  his  discovery  of  what  he  called  "  pyro-glycerin." 
It  was  not  till  1863  that  Nobel,  realising  the  importance  of 
this  explosive,  started  making  it  on  a  commercial  scale  in 
Norway.  He  first  called  it  nitro-glycerin.  Serious  accidents, 
how-ever,  occurred  in  the  transportation  of  the  substance,  ancS 
prohibitive  legislation  led  Nobel  to  search  for  an  absorbent, 
so  as  to  have  the  nitro-glycerin  in  a  solid  state.  He  found 
this  in  kieselguhr,  which,  saturated  with  the  explosive,  forms 
dynamite.  Meanwhile  Mowbray,  in  the  United  States,  had 
started  making  nitro-glycerin  on  a  commercial  scale,  the  re- 
action between  the  mixed  nitric  and  sulphuric  acids  and  the 
glycerin  taking  place  in  earthenware  vessels  in  small  batches 
at  a  time.  He  afterwards  improved  the  manufacture  by 
spraying  the  glycerin  into  the  acids  and  facilitated  the  mixing 
by  means  of  compressed  air.  In  Mowbray's  factory  the  nitro- 
glycerin at  the  finish  was  run  into  tin  cans  lined  with  paraffin 
and  then  frozen,  in  which  state  it  can  be  transported  with 
less  danger  than  when  liquid.  The  lecturer  mentioned  that 
large  quantities  of  Mowbray's  nitro-glycerin  were  used 
during  1874  in  the  construction  of  the  Hoosac  tunnel  in 
Massachusetts.  Nobel  followed  up  his  discovery  of  dyna- 
mite by  producing  blasting  gelatin,  which  was  followed  in 
1888  by  the  introduction  of  ballastite  and  by  the  manufac- 
ture of  cordite  by  the  British  Government  in  1890.  Sir 
Frederick  then  went  into  considerable  detail  as  to  the  early 
manufacture  of  nitro-glycerin.  The  proportions  of  mixed 
acids  and  glycerin  have  varied  at  cuuerent  times,  as  also  the 
yield  of  the  explosive.  Theoretically  2.47  parts  of  nitro- 
glycerin should  be  obtained  from  one  part  of  glycerin,  but 
for  various  reasons  this  is  never  reached  in  practice.  Tho 
average  yield,  extending  over  a  large  number  of  years,  at 
the  Royal  Gunpowder  Factory,  has  been  214.25  per  cent. 
It  was  this  falling  short  of  the  theoretical  yield  that  led  to 
experimental  work  with  a  view  to  improving  the  process. 
It  was  found  that  a  not  inconsiderable  quantity  of  the 
product  was  absorbed  by  the  waste  acids,  and  that  this 
was  assisted  by  the  water  contained  in  the  sulphuric 
acid.  This  suggested  the  use  of  Nordhausen  sulphuric 
acid,  which  is  free  from  water  and  is  readily  obtainable 
at  the  present  day.  In  practice  Nordhausen  acid  was  found 
quite  satisfactory,  and  by  employing  it  considerable  economy 
has  been  effected.    The  greater  concentration  increases  the 
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capacity  of  the  plant — formerly  1,000  lb.  of  glycerin  was 
used  for  each  charge,  now  1,320  lb. — and  the  yield  is  229  per 
cent.  The  quantity  of  waste  acid  is  reduced,  and,  being  free 
from  water,  there  is  no  absorption  of  nitro  glycerin. 
Sir  Frederick  described  the  process  as  carried  out  at 
Waltham  Abbey.  Some  of  the  points  of  interest  are 
that  Nordhausen  sulphuric  acid  is  usad,  the  purest 
nitric  acid  is  employed,  and  the  mixed  acids  are  allowed  to 
stand  some  lime  to  obtain  a  clear  nitrating  acid,  this  being 
■an  advantage  in  ridding  the  acids  of  certain  impurities.  Tu 
keep  down  the  temperature  which  rises  on  mixing  the  acids 
a  series  of  pipes  through  which  cold  water  circulates  is 
•employed.  In  mixing  the  glycerin  compressed  air  is  used, 
the  glycerin  being  thinned  by  being  wanned  and  sprayed 
into  the  acids.  The  glycerin  is  obtainable  from  various 
sources  and  blended  in  10-ton  lots,  so  as  to  get  a  uniform 
product.  The  materials  are  measured,  and  not  weighed. 
An  important  point  is  that  at  Waltham  Abbey  all  earthen- 
ware cocks  have  been  abolished,  as  they  were  found  to  be 
a  source  of  danger.  This  has  been  managed  by  floating  off 
the  nitro-glycerin — nitroglycerin  floats  on  the  mixed  acids 
— and  allowing  it  to  run  by  gravity  to  the  washing-tanks. 
The  raising  of  the  nitro  glycerin  takes  place  by  introducing 
waste  acid  beneath  it.  All  the  water  used  at  the  Royal 
Gunpowder  Factory  is  submitted  to  a  softening  process, 
which  prevents  lime-deposits  in  the  washing  apparatus.  The 
deposit  is  often  very  considerable,  as  sodium  carbonate 
is  employed  in  the  washing-water  to  remove  acid.  It  appears 
that  the  finished  product  shows  the  presence  of  sodium 
carbonate,  and  that  it  exerts  an  influence  on  the  heat-test. 
After  contrasting  the  old  with  the  new  plant,  Sir  Frederick 
claimed  that  the  improved  apparatus  is  simpler,  safer,  and 
empluys  fewer  men  to  manipulate  it.  Much  has  also  been 
done  to  abolish  accidents  by  doing  away  with  loose  tools, 
.and  the  system  of  "  use-lists  "  was  explained  in  some  detail. 
By  a  "use-list"  is  meant  a  list  of  rubber  buckets,  boots, 
socks,  etc.,  which  alone  may  be  employed  in  a  given  depart- 
ment of  the  factory,  a  list  being  posted  up  in  each  building. 
Tt  is  claimed  that  the  cause  of  accidents  is  removed,  and  it 
was  suggested  that  the  home  Office  might  make  the 
"use-lists"  compulsory  in  private  manufactories  of  nitro- 
glycerin. 

Discussion*. 

The  Chairman  started  an  interesting  discussion  by 
inquiring  as  to  the  source  of  a  flocculent  emulsified  layer 
which  forms  between  the  acids  and  the  nitro-glycerin.  It 
had  given  him  much  trouble  when  some  years  ago  he  was 
•engaged  in  making  the  explosive.  Mr.  Donaldson  said  that 
the  details  given  in  the  paper  made  it  more  valuable  than 
such  contributions  usually  are.  Sir  Henry  Barlow  had 
much  to  say  about  the  risks  that  a  workman  will  take  to 
save  himself  trouble.  Professor  Meldola  said  the  process 
as  carried  out  at  Waltham  Abbey  was  a  triumph  of  chemical 
industry.  He  thought  the  flocculent  matter  should  be 
investigated,  and  asked  if  the  glycerin  is  purified  after 
being  received  at  the  factory.  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid  eulogised 
the  paper,  and  gave  some  of  his  experience  in  making  nitro- 
glycerin. He  referred  to  the  Boutmy-Faucher  process,  in 
which  sulpho-glyccric  acid  is  first  formed  before  adding  the 
nitric  acid.  The  process  was  tried  in  this  country,  but 
abandoned  owing  to  an  accident  in  which  seven  lives  were 
lost.  The  flocculent  matter  which  had  been  mentioned  he 
had  found  to  contain  fatty  acids,  iron,  and  lead,  but  in 
what  condition  they  existed  he  had  not  investigated.  The 
question  of  the  purity  of  glycerin  is  an  interesting  one. 
There  is  present  in  glycerin  some  substance  undetected  by 
chemical  analysis  which  influences  nitration.  He  sug- 
gested that  some  fatty  acids  of  the  same  boiling  point  as 
glycerin  are  probably  the  cause  of  the  differences.  Major 
Cooper-Key  said  that  the  Home  Office  would  be  glad  if 
manufacturers  would  adopt  the  use-lists  without  compul- 
sion. Mr.  J.  C.  T.  Pollit,  Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  Mr.  G.  E. 
Arnold,  Mr.  W.  Macnab,  Dr.  R.  Messel,  Mr.  de  Mosen- 
thal,  Captain  Lloyd,  and  Mr.  O.  Guttmann  also  spoke.  Sir 
Frederick  Nathan  and  Mr.  W.  Rintoul  replied  to  various 
points  which  had  arisen. 


British  Salt  Trade.— The  exports  and  coast  shipments  of 
the  British  salt  trade  during  1907  amounted  to  926,867  tons, 
a  decrease  of  7,824  tons.  The  feature  of  the  year's  exports 
was  a  reduction  of  21,000  tons  in  Asiatic  shipments. 


THE  Friday  evening  discourse  at  the  Royal  Institution  on 
January  31  was  on  "Recent  Researches  on  Radio- 
activity," by  Professor  Ernest  Rutherford.  Lord  Rayleigh 
was  in  the  chair.  The  lecturer  dealt  briefly  with  the  disinte- 
gration theory  of  radio-activity,  according  to  which  the  atoms 
of  radio-active  matters  are  unstable.  Every  second  the 
atom  explodes  and  expels  a  portion  of  its  matter  at  very 
high  speed.  The  expelled  matter  has  distinct  properties 
from  the  mass,  and  its  atoms  break  up  again.  The  new 
matter  resulting  from  the  disintegration  is  present  in  minute 
quantities  only,  but  the  radiations  from  these  types  of 
matter  afford  a  method  of  quantitative  and  qualitative 
analysis  capable  of  great  accuracy.  The  law  that  governs 
the  breaking-up  of  the  atoms  is  simple  and  universal  in  its 
application.  The  number  that  break  up  is  always  propor- 
tional to  the  number  present.  The  quantity  decreases  with 
the  time,  and  the  time  taken  to  diminish  the  value  to  one  half 
is  called  a  period.  The  period  has  an  enormous  range  of 
value,  varying  from  thousands  of  millions  of  years  in  the  case 
of  uranium  to  a  few  seconds  in  the  case  of  actinium.  The  law 
is,  however,  the  same  in  all  cases,  although  there  is  no 
evidence  in  the  case  of  uranium ;  but  it  is  assumed  that  the 
law  holds  good.  The  period  in  which  disintegration  is 
performed  is  constant  and  unaltered,  and  is  unaffected  by 
any  agency  at  our  command.  It  might  even  be  made  to 
serve  as  a  standard  of  time,  being  independent  of  terrestrial 
influences.  The  rate  can  at  present  be  determined  with  an 
accuracy  of  one  part  in  a  million.  The  lecturer  then  illus- 
trated the  law  of  production  and  decay  of  radio-active 
matter  by  some  experiments  with  flowing  water.  Attentien 
was  then  called  to  tabular  results  of  the  researches  on 
primary  radio-active  bodies — uranium,  radium,  actinium, 
and  thorium.  Radium  was  divided  into  emanation  and 
seven  other  varieties  (designated  by  letters),  radium  g 
being  the  one  which  Madame  Curie  named  polonium.  The 
time  of  disintegration  for  the  varieties  of  radium  was  given 
as  follows:  Radium,  2,000  years;  radium  emanation, 
2.76  days;  radium  a,  3  minutes;  radium  b,  26  minutes; 
radium  c,  19  minutes;  radium  d,  40  years;  radium  e, 
6  days;  radium  /,  4.5  days;  and  radium  g,  140  days.  The 
period  of  thorium  was  given  as  ten  years,  the  varieties 
being  also  tabulated  as  in  the  case  of  radium.  The  lecturer 
mentioned  that  chemists  and  physicists  are  hoping  to  obtain 
a  fairly  large  quantity  of  active  matter  from  thorium 
in  a  reasonable  time  which  would  vie  with  radium  in 
activity  if  not  in  price.  He  next  considered  whether  there 
is  any  genetic  connection  between  the  four  primary  radio- 
active bodies,  in  this  connection  tracing  the  parentage  of 
radium.  It  was  thought  that  uranium  was  the  parent 
substance,  but  as  a  result  of  careful  experiments  it  has 
been  found  that  no  radium  is  produced  from  uranium.  As 
an  escape  from  this  dilemma,  an  unknown  body  x  was 
credited  as  being  the  parent  of  radium,  and  it  was  searched 
for  in  pitchblende.  The  result  is  that  Boultwood  has 
obtained  a  substance  that  does  grow  radium  rapidly.  It 
was  therefore  concluded  that  actinium  is  a  body  between 
the  two,  but  the  lecturer  found  that  the  growth  of  radium 
is  not  due  to  actinium  but  another  body.  This  has  been 
separated  and  named  ionium.  Ionium  grows  radium  very 
rapidly,  and  has  a  period  of  perhaps  100  years.  It  is  now 
required  to  show  that  uranium  x  produces  ionium,  and  it 
is  important  to  note  that  uranium  and  radium,  unlike  any 
other  two  substances,  always  occur  in  a  mineral  in  the  same 
ratio.  Reference  was  made  to  Sir  William  Ramsay's  experi- 
ments on  radium  emanation.  The  a  .nd  /3  rays  are  fairly 
understood,  but  much  has  still  to  be  done.  The  lecturer  has 
long  considered  that  the  o  particle  is  a  helium  atom,  and  he 
described  an  apparatus  w:hich  he  is  using  to  endeavour  to 
settle  this  point.  In  this  apparatus  an  o  particle  is  fired  into 
a  cylinder  of  gas  through  a  mica  plate,  and  the  electrical 
effect  being  magnified  about  five  thousand  times  a  measurable 
"  throw  "  is  obtainable. 

There  was  a  display  of  apparatus  and  material  in  the 
librarv,  among  those  exhibiting  being  Messrs.  Hopkin  & 
Williams,  Ltd.,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Clew.

"DUSINESS  continues  slow  in  drugs  and  chemicals,  and 
few  items  of  interest  have  transpired,  while  as  regards 
Mincing  Lane  produce  there  is  very  little  activity  to  report, 
speculative  or  otherwise.  In  fine  chemicals,  quinine  is 
steady,  makers  having  sold  at  the  reduction,  but  specula- 
tively there  is  no  demand.  The  prices  of  all  the  salts  have 
been  revised.  Strychnine  is  lower,  owing  to  Continental 
competition.  Cocaine  is  unsettled,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  Convention  is  to  be  dissolved  at  the  close  of  the  month, 
and  the  outlook  is  for  lower  prices  as  several  makers  have 
seceded.

6d.  for  fair  free  TN  Orange,  which  is  about  5s.  lower, 
and  fine  to  superior  TN  is  quoted  120s.  to  130s. 

Sodium-salts. — Salicylate  powder,  Is.  6d.  net ;  crystals, 
Is.  4±d.  net;  and  physiol.  pure,  2s.  %d.  per  lb.  net  in 
small  lots.  Hyposulphite  pea-crystals,  7s.  to  7s.  Zd.  net. 
Bromide,  l%d.  per  lb.  net.  Nitrate,  refined,  lis  l±d.,  and 
ordinary,  lis.  Qd.  ;  Liverpool,  lis.  4±d.  and  lis.  3d.  re- 
spectively. Bicarbonate,  11.  5s.  in  kegs  on  spot,  and  61.  15s. 
f.o.b.  Liverpool.  Soda-crystals,  60s.  in  barrels,  and  57s.  6d. 
in  bags  on  spot.   Bichromate,  3d.  per  lb.  spot. 

Strychnine . — A  reduction  of  Id.  to  2d.  per  oz.  hac  taken 
place  on  the  part  of  two  Continental  makers,  and  although 
no  official  reduction  is  announced  orrthe  part  of  the  English 
or  American  houses,  it  is  quite  understood  that  the  decline 
will  be  met. 

Sulphur.— An  advice  from  Messina  dated  January  28 
states  that  the  representatives  of  the  Union  Sulphur  Co. 
have  been  in  Rome,  and  an  arrangement  with  the  Consorzio 
appears  to  have  been  arrived  at,  because  the  latter  has 
advanced  the  price  of  best  seconds  to  the  U.S.A.  from 
$19.50  toi$22.  It  has  also  somewhat  raised  its  price  for 
Europe  and  other  consuming  countries,  so  that  they  are 
practically  the  same  for  all  parts.  The  following  prices  are 
quoted  :  Crude,  best  unmixed  seconds,  78s. ;  best  thirds, 
75s.  Zd.  per  ton  of  1.030  kilos. ;  refined  blocks  in  bulk, 
81s.  Zd. ;  ditto  in  bags.  86s.  9d.  ;  rolls,  in  bags,  89s  6d  ; 
flowers,  in  bags  of  1  cwt.,  106s.  9d.  ;  "  commercial"  ditto, 
90s. ;  ground  sulphur,  "  commercial,"  89s.  6d.  ;  best  seconds 
ditto,  85s.  6d.  per  ton  of  1,015  kilos,  f.o.b.  Sicily. 

Taraxacum. — For  shipment  foreign  is  quoted  54s.  c.i.f., 
but  on  the  spot  small  lots  have  changed  hands  at  compara- 
tively high  prices,  including  good  cut  root  at  67s.  6d. 


Tartar  Emetic  is  rather  cheaper,  prime  crystals  or 
powder  offering  at  9gd.  per  lb. 

Turmeric. — Small  sales  of  fair  to  good  Madras  finger 
have  been  made  at  from  22s.  6d.  to  24s.  per  cwt. 
Bengal  is  slow  of  sale  at  20s.,  and  for  arrival  small 
sales  have  been  made  at  16s.  3d.  c.i.f.  London,  but  higher 
prices  are  now  quoted.  Cochin  is  scarce  on  the  spot,  finger 
being  quoted  20s.,  and  split  bulbs  9s.  C.i.f.  for  shipment. 


Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  a  very  steady  demand  in  the  heavy-chemical 
market  both  on  miscellaneous  and  contract  account,  and  the 
general  firm  tone  is  well  maintained.  Actual  shipments  on 
export  account  are  perhaps  rather  on  the  low  side  just  at  the 
moment,  but  there  is  a  very  fair  amount  of  business  being 
steadily  completed  for  later  delivery. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — This  market  continues  very  steady, 
and  parcels  available  for  prompt  delivery  have  been  well 
taken  up,  so  that  stocks  have  not  been  allowed  to  increase. 
There  is  a  fair  inquiry  on  forward  account,  sellers'  ideas  re 
price  being  at  least  2s.  6d.  per  ton  advance  on  present  figures, 
which  are  nominally  as  follows:  Beckton  12/.  5s.,  Beckton 
terms  111.  17s.  bd.  to  12/.,  London  11/.  17s.  bd.,  Leith  12?.  2s.  bd., 
and  Hull  11/.  17s.  bd.  to  12/. 

Benzols  are  perhaps  a  shade  steadier,  and  the  volume  of 
business  in  same  rather  heavier  at  8ijd.  per  gal.  for  90-per- 
cent., and  8kd.  per  gal.  for  50-per-cent. 

Magnesium  Salts  maintain  a  steady  tone  and  are  in  good 
average  consumptive  request.  Sulphate  60s.  to  62s.  bd.  per 
ton,  chloride  65s.  to  67s.  bd.  per  ton,  and  carbonate  37s.  bd.  to 
40s.  per  cwt. 

Barium-products. — There  is  little  new  to  report  in  this 
branch.  The  tone  all  round  is  firm  and  demand  a  good  one. 
Blanc  fixe,  pure  precipitated  sulphate  of  barium  in  paste  form, 
bl.  15s.  to  71.  10s.  per  ton  in  usual  casks ;  pure  blanc  fixe,  dried 
and  in  powder  form,  3/.  15s.  to  9/.  15s.  per  ton  in  7  to  8  cwt. 

|  casks.  Precipitated  sulphate  of  barium  (by-product),  dried 
and  in  powder  form,  bl.  to  bl.  10s.  per  ton.  Mineral  sulphate  of 
barytes  in  steady  request  and  firm  at  50s.  to  100s.  per  ton, 
according  to  quantity,  quality,  and  package.  Chloride  of 
barium  steady  at  11.  10s.  to  8/.  per  ton  in  casks.  Pure  pre- 
cipitated carbonate  of  barytes  very  firm  at  11.  10s.  to  9/.  per 
ton  in  bags.  Crude  sulphate  of  barium,  70  to  75-per-cent., 
5/.  5s.  to  5/.  15s.  per  ton.  Hydrate  of  barium,  purest  crystals, 
13/.  15s.  to  14/.  15s.  per  ton  in  6  to  7  cwt.  casks.  Fused  con- 
centrated barium  hydrate,  56  to  60  per  cent.  BaO,  solid,  in  5  to 
6  cwt.  drums,  13/.  15s.  to  15/.  per  ton,  and  crushed  in  special 
drum,  about  3  cwt.  each,  30s.  per  ton  extra.    Nitrate  of 

I  barium  crystals  19/.  10s.  to  20/.  10s.  per  ton,  in  6  to  7  cwt.  casks, 
and  powder  19/.  15s.  to  20/.  15s.  per  ton. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Camphor. — The  market  is  somewhat  weaker  and  "bell" 
camphor  is  obtainable  from  second-hands  at  5.50m.  per  kilo. 
China  crude  camphor  is  offered  at  175m.  for  shipment  and 
180m.  per  cwt.  for  spot.  The  prices,  however,  are  more  or  less 
nominal. 

Ergot  is  very  dull  just  at  present  though  quotations  for 
Russian  are  still  maintained  at  about  195m.  This  may  be 
attributed  to  the  fact  that  holders  have  still  to  pay  high 
prices,  and  do  not  therefore  want  to  sell  at  a  loss.  No  great 
confidence  is  shown.  Spanish  ergot  is  selling  at  225m.  per 
100  kilos. 

Opium  Alkaloids. — The  official  prices  quoted  by  the  makers 
are  not  holding  good  in  general  trade,  and  there  are  constant 
offers  from  second-hand  below  these  quotations.  These  offers 
are  only  for  limited  quantities,  but  they  serve  to  indicate  the 
weak  tendency  of  the  market,  and  a  further  reduction  in 
official  quotations  may  be  anticipated. 

Quillaia. — The  last  fourteen  days  have  shown  a  gradually 
increasing  demand  for  delivery,  and  a  good  deal  of  business 
has  been  done.  Chile  was  unable  to  maintain  the  latest  prices, 
especially  as  supplies  from  the  producing  centres  seem  to  come 
in  slowly  and  not,  too  plentifully.  Shipment  bark  has  been 
selling  at  59m.  to  60m.  c.i.f.  Hamburg.  Prompt  is  higher, 
being  quoted  at  61m.  to  63m. 

STf:OPHANTHUS. — Considerable  supplies  of  seed  from  the  new 
crop  have  been  received  in  Hamburg,  and  there  is  still  a  good 
deal  of  old  stock.  This  has  weakened  the  market  so  that  there 
is  likely  to  be  a  further  reduction  in  the  present  quotation  of 
450m.  per  100  kilos,  for  green  Kombe  seed. 

Strychnine  and  Salts. — Makers  notify  a  reduction  of 
5m.  per  kilo.,  so  that  pure  nitrate  now  costs  63m.  per  kilo. 
There  has  been  less  demand  of  late,  and  it  would  appear  that 
there  is  still  some  cheaper  stuff  from  former  contracts  to  be 
disposed  of,  as  here  and  there  second-hand  quotations  are 
slightly  below  convention  prices. 
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Vanillin. — Makers  announce  a  reduction  of  2m.  per  kilo., 
the  basis  price  being:  at  present  32m.  per  kilo.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  depressed  condition  and  low  value  of  raw 
material. 

Wax  (Carnaeba)  remains  quiet  and  firm.  Prices  are  main- 
tained, fatty  grey  selling  at  265m.  and  sandy  grey  at  260m., 
according  to  quantity.  America  has  not  been  buying  much 
during  the  last  few  weeks  and  seems  to  have  covered  her 
needs  as  far  as  possible  in  Brazil.  The  close  of  the  market 
was  quiet  and  prices  were  steady,  though  a  certain  reserve  was 
apparent  on  the  part  of  buyers  in  consequence  of  large 
supplies  which  have  come  to  hand.  In  Brazil  conditions 
remain  firm  and  there  is  talk  of  considerably  higher  prices. 

Balsam  Peru  shows  a  gradually  declining  tendency.  In 
certain  quarters  attempts  wore  made  to  advance  prices,  but 
these  have  not  been  successful,  and  it  is  probable  that  lower 
quotations  will  gradually  prevail.  Present  prices  are  at 
18m.  to  19m.  per  kilo. 

Bromine  Preps. — The  recent  decline  brings  quotations  for 
potassium  bromide  to  110m.  per  100  kilos.  Energetic  counter 
tactics  are  being  adopted  towards  American  makers,  and  a 
victory  may  be  safely  anticipated  for  the  powerful  German 
syndicate,  even  though  it  may  not  be  assured  for  some  little 
time.  The  main  thing,  however,  is  that  the  bromine  and  the 
bromine-preparation  makers  now  seem  to  be  moving  together. 

Calcium  Card.  (Pr.ecip.). — As  there  is  no  longer  a  convention 
for  this  product  there  is  a  sharp  competition  among  makers, 
and  the  general  basis  prices  are  considerably  lower.  At 
present  there  are  offers  at  21m.  to  22m.  per  100  kilos,  for  quan- 
tities, and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  competition 
will  induce  still  lower  quotations. 

Dextrin. — It  is  becoming  still  more  apparent  that  there  has 
been  a  very  decided  decrease  in  the  potato-crop.  Not  only 
is  this  shown  by  the  figures  published  by  the  statistical  bureau, 
but  also  by  the  prices  for  potato-products,  which  are  all 
very  high.  Dextrin,  for  instance,  costs  about  30m.  at  present, 
whereas  in  December  1906  quotations  were  about  23m. 

Potash  Chlorate. — Since  the  publication  of  official  quota- 
tions for  1907  a  good  business  has  been  done.  The  restric- 
tions connected  with  this  year's  delivery  have  induced  a  heavy 
demand  for  prompt,  but  this  could  not  be  satisfied,  as  there 
were  no  considerable  quantities  over  from  last  year.  This 
year,  too,  the  greater  part  of  the  production  seems  to  have 
been  disposed  of  by  the  makers,  so  that  a  rise  in  price  is 
possible. 

Potash  Prussiate.— The  weakness  which  characterised  the 
market  towards  the  end  of  last  year  is  still  perceptible, 
although  there  has  been  no  very  appreciable  price-reduction. 
The  convention  price  is  108m.  per  100  kilos.,  but  a  somewhat 
lower  figure  is  quoted  from  "  outside  "  manufacturers. 

Zinc  Oxide. — At  a  meeting  recently  held  by  the  united 
makers  it  was  decided  to  reduce  the  prices  by  3m.  per 
100  kilos,  in  consequence  of  the  decline  in  crude  zinc.  The 
basis  price  for  "  red  seal  "  is  now  48im.  per  100  kilos. 

"Aniseed  Buchu." 

Under  this  name  a  bag  of  leaves  weighing  12  lb.  was 
included  in  the  last  drug-auction.  They  appear  from 
examination  to  be  the  leaves  of  Agatltosma  villosa  (Itutacece), 
and  are  not  known  to  be  of  any  economic  value.  Agathosma 
■virgata,  a  native  of  mountain  slopes  in  Cape  Colony,  is  used 
in  the  treatment  of  pulmonary  complaints,  and  is  known  as 
"  Bok  Buchu." 

Portuguese  Arsenic. 

The  mispickel  mines  of  Pintor  in  the  town  of  Nogueira  do 
Cravo,  in  the  district  of  Aveiro,  are  the  only  arsenic- 
mines  at  present  exploited  in  Portugal.  They  are  especially 
interesting  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  mispickel-ore  is  worked 
only  for  arsenic,  although  it  also  contains  traces  of  copper, 
gold,  and  silver.  The  numerous  veins,  which  sometimes  ex- 
tend to  5m.,  consist  of  mispickel  and  quartz.  In  1904  the  pro- 
duction amounted  to  1,349  tons,  in  1905  to  1,562  tons,  and  in 
1906  to  1.322  tons,  thus  showing  a  slight  decrease  last  year. 
The  Anglo-Peninsular  Mining  &  Chemical  Co.,  of  London, 
propose  nevertheless  to  undertake  a  costly  examination  of  the 
district,  so  that  they  may  be  assured  of  the  future  production. 
New  veins  near  Lobao  and  S.  Jorge  are  to  be  exploited. 
The  arsenic  is  produced  in  different  furnaces  according  to  the 
classification  of  the  ore.  The  Pintor  ore  is  a  fairly  rich 
mispickel,  and  contains  over  40  per  cent,  arsenic.  The  pro- 
duction is  shipped  in  wooden  casks  to  England  and  also  to 
Australia. 

Fairchild  Scholarship  and  Prizes.— Mr.  A.  E.  Holden. 
Secretary  to  the  Committee  of  Trustees.  Bath  House,  Holborn 
Viaduct.  London,  E.C.,  has  published  the  questions  set  at  the 
competitive  examinations  for  the  Fairchild  scholarship  and 
prizes  during  the  past  three  years.  The  subjects  embraced 
are  elementary  chemistry,  elementary  materia  medica,  prac- 
tical pharmacy  and  prescription-reading,  and  elementary  busi- 
ness knowledge.  They  form  a  good  exercise  for  students  and 
copies  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  Mr.  Holden

Dr.  Chamberlen's  Pills. 

Sir, — I  have  to  thank  your  correspondents,  Mr.  C.  C. 
Bell  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton,  for  their  observations.  When 
writing  my  notes  I  had  before  me  a  typewritten  copy  in 
which  the  word  had  been  accidentally  misspelt  "  Apodemia." 
Mr.  Wootton  is  correct  in  the  spelling,  and  I  agree  that 
Aqua  Epidemia  is  probably  intended.  There  is  great  diver- 
sity in  books  as  to  the  composition  of  the  old  Plague-water. 
The  pills  are  said  to  have  been  made  in  Edinburgh  from 
1725,  and  I  find  in  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopceias  of  1722 
and  1732  that  Aqua  Epidemia  and  Aqua  Theriacalis  were 
quite  distinct.  The  former  consisted  of  the  roots  of  master- 
wort,  butter-bur,  valerian,  serpentary,  and  zedoary,  the 
leaves  of  balm,  rue,  and  scordium,  the  seeds  of  angelica 
and  lovage,  and  the  berries  of  juniper  and  bay  digested  in 
French  brandy  and  distilled.  Shaw's  translation  of  the 
Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  in  1853  says  :  "  If  a  fifth  part  of 
distilled  vinegar  be  added  to  this  Spirituous  Plague-water 
it  is  then  termed  Aqua  epidemia  acida."  In  the  Edinburgh 
Pharmacopoeia,  1756,  referred  to  by  Mr.  Wootton,  this 
Aqua  Epidemia  Acida  appears  as  Aqua  Epidemia,  and  is 
said  to  be  a  substitute  for  the  old  Aqua  Theriacalis.  It 
seems  probable,  therefore,  that  the  Aqua  Epidemia,  Edin- 
burgh Pharmacopoeia,  1722,  without  vinegar,  was  the 
original  excipient  in  Dr.  Chamberlen's  pills.

Sir, — We  have  had  some  correspondence  with  the  postal 
authorities  with  respect  to  the  surcharging  of  orders  sent  in 
halfpenny  wrappers,  and  although  we  had  marked  the 
envelopes — outside — "  Order  for  Goods,"  we  were  still  sur- 
charged. The  following — a  portion  of  their  reply,  dated 
February  3,  1908 — may  be  of  further  information  to  your 
readers  in  addition  to  what  you  have  already  published  on 
the  subject  : 

If  the  words  "Order''  and  ''Please  send"  or  "Please 
supply  "  are  printed  or  handstamped  on  forms  similar  to  the 
one  which  you  submitted  the  forms  will  be  admissible  for 
orders  for  goods  sent  by  halfpenny  post.  In  order,  how- 
ever, to  prevent  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  the  taxing 
officers  it  will  be  better  for  the  words  "  Memo  from  "  to  be 
deleted.

Messrs  Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  Artillery  Lane,  London,  E., 
also  write  tc  us  in  regard  to  the  matter,  they,  like  other  whole- 


sale houses,  having  to  submit  to  a  daily  tax  through  cus- 
tomers not  strictly  observing  the  regulations  as  to  what  may 
be  sent  by  halfpenny  packet  post,  for  which  it  is  essential  that 
the  document  upon  which  the  order  is  written  shall  consist  of 
a  printed  form  (compare  G.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  203).  Messrs 
Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  submitted  to  the  Postmaster-General  an 
order  received  from  a  chemist,  written  on  plain  paper,  which 
contained  a  list  of  the  lines  required  and  a  label  with  cus- 
tomer's address.  There  was  no  other  matter  whatever.  It 
was  transmitted  by  halfpenny  post,  and  was  surcharged  on 
delivery.  The  Secretary  of  the  Post  Office,  writing  to  the  firm 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  said  : 

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  29th  inst.,  I  am 
directed  by  the  Postmaster-General  to  inform  you  that 
orders  for  goods  sent  by  halfpenny  post  must  be  upon  a 
form  bearing  printed  matter  which  clearly  indicates  that 
it  is  intended  to  be  used  only  for  orders  for  goods,  or  upon 
an  ordinary  printed  invoice  or  statement  of  account  form. 

The  enclosed  document  does  not  conform  to  this  require- 
ment, and  it  was  therefore  correctly  charged  with  letter 
postage. 

Use  of  the  Royal  Arms. 
Sir, — I  was  very  glad  to  see  that  you  had  an  editorial  com- 
ment on  the  use  of  the  Royal  Arms,  and  trust  the  trade  will 
read  your  note  carefully  and  see  that  they  are  not  imposed 
on.  As  a  chemist  and  a  traveller  for  twelve  years  I  have 
noticed  that  a  great  number  of  my  chemist  clients  u:e  the 
Royal  Arms  in  a  perfectly  genuine  way — viz.,  as  an  orna- 
ment either  on  the  dispensing  or  other  labels — and  this,  of 
course,  is  a  perfectly  legitimate  use.  I  enclose  my  card, 
and  shall  be  agreeable  at  any  time  to  assist  should  any  of 
our  confreres  be  attacked.         Yours  faithfully,

Spoonfuls  by  the  Metric  System. 

Sir, — I  regret  I  did  not  use  the  preceding  cypher,  as  you 
suggest,  when  writing  my  previous  letter.  It  would  have 
saved  trouble.  I  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  assume  the  re- 
sponsibility as  to  the  morphia  quantity. 

My  chief  object  was  to  question  the  advisability  of  graft- 
ing on  to  a  new  system,  which  is  definite  and  scientific,  a 
portion  of  one  which  is  neither,  and  I  feel  sure  that  Dr. 
Martindale  agrees  with  me.  We  are  so  accustomed  to  say 
that  teaspoons  vary,  and  to  war  against  them  being  used, 
that  it  seems  a  pity  to  perpetuate  them.  And  there  is  the 
further  question,  Does  a  teaspoon  really  hold  the  85 
minims  suggested  1  Dr.  Martindale  thinks  I  should 
let  a  patient  in  for  a  big  dose  with  my  25  c.c,  but  if  a 
mixture  were  prescribed  on  the  assumption  that  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  it  measured  85  minims,  and  it  only  held  60, 
that  would  equally  be  a  big  drop  the  other  way.  I  have 
taken  the  trouble  to  measure  several  teaspoons,  and  they 
are  far  nearer  60  than  70  minims,  to  say  nothing  of  85.  Of 
course,  if  he  means  a  measured  teaspoonful  it  is  different ; 
but  why  not,  then,  adopt  one  which  bears  a  definite  relation 
to  the  whole  volume,  which  his  3  teaspoonfuls  or  1  table- 
spoonful  will  not  ? 

Dr.  Martindale  is  keen  on  the  metric  system,  and  I  ami 
sure  I  shall  not  appeal  to  him  in  vain  in  saying  that,  when 
establishing  it,  we  ought  at  the  same  time  to  set  up  with  it 
definite  measures  of  capacity  bearing  a  percentage  propor- 
tion to  the  whole  volume  prescribed.  I  have  pointed  out, 
and  he  agrees,  that  the  equivalents  adopted  in  the  French 
Codex  do  not.  Of  course,  when  I  mentioned  the  25  c.c.  I 
was  thinking  of  it  as  an  international  measure.  It  would 
be  wholly  unwise  to  make  the  systems  of  nations  alike  in 
their  whole,  and  then  use  measures  differing  in  parts  ;  so 
that  the  fear  of  the  Continental  "  scrip  "  causing  an  over- 
dose would  be  quite  unfounded.  The  brain  worry  so 
pleasantly  attributed  to  me  by  him  is  no  doubt  as  exhilarat- 
ing to  him  as  I  found  it,  but  I  much  doubt  if  a  busy  medical 
man,  seeking  to  be  sure  of  the  dose  of  an  active  ingredient 
he  was  prescribing,  would  regard  it  with  as  much  com- 
placency. 

The  simpler  we  can  make  the  metric  system  appear  (and 
it  is  not  difficult  to  do  that),  the  sooner  we  shall  see  it 
adopted  ;  but  my  contention  is  that  as  soon  as  we  begin  to 
encumber  it  with  equivalents  that  are  not  even  factors  of 
the  whole  volume  prescribed,  nor  consistent  with  the  system 
itself,  we  are  delaying  matters.  It  is  a  time  of  "  ententes." 
Cannot  we  establish  one  more  by  bringing  about  the  adop- 
tion of  a  system  rational  throughout?    I  ask  Dr.  Martin- 
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dale  to  use  his  influence  and  that  of  the  "Extra  Phar- 
macopoeia" to  that  end.

"Who  is  to  Legislate  ? 

Sir,— As  one  atom  of  that  unqualified  element  you  refer 
to  in  your  leading  article  under  the  above  heading,  I  would 
respectfully  suggest  that,  upon  the  point  of  the  suppression 
of  that  body  of  traders,  it  is  not  so  much  a  question  of  who 
is  to  as  how  are  you  to  legislate  us  out  of  the  pharmaceutical 
world,  considering  the  conditions  of  to-day  in  the  drug 
trade  and  the  general  tendencies  in  commerce.  Truly,  quali- 
fied men  are  reaping  the  whirlwind,  but  the  wind  was  sown, 
not  by  the  non-certificated  craftsmen,  but  by  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  their  own  election,  and 
until  (hat  august  body  is  made  absolutely  representative  of 
the  trade  and  offers  more  encouragement,  at  less  expense, 
to  budding  "  pill-pushers  "  to  qualify,  I  think  you  will  find 
the  number  of  drug  stores  will  increase.  Not  only  will  they 
increase,  but  the  owners  will  be  found  to  be  drawn  from  a 
class  of  higher  intelligence  than  heretofore,  and  I  shall  b.° 
greatly  surprised  if.  even  when  you  have  found  your  ideal 
leaders,  they  will  be  able  to  induce  any  legislation  which 
will  prevent  the  unqualified  man  from  keeping  open  shop 
if  he  does  not  infringe  the  Poisons  Act.  Will  you  allow  him 
to  sell  sodii  bicarb,  whilst  you  refuse  him  the  right  to  retail 
tr.  quin.  amnion.  ?  Will  you  draw  distinction  between  the 
sale  of  a  body-belt  and  a  surgical  truss  ?  Do  you  think  it 
probable  that  legally-qualified  chemists  are  likely  to  obtain 
a  monopoly  in  the  distribution  of  the  latest  patent  corn-cure, 
and  would  you  bar  the  unqualified  but  life-long  trained 
chemist  from  making  a  window-display  of  his  own  emulsion 
of  cod-liver  oil  provided  he  be  competent  to  make  a  good 
preparation  and  a  striking  display  ?  No,  Sir.  the  day  has 
passed  for  such  drastic  prohibition  :  and  if  the  goods  sold 
by  the  non-certificated  trader  are  outside  the  poisons 
schedule  and  they  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  and  please  the  British  public — well,  there 
is  little  hope  of  any  interference  from  the  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment. If  it  is  the  safety  of  the  people  you  are  so  anxious 
for,  by  all  means  have  the  schedule  of  poisons  extended  and 
so  control  that  branch  of  the  business  which  is  described, 
almost  weekly,  by  your  qualified  correspondents  as  the  most 
vexatious  they  handle.

Sir, — Sir  Lauder  Brunton,  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne, 
and  other  eminent  men  having  formed  an  association  for  the 
extermination  of  rats  and  mice,  chemists  might  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  and  become  their  own  and  public  benefactors 
dealing  effectively  with  vermin  within  a  radius  of  their 
shops.  Selling  poisons  or  virus,  however,  does  not  appeal 
to  me  as  the  most  profitable  plan.  I  would  suggest  the 
following  :  For  an  ordinary  good-sized  house  use  a  2s.  6d. 
tube  of  Liverpool  Virus,  transfer  the  virus  (according  to 
instructions  on  each  tube)  to  5  lb.  of  bread  in  shape  of  a 
cottage  loaf  ;  to  do  this  easily  cut  the  crust  off  the  top  and 
pour  the  liquid  containing  the  virus  on  the  soft  bread  until 
it  is  absorbed.  Send  the  bread  at  once  with  instruction, 
or,  better  still,  go  and  see  it  laid  down  in  or  near  the  rats' 
runs;  charge  20s.,  payable  ten  days  afterwards,  when  ex- 
termination will  have  been  complete.  For  a  factory  or  large 
building  use  one  8?.  tube  of  the  Liverpool  Virus  and  a  2-lb. 
loaf  in  same  manner,  charging  51.  Most  people  will  be 
pleased  to  pay  these  fees,  but  only  on  the  "  no-cure-no-pay  " 
system.  Having  tried  the  method  well,  I  can  confidently 
assure  chemists  that  there  is  no  risk  of  failure,  provided  the 
bread  is  laid  in  the  runs  as  speedily  as  possible — say,  within 
two  hours  after  preparing.  Age  or  long  exposure  renders 
the  virus  useless.  In  order  to  distinguish  this  bread  from 
the  family  loaf  label  "  Ratipan  "  or  any  other  suitable 
name.  Chemists  who  make  these  handsome  fees  on  my  sug- 
gestion are  at  liberty  to  send  me  as  much  commission  as  their 
consciences  will  permit.

Legal  Queries. 

For  concise  statements  respecting  various  Acts  which  affect 
directly  or  indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drug  Trades,  see  the 
"C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1908,  p.  456;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
p.  435 ;  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Law,  p.  448 ;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  442. 


Sprs  (106/9).— "  Dispensing;  and  photographic  chemist  and 
optician"  is  a  description  which  any  registered  chemist  may 
use.  There  is  no  special  law  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  title 
"  optician." 

C.  E.  W.  (103/10).— The  design  of  a  label  which  comes  within 
the  terms  of  the  Fine  Arts  Copyright  Act,  1862.  should  be 
copyrighted  whenever  it  is  designed,  whether  it  is  to  be  trade 
marked  or  not.  See  the  C.  <£■  D .  Diary,  p.  461,  for  further 
particulars.  You  should  aiso  endeavour  to  get  the  coined 
word  registered  as  a  trade  mark — that  is,  if  the  word  does  not 
exist  in  any  dictionary  of  the  English  or  other  languages. 

Can  is  (106/25).— The  English  High  Court  has  ruled  that  a 
registered  chemist  may  call  himself  "  veterinary  chemist." 
In  that  case  the  chemist  kept  open  shop,  and  sold  veterinary 
medicines  ;  and  you  will  be  wise  (if  you  use  the  title)  not  to 
go  beyond  that.  If  you  use  this  title  in  association  with  an 
hospital  or  infirmary  where  animals  are  medically  treatea 
you  may  be  called  upon  to  prove  that  you  are  not  using  a 
description  which  makes  the  public  believe  that  you  are  a 
qualified  veterinary  practitioner. 

Cordial  (103/34,1.— If  a  cordial  composed  of  acid,  sugar, 
flavouring,  and  water  is  sold  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  is  good  for  warding-off  influenza,  the  manner  in  which  this 
is  done  must  be  carefully  considered,  so  that  it  may  be  made 
perfectly  clear  to  the  public  that  the  cordial  is  not  a  medicine 
to  be  used  as  such  for  the  prevention  of  influenza.  You  must, 
therefore,  express  yourself  in  such  a  manner  as  to  state  that 
the  cordial,  when  mixed  with  hot  water,  forms  a  bevarage 
which  wards  off  the  ailment.  This  is  done  in  the  case  of  many 
food-stuffs,  such  as  bovril  and  panopepton,  without  infring- 
ing the  Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

Union  (104/63).— You  will  find  all  the  facts  regarding 
medicine-stamp  law  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary, 
p.  435.  "  Wincarnis  and  Quinine  "  is  liable  to  medicine 
stamp  duty  because  it  is  held  out  as  a  medicine  and  is  used 
as  such  for  the  prevention,  cure,  and  relief  of  human  ail- 
ments; therefore  it  must  be  stamped.  "Wincarnis"  is  not 
legally  a  medicine,  but  an  excisable  wine.  The  Inland  Revenue 
Supervisor's  answer  as  regards  your  wine  is  what  one  would 
expect  from  a  revenue-collecting  man.  The  rule  of  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  is  that  if  anything  pays  duty  in  one  depart 
ment  of  revenue,  it  is  not  called  for  duty  in  another  depart- 
ment;  therefore,  as  your  "  Liebig's  Meat  and  Malt  Wine 
with  Quinine"  is  intended  as  a  medicine,  and  is  medicated 
with  1  grain  of  quinine  per  oz.,  the  only  question  is.  Is  it 
liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty?  If  you  call  it  "Liebig's" 
it  certainly  is.  but  if  you  take  away  the  word  "Liebig's" 
and  do  not  stamp,  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  may  say 
that  it  is  not  a  medicine,  and  have  power  to  require  sellers 
of  the  wine  to  take  out  a  wine-licence.  The  reason  for  that 
is  explained  in  our  Diary  article  on  alcoholic  preparations, 
p.  225,  paragraph  5. 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries.

L.  B.  (94/21). — The  shampoo-powder  can  be  tinted  yellow 
by  the  use  of  a  trace  of  victoria  yellow,  which  stands  the  action 
of  alkalies.  The  yellow  is  an  aniline  dye — a  salt  of  the 
dinitrocresols — and  is  often  called  saffron  substitute. 

Cresolis  (85/67). — Disinfectant.— You  do  not  say  whether 
you  make  the  cresol  solution  from  the  formula  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  August  31,  1907,  p.  374.  If  you  follow  that  recipe 
you  should  get  an  efficient  germicide,  providing  the  cresol 
is  a  good  sample.  As  we  noted  in  that  issue  of  the  C.  <Sc  29., 
the  para-  and  meta-cresols  are  the  most  active,  and  as  crude 
cresol  may  contain  a  large  proportion  of  ortho-cresol,  it 
follows  that  much  depends  on  this  factor. 

B.  <k  P.  (96/67).— We  suggest  that  for  a  Cheap  Ticket-ink 
you  employ  either  an  aqueous  or  spirituous  solution  of  shellac 
coloured  with  aniline  black,  body  being  given  by  the  addition 
of  gum  acacia  or  sugar.  The  aqueous  solution  of  shellac  is 
made  by  boiling  1  oz.  of  shellac  with  j  oz.  of  borax  in  1  pint 
of  water. 

Lanadowne  (102/49). — (1)  Essence  of  Chocolate.— The  fol- 
lowing recipe  yields  a  satisfactory  product : 

Mix  4  oz.  of  powdered  cocoa  (concentrated,  starch  free) 
in  a  mortar  with  6  oz.  of  glycerin,  and  transfer  to  a  large 
porcelain  dish,  rinsing  out  the  mortar  with  3  oz.  of  water 
and  adding  the  rinsings  to  the  glycerin  and  cocoa.  Next 
by  means  of  a  sand-bath  heat  the  contents  of  the  dish,  with 
constant  stirring,  and  allow  to  boil  for  five  minutes,  at  the 
end  of  which  time  add  enough  water  to  produce  16  oz.,  then 
add  £  oz.  of  essence  of  vanilla,  and  filter  on  to  5  oz.  of 
syrup. 

(2)  Aqua  Ros.e  Conc— Dissolve  15  grains  of  stearoptene 
free  otto  of  rose  in  5  oz.  of  rectified  spirit.  To  make  rose- 
water  shake  £  oz.  of  this  spirit  with  19i  oz.  of  distilled  water. 

Amateur  (91/26).— The  walls  of  the  dark-room  should  be 
painted  with  a  non-reflecting  paint ;  the  ordinary  dark-grey 
paint,  with  an  excess  of  turpentine  to  make  it  dry  dull,  is 
generally  employed.  If  you  require  it  black,  the  ordinary 
black  paint  with  part  of  the  linseed  oil  replaced  by  turpen- 
tine is  all  that  is  needed. 

,  Q.  H.  F .  (104/15).— (1)  The  reply  to  your  question  was  given 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  February  1,  p.  208.  It  had  been  delayed  from 
various  causes.  (2)  An  advertisement  in  the  Coloured  Supple- 
ment will  put  you  into  communication  with  several  people 
with  second-hand  British  Pharmacopoeias  for  sale. 

A.  B.  C.  (105/5).— White  Acid  used  for  etching  glass  refers 
to  solutions  of  the  acid  fluoride  of  the  alkalies  which  are 
used  in  this  process.  Sodium,  ammonium,  or  acid  potas- 
sium fluoride  are  employed  in  such  recipes  as  the  following: 

Alkali  fluoride    8  parts 

Sulphuric  acid    1  part 

Water  100  parts 

(<  In  giving  this  reply  it  is  as  well  to  note  that  the  term 

white  acid  is  applied  to  hydrofluoric  acid  per  se,  but  this 
is  not  ?o  frequently  used  in  embossing  or  surface-etching  as 
the  fluorides.    The  acid  is  more  difficult  to  control.

Badix (100 /67).— The  book  on  tablet-making  to  which  you 
refer  is  Wood's  "  Tablet-manufacture,"  published  by  Lippin- 
a?  ar bd-  •  Coblentz's  "  Handbook  of  Pharmacy  and  the 
Art  of  Dispensing    is  published  by  Kimpton  at  18s. 

Bath  (103/63).— Gout  and  Rheumatism  Bath-salt.— Benefit 
results  irom  bathing  rheumatic  limbs  or  bodies  in  hot  liquids 
ol  a  heavier  specific  gravity  than  water.  Apart  from  the 
advantages  derived  from  the  heat,  a  kind  of  osmosis  is  pro- 
moted which  is  stated  to  aid  solution  of  the  deposits  of 
It*  J°£utS  %  mufcl.es-  This  is  the  principle  of  the 
hot-salt  baths.  The  effect  being  increased  by  alkaline  liquids 
«U.  %Z°  r?  emPloyment  of  sodium  bicarbonate  in  bath- 
n  <-.resfe?t-  brand  soda.  being  more  easily  soluble, 
is  generally  adopted  in  the  rheumatic  bath-salts. 

fn^J7',  k  (9^3/|)--(1)  DRINK-CURE.-If  you  had  carefully 
tollowed  the  information  given  m  the  C.  &  D.  you  would  have 


noticed  that  we  have  several  times  given  the  composition  of 
an  advertised  drink-cure — potassium  bromide  and  Rochelle 
salt.  Whether  the  powders  are  of  use  is  a  question  vre  cannot 
answer.  We  are  not  inclined  to  attribute  much  value  to  drugs 
in  a  disease  due  to  lack  of  moral  fibre.  In  the  C.  <fe  D., 
August  31,  1907,  p.  370,  an  outline  is  given  of  a  modern 
treatment  of  inebriety  which  is  stated  to  have  been  very 
successful.  Another  good  paper  on  this  subject  was  pub- 
lished on  May  7,  1904,  p.  745,  and  July  30,  1904,_  p.  187. 
(2)  Bust-development. — The  rationale  of  the  preparations  sold 
for  developing  the  bust  or  figure  seems  to  be  to  improve  the 
general  health  by  administering  bitter  tonics  and  to  massage 
the  breasts  with  some  simple  non-greasy  paste,  such  as 
tragacanth.  If  you  want  to  put  on  the  market  specialities 
for  developing  the  bust  the  outline  just  given  will  show  you 
that  it  is  not  difficult  to  devise  something  at  least  equal  to  the 
remedies  at  present  sold. 

C.  E.  (87/53). — Chemical  Weathee-glass  or  camphor  baro- 
meter. This  was  devised  more  than  150  years  ago,  and  con- 
sists of  a  glass  tube  10  in.  long  and  f  in.  diameter,  nearly 
filled  with  the  following  liquid,  and  then  hermetically  sealed  : 

Camphor   31  j. 

Potassium  nitrate  ...       ...       ...  3ss. 

Ammonium  chloride        ...       ...  5ss. 

Absolute  alcohol    3^3  - 

Water   3'j- 

The  barometer  is  only  a  toy,  as  temperature  is  the  main 
factor  in  changing  the  appearance  of  the  solution.  The  in- 
dications are  as  follows: 

(a)  During  cold  weather  beautiful  fern-like  or  feathery 
crystallisation  is  developed  at  the  top  and  sometimes 
throughout  the  liquid.  The  crystallisation  increases  with 
the  coldness,  and  if  the  structure  grows  downwards  the  cold 
will  continue. 

(6)  During  warm  and  serene  weather  the  crystals  dissolve 
the  upper  and  greater  part  of  the  liquid,  becoming  perfectly 
clear.  The  greater  the  proportion  of  clear  liquid  the  greater 
the  probability  of  fine  dry  weather. 

(c)  When  the  upper  portion  is  clear  and  flakes  of  crystals 
rise  to  the  top  and  aggregate,  it  is  a  sign  of  increasing 
wind  and  stormy  weather. 

(d)  In  cold  weather  if  the  top  of  the  liquid  becomes  thick 
and  cloudy,  it  denotes  approaching  rain. 

(e)  In  warm  weather  if  small  crystals  rise  in  the  liquid, 
which  still  maintains  its  clearness,  rain  may  be  expected. 

(/)  Sharpness  in  the  points  and  features  of  the  fern-like 
structure  of  the  crystals  is  a  sign  of  fine  weather ;  but  when 
they  begin  to  break  up  and  are  badly  defined,  unsettled 
weather  may  be  expected. 

Ipecac.  (102/47).— A  commission  of  10  per  cent,  on  the 
business  done  by  a  man  selling  your  goods  to  small  local  shops 
would  probably  be  fair,  but  you  give  us  no  idea  of  the  amount 
of  business  which  can  be  done,  or  the  amount  of  time  and 
work  which  the  man  may  have  to  spend  in  introducing  the 
goods.  Both  affect  the  commission.  A  weak  solution  of  oxalic 
acid  will  remove  ink-marks  from  bone. 

Veronal  (103/21)  tells  us  that  he  has  fine  commanding  pre- 
mises in  very  good  local  centre,  and  pays  110/.  rent  annually. 
He  does  a  pushing  store-trade,  with  high-class  dispensing 
business,  and  turns  over  1,400/.  Is  the  rent  of  110/.  reason- 
able in  the  circumstances  ?  A  very  good  residence  and  ex- 
cellent storage  are  included  in  the  110/.  [It  must  be  obvious 
to  our  readers  generally,  as  well  as  to  "Veronal,"  that  no 
universally  applicable  rule  can  be  laid  down.  Here,  we  think! 
it  is  reasonable  to  charge  the  business  with  two-thirds  of  the 
rental  (75/.),  and  the  other  third  (35/.)  as  the  rental  of  the 
residence.  For  a  seaside  town,  where  the  all-round  profit 
should  be  good,  a  rental  of  5  per  cent,  of  the  returns  is  reason- 
able, indeed  moderate.  There  are  many  pharmacies  in  large 
towns  where  the  rental  is  as  much  as  20  per  cent,  of  the 
returns,  and  where  the  trade  is  of  a  special  nature  they  pay.] 

Bodilonfuch  (106/57).— Asphaltum  is  a  partially  oxidised 
petroleum  residue  or  bitumen  occurring  naturally  in  various 
parts  of  the  world,  and  obtained  as  pitch  in  the  distillation 
of  petroleum.  The  composition  of  natural  asphalt  varies 
greatly.  Those  containing  20  per  cent,  or  more  of  earthv 
matter  are  used  for  paving.  A  sample  of  Trinidad  asphalt 
yielded  51.8  per  cent,  of  volatile  bitumen,  10  per  cent  of 
sulphur,  28.3  per  cent,  of  ash,  and  9.7  per  cent,  of  fixed 
carbon.  The  bitumen  is  soluble  in  carbon  disulphide  and  oil 
of  turpentine,  but  the  yield  of  it  is  variable.  The  following 
figures^  refer  to  the  annual  production  of  asphalt  by  the 
countries  named,  and  are  quoted  from  Sir  Boverton  Red- 
wood's "Petroleum":  Austria  1,273  metric  tons,  Barbados 
501  tons,  G  ermany  87,454  tons,  Hungary  2,422  metric  tons 
Russia  12,360  metric  tons,  Sicily  60,000  tons,  Spain  6  277  metric 
tons,  Trinidad  158,752  tons,  U.S.A.  91,831  metric  tons.  The 
asphalt  used  for  varnish-making  is  a  purified  product  free 
from  earthy  matter.    It  is  also  used  occasionally  in  medicine. 
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Telephone  (139/2). — Euquinine  was  in  1896  patented  by  the 
Vereinigte  Chininfabriken  Zirnmer  &  Co.,  Frankfort  o/M,  in 
Great  Britain.  The  British  patent,  No.  4991,  is  still  in  force, 
the  eleventh-year  fees  having  been  paid  on  February  18,  1907. 
The  patent  describes  the  product  as  "  chloro-carbonyl 
quinine."  In  December  1897  a  trade-mark  was  granted  for  a 
label  for  Zimmer's  "  Euchinin."  containing  a  figure  of  a 
cinchona-plant,  which  figure  was  first  registered  in  the  name 
of  Jobst  in  1877  and  subsequently  transferred  to  Zimmer. 
Appended  to  the  trade-mark  illustrated  in  the  "  Trade-marks 
Journal,"  November  3,  1897,  is  the  statement  "  The  essential 
particular  of  the  trade-mark  is  the  device,  the  applicants 
disclaiming  any  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  added  matter, 
except  so  far  as  it  consists  of  their  own  name." 

E.  P.  (96/40). — We  cannot  remember  having  seen  a  book 
on  inhalations  of  the  kind  you  require.  Some  years  ago, 
when  inhalations  were  in  favour,  there  were  published  several 
treatises  on  the  subject,  such  as  Beigel's  "Inhalation  as  a  < 
Means  of  Local  Treatment  of  the  Organs  of  Respiration  "  ; 
Cohen's  "  Inhalation  in  the  Treatment  of  Diseases "  ;  Da 
Costa's  "  Inhalations  in  the  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Passages";  and  Hassall's  "Inhalation  Treat- 
ment."   None  of  these  books  is  recent.

Fishing  for  Cod. 

This  display,  arranged  by  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.  for  their  customers",  depicts  in  a  realistic  manner 
the  actual  materials  and  methods  employed  by  the  Nor- 
wegian cod  fishermen.  The  scene  represented  is  a  Nor- 
wegian fjord.  The  spectator  is  supposed  to  be  viewing  the 
scene  from  the  water-line,  and  to  be  able  to  gaze  into  the 
depths  of  the  sea,  as  well  as  on  its  surface  and  surroundings. 
On  the  surface  the  boats  used  in  cod-fishing  are  depicted, 
and  a  model  of  the  prow  of  one  boat  appears  in  the  fore- 
ground. These  boats,  both  in  design  and  decoration,  bear 
a  remarkable  resemblance  to  ancient  Viking  boats.  The 
shoal  fishing-nets  are  characteristic.  A  portion  of  one  of 
these  nets  is  included  in  the  display,  and  is  arranged  to 
show  one  of  the  methods  of  fishing  employed.  The  floats 
consist  of  globes  of  coloured  glass,  and  the  sinkers  of  flat 
terra-cotta  discs.  The  fishermen  stretch  these  nets  across 
the  tideway  like  a  curtain.  The  fish  coming  against  this 
curtain  are"  held  by  the  gills  in  the  meshes,  which  are  ad- 
justed in  size  to  hold  fish  over  a  certain  standard.

•  wn  to  the  bazaars  and  can  be  seen  quaffing  cheap  German 
u-de-Cologne  in  the  "  kaddies  "  with  immense  gusto,  and 
tting  gloriously  drunk  on  it.  It  is  some  time  since  the 
"plies  discovered  this  cheap  way  of  becoming  intoxicated 
lien  they  were  not  able  to  afford  more  expensive  alcoholic 
links,  and  the  Germans,  who  exploit  British  Colonies  for 
tide-purposes,  as  a  rule  much  more  successfully  than  the 
jitish,  were  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  position.

P.  614.)  Subsequently,  however,  a  few  planters  succeeded 
obtaining  productive  seed  from  Japan.    There  were 
acly  old  camphor-trees  in  the  island,  but  thev  had  never 
uced  seed.    It  is  generally  supposed  that  thev  take  about 
H.vHve  yeai.s  before  beginning  to  do  so,  but  within  the 
lew  days  some  trees,  aged  about  sixteen  years,  in  one  of 
Peyton  Government  experimental  gardens  have  suddenly 
erea  and  promise  to  give  excellent  seed.     There  are 
acly  numerous  applications  for  the  seed,  and  there  is  not 
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the  slightest  doubt  that  it  will  all  be  put  in  the  ground  as 
fast  as  the  trees  can  produce  it.  We  also  hear  that  camphor- 
cultivation  has  commenced  in  the  Straits  Settlements.  In 
both  these  countries  the  trees  grow  splendidly,  the  soil  and 
climate  being  suitable,  while  the  remunerativeness  of  the 
product  appeals  to  planters.  There  is  only  one  estate  in 
Ceylon  which  is  as  yet  producing  a  substantial  quantity,  and 
an  experience  of  this  estate  served  to  point  out  one  of  the 
difficulties  of  the  product.  That  is,  the  danger  accruing  from 
the  explosive  nature  of  the  vapour  when  distillation  is  left  in 
native  hands.  The  manager  of  the  estate  was  badly  injured 
by  such  an  explosion.  Another  question,  however,  which 
cannot  fail  to  suggest  itself  in  view  of  this  island's  experience 
frith  cinchona  is  whether  the  present  prices  will  be  main- 
tained.
